Suit  was 
brought  in  1873  %  certain  of  the  property  holders  along  the  line,  to  enjoin  the 
city  from  collecting  its  assessments.  This  suit  is  still  pending.  In  1874  and  1875 
the  city  removed  the  cement-pipe  sewer,  and  constructed  a  good  and  sufficient 
ohe  instead  thereof. 

"  We  think,  owing  to  the  worthless  character  of  the  first  sewer,  the  long  time  which 
has  elapsed  since  its  construction,  and  considering  the  many  intricate  legal  ques- 
tions involved,  and  the  justness  in  the  premises,  that  the  city  ought  not  now  to 
further  seek  the  collection  of  the  assessments  thus  made,  and  we,  therefore,  recom- 
mend that  the  City  Attorney  be  instructed  to  make  such  a  record  in  the  cause  now 
pending  as  will  remove  the  cloud  upon  the  titles  along  this  line. 

"  If  our  recommendation  be  accepted  by  the  property  holders,  they  shall  pay  all  the 
costs  made  in  the  suit  now  pending."

FIRST  SESSION— May  14,  1SS0. 

The  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis convened  in  First  Joint  Convention  for  the  year  1 880-1 881,  in  the 
Council  Chamber,  on  Friday  evening,  May  14th,  A.  D.  1880,  at  eight 
o'clock,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  section  five  of  the  following 
enactment  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana  (approved 
March  5th,  1877),  viz: 

An  Act  supplementary  to  an  Act  approved  March  14th,  1867,  entitled  "An  Act  to 
repeal  all  general  laws  now  in  force  for  the  Incorporation  of  Cities,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  Incorporation  of  Cities,  prescribing  their  Powers  and  Eights,  and 
the  manner  in  which  they  shall  exercise  the  same,  and  to  regulate  such  other 
matters  as  pertain  thereto." 

It  appearing,  from  an  informal  count,  that  a  quorum  of  both  Aldermen

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referred  to  the  Joint  Committees  on  Streets  and  Alleys  and  City  Attorney/ 
with  instructions  to  confer  with  Messrs.  McDonald  and  Butler : 

Indianapolis,  2nd ,  May  17,  1880. 
To  the  Mayor,  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Ind : 

Gentlemen: — We  have  been  informed  that  proceedings  have  been  instituted  by 
the  city  of  Indianapolis  looking  towards  the  opening  and  extension  of  Dillon  street 
over  and  across  the  tracks  and  yards  of  the  Columbus,  Chicago  and  Indiana  Cen- 
tral Eailway  Co.,  now  operated  by  the  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati  and  St.  Louis  Kail- 
way  Co.,  and  that  Commissioners  have  been  appointed  to  assess  the  benefits  and 
damages. 

On  December  26,  1878,  an  injunction  was  granted  by  the  United  States  Circuit 
Court  against  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  its  officers  and  agents,  enjoining  it  from  fur- 
ther proceeding  with  the  opening  of  said  street;  and  granting  to  the  city  time  in 
which  to  move  for  a  dissolution  of  the  order.  The  City  appeared  and  moved  ac- 
cordingly, and  ou  January  30,  1879,  the  motion  was  overruled  and  the  order  con- 
tinued in  full  force,  and  reference  made  to  W.  P.  Fishback  to  take  evidence  upon 
the  matters  involved,  and  to  report  to  the  Court.  The  City  declined  to  enter  into 
further  investigation  on  account  of  the  probable  expense  incident  thereto,  and  the 
original  order  still  remains  in  full  force. 

The  recent  proceedings  relating  to  the  opening  and  extension  of  this  street  are 
clearly  in  violation  of  this  order,  and  we  respectfully  ask  that  such  proceedings 
may  be  vacated  and  set  aside.  Respectfully  submitted,

The  Fire  Board,  through  Councilman  Pearson,  submitted  the  following 
report ;   which  was  concurred  in : 

Indianapolis,  May  3d,  1880. 
To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  Members  of  the  Common  Council 

and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — In  the  matter  of  an  ordinance  that  was  referred  to  the  Fire  Board 
and  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  regarding  the  removal  of  No.  9  Hose  Keel  Company  to 
the  corner  of  College  avenue  and  Seventh  street,  offer  the  following  report : 

"We  have  given  the  matter  careful  consideration,  and  it  is  our  judgment  that  the 
district  embracing  the  northeastern  part  of  the  city  should  have  better  fire  protec- 
tion, as  from  the  present  location  of  the  companies  covering  this  territory  the  runs 
are  too  long  for  prompt  service.  If  there  is  to  be  no  increase  in  the  force  of  the 
Fire  Department,  we  therefore  recommend  that  in  order  to  more  effectually  cover 
this  portion  of  the  city,  (the  north  east  district,)  and  at  the  same  time  leave  the  part 
of  the  city  north  of  Washington  street  fairly  protected,  that  the  No.  9  Hose  Keel 
Company  be  re-located  at  or  near  some  point  that  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  and  Fire 
Board  may  deem  best,  and  in  that  view,  that  they,  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  and 
Fire  Board  be  instructed  to  receive  proposals  to  sell  the  city  a  lot  for  the  purpose  I 
of  erecting  suitable  buildings  thereon. 

Also,  in  the  matter  ©f  a  petition  and  a  motion,  that  were  referred  to  the  Fire 
Board  and  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  as  to  the  removal  of  Hose  Keel  No.  10,  and  afford 
better  fire  protection  for  that  part  of  the  city  on  the  south  side,  now  so  poorly  pro- 
vided for.  For  reasons  already  stated  in  the  foregoing  report,  we  can  safely  apply 
the  same  reasons  to  this  district,  and  therefore  recommend  that  No.  10  Keel  be 
re-located  to  a  point  at  or  near  the  intersection  of  Madison  avenue  and  Morris 
street;  and  in  this  view  that  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  and  Fire  Board  be  instructed 
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to  receive  proposals  to  sell  the  city  a  lot  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  suitable  build- 
ings thereon. 

We  also  recommend  to  your  honorable  bodies  that  a  cistern  of  not  less  than  1,800 
barrels  capacity,  be  built  at  or  near  the  intersection  of  College  avenue  and  Tenth 
street,  and  that  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  be  directed  to  locate  said  cistern,  and  ad- 
vertise for  proposals  under  direction  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer.

Accompanying  the  ordinance  is  a  remonstrance  representing  about  twelve  hun- 
dred feet,  fronting  on  the  street  for  proposed  improvement,  we  can  see  no  particu- 
lar demand  for  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  and  recommend  it  be  stricken  from 
the  files. 

2nd.  Is  special  ordinance  71,  1879,  providing  for  the  grading  and  graveling  of 
Ohio  street ;   from  Arsenal  avenue  to  State  street. 

This  ordinance  is  accompanied  with  both  petition  for,  and  remonstrance  against, 
its  passage.  There  are  more  petitioners  than  remonstrants,  we  therefore  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  ordinance. 

3rd.  Is  special  ordinance  15,  1880,  providing  for  the  grading  and  graveling  of 
the  first  alley  south  of  Harrison  street,  running  from  Harrison  street  to  Cedar  street. 

There  is  a  petition  for  this  improvement  and  there  being  no  remonstrance,  we 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  ordinance. 

4th.  Is  a  motion  that  Henry  Eeinfels  be  granted  permission  to  procure  six  loads 
of  gravel  out  of  the  South  Park  grounds,  to  fill  a  water  pond  on  Gresham  street,  at 
his  own  expense. 

We  recommend  that  permission  be  herewith  granted. 

5th.     Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  replank  the  foot 
walk  of  the  bridge  across  the  canal,  at  New  York  street. 
"We  recommend  the  work  be  done. 

6th.  Is  a  petition  from  a  large  number  of  citizens  and  tax  payers  of  the  north- 
east portion  of  the  city,  asking  the  city  to  purchase  that  part  of  the  Indianapolis 
and  Pendleton  Gravel  Road,  located  within  the  city  limits. 

From  the  fact  that  this  petition  was  not  presented  until  a  large  portion   of  our 

estimate  for  the  year  had  been  expended,  and  beliving  this  matter  should  have  due 

consideration  in  making  up  our  estimates  for  the  new  year,   we  recommend  the 

petition  be  referred  to  the  incoming  newly  elected  Board  of  Public  Improvements.

Messrs: — The  undersigned,  members  of  your  committee  to  whom  was  referred 
General  Ordinance  No.  16,  1880,  an  ordinance  to  amend  General  Ordinance  No. 
40,  1879,  known  as  the  Hack  Ordinance,  believing: 

1st.  That  no  ordinance  should  be  passed  for  the  benefit  of  any  individual  or  class, 
that  effects  injuriously  any  other  individual  or  class ; 

2d.  That  unless  the  public  welfare  demands  it,  no  ordinance  should  be  passed 
that  effects  injuriously  any  private  enterprise,  but  that  it  is  the  duty  of  this  Coun- 
cil and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  encourage  all  private  enterprises  that  are  of 
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public  benefit  to  the  extent  at  least  of  not  obstructing  their  business  by  unnecessary 
restrictions ; 

3d.  That  it  is  not  the  province  of  this  Council  nor  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to 
assist  any  individual  or  class  of  individuals  in  competing  with  others,  and  that 
unless  the  welfare  of  the  general  public  demands,  there  should  be  no  interference 
in  any  way  with  competition  in  trade;  and  believing  that  section  24  of  General 
Ordinance  No.  40,  places  unnecessary  restriction  upon  the  transfer  of  passengers  at 
the  Union  Depot,  and  that  said  section  effects  injuriously  a  private  enterprise  that 
has  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  city,  and  which  it  is  the  duty  of  this  Council  to  en- 
courage, rather  than  discourage ;  and  it  appearing  that  the  only  object  of  section  24 
(so  far  as  it  effects  the  Union  Depot,)  is  to  prevent  the  traveling  public  from  being 
annoyed;  and  believing  that  this  object  can  be  better  accomplished  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  proposed  amendment  than  under  the  section  as  it  now  stands,  and 
that  too,  without  operating  to  the  disadvantage  of  any  individual  or  enterprise  ^ 
therefore  recommend  its  passage.

In  addition  to  this  and  as  a  part  of  the  consideration 
for  the  dismissal  of  said  action  the  said  Scott  &  Co.  propose  to  remove  the  fence  on 
the  south  side  of  said  Park,  from  the  place  where  it  now  stands,  to  permit  the  road 
along  the  south  side  of  said  premises  to  be  opened,  and  erect  and  properly  con- 
struct said  fence  along  the  north  line  of  said  road,  the  said  Scott  &  Co.  agreeing  to 
furnish  at  their  own  expense  new  oak  posts  for  said  fence,  and  also  all  other  material 
and  labor  necessary  in  removing  and  re-erecting  said  fence  in  a  good  substantial' 
and  workmanlike  manner.  The  said  Scott  &  Co.  however  to  have  and  retain  for 
their  own  use  all  trees  and  timber  on  the  ground  taken  from  the  city  in  the  open- 
ing of  said  road. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  will  be  to  the  interest  of  the  city,  and  therefore 
recommend  that  said  proposition  be  accepted.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  property  holders  on  south  Meridian  street,  be- 
tween "Washington  and  Louisiana  streets,  respectfully  request  your  honorable  body 
to  rescind  an  ordinance  recently  enacted,  to  re-grade  and  re-bowlder  said  street,  as 
it  imposes  a  burden  upon  us  not  demanded  by  public  necessity.  We  feel  assured 
that  upon  an  examination  of  the  condition  of  the  bowldering  on  said  street,  that  it 
will  be  found  to  be  in  as  good  repair  as  Washington  street,  and  most  other  bowl- 
dered  streets  in  the  city;  and  as  the  real  estate  of  the  city  bears  such  a  large  pro- 
portion of  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  city  government,  we  think  the  city  Council 
should  not  impose  additional  burdens  unless  clearly  just  and  necessary.  We  admit 
that  the  grade  of  said  street  is  raised  too  high  above  the  side  gutters  to  be  conven- 
ient, but  as  this  is  the  fault  of  the  city  government,  we  fail  to  see  the  justice  of 
charging  us  with  the  expense  of  lowering  the  grade  to  a  convenient  height.  We 
would  further  represent  that  this  ordinance  was  passed  by  the  Council  and  Board 
of  Aldermen  with  unusual  rapidity,  without  any  petition  from  any  property  hold- 
ers on  the  street,  and  without  the  knowledge  of  most  of  us  that  any  such  improve- 
ment was  even  contemplated.  We  believe  we  have  always  promptly  responded  to 
all  necessary  improvements  heretofore  ordered ;  but  in  this  case  we  regard  it  as 
unjust  to  impose  this  large  tax  upon  us,  when  a  smell  expenditure  in  repairs  would 
make  the  street  equal  to  any  in  the  city,  and  much  better  than  most  of  them.

Said  bridge  belongs  to  the  Lick  Creek  Gravel  Road  Co. ;  therefore  recommend 
that  the  work  be  not  done. 

11th.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  repair  with  cinders,  or  broken 
stone,  the  sidewalks  of  Merrill  street  at  the  intersection  of  Gipsey  street.

Gentlemen: — Numerous  complaints  come  to  this  office  in  regard  to  stagnant  ponds 
of  water,  ot  which  there  are  a  great  many  in  this  city.  They  are  undoubtedly  the 
cause  of  much  disease.  Under  existing  ordinances,  it  is  difficult  for  this  Board  to 
proceed  in  "the  matter.  We  consider  the  subject  of  sufficient  importance  to  this  com- 
munity to  merit  your  attention ;  and  we  earnestly  recommend  that  some  action  be 
promptly  taken  by  your  honorable  bodies  looking  towards  the  filling  or  draining 
of  such  ponds. 

We  also  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  accompanying  communication  of 
Mr.  Wm.  Armstrong,  in  regard  to  the  alley  north  of  Arch  street,  with  our  indorse- 
ment thereon,  all  of  which  explains  itself. 

Intestinal  diseases  are  much  more  prevalent  than  usual,  this  early  in  the  sum- 
mer, and  citizens  should  be  guarded  in  the  use  of  unripe  fruit  and  stale  vegetables.

Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Health: 

Some  weeks  age  an  ordinance  passed  the  Council,  requiring  that  the  alley  north 
of  Arch  street,  extending  from  Broadway  to  Plum,  be  graded  and  graveled.  The 
ordinance,  I  learn,  has  become  of  no  effect  by  reason  of  a  remonstrance  against  it  on 
the  part  of  property  owners  along  the  alley.  This  is  to  be  regretted,  as  in  the 
present  condition  of  the  alley  there  is  no  sufficient  drainage  of  water.  The  lots  on 
which  dwellings  62,  66,  and  68  stand,  are  flooded  with  water  at  every  considerable 
rain-fall;  and  as  a  consequence,  the  privy-vaults  on  those  lots  are  overflown  and 
rendered  obnoxious  to  health.  I  reside  in  dwelling  66.  Will  you  please  give  this 
matter  early  attention  ?  Truly  yours,  &c,

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The  alley  in  question  has  been  examined  by  this  Board,  and  the  condition  of  the 
same  found  to  be  as  represented  by  Mr.  Armstrong.

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To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen:— Your  Judiciary  Committee,  together  with  the  City  Attorney,  to 
whom  was  referred  sundry  papers,  report  thereon  : 

1st,  Is  a  motion  asking,  or  looking  to,  the  condemnation  of  certain  rights,  or 
supposed  rights,  of  the  White  River  Gravel  Road  Company,  in  and  through  north 
"West  street,  "or  old  Michigan  Road,"  from  First  street  north  to  where  the  same 
crosses  the  Central  Canal.  We  direct  the  City  Attorney  to  investigate  fully  the 
facts  in  relation  to  any  rights  and  franchises  said  road  has  in  said  street,  and  de- 
liver his  opinion  thereon  in  writing  to  this  Council,  at  its  next  meeting.  Also,  to 
suggest  the  necessary  steps  required  to  condemn  such  rights,  if  any,  said  company 
may  have. 

2d.  Is  a  petition  of  R.  S.  Dorsey  and  others,  stating  that  certain  church  prop- 
erty, of  which  they  are  Trustees,  is  listed  for  taxes,  and  that  the  sum  of  $59.52 
stands  against  it,  and  that  the  same  is  advertised  for  sale  on  account  thereof,  and 
asking  relief.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  property  is  wrongfully  taxed,  under 
the  law,  and  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  granted,  and  that  the 
City  Treasurer  and  Assessor  be,  and  are  hereby,  directed  to  change  their  assess- 
ment and  books  so  as  to  accord  herewith. 

3d.  Is  a  petition  of  Jos.  A.  Moore,  asking  the  return  of  $11.16  on  account  of  taxes 
erroneously  paid.     We  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  granted. 

4th.  Is  a  petition  by  T.  A.  Goodwin,  demanding  a  return  of  $30  on  account  of 
taxes  paid  by  him  to  raise  certain  tax  liens  on  certain  properties  in  which  petitioner 
had  an  interest.  The  petitioner  makes  this  demand  with  some  force;  but  your 
committee  can  hardly  conclude  that  he  is  entitled  to  a  recovery,  under  the  rule. 
The  money  sought  to  be  recovered  seems  to  have  been  paid  to  protect  private  in- 
terest, than  otherwise,  and  it  can  hardly  be  maintained  that  money  thus  paid  can 
be  recovered.  We  recommend  the  City  Attorney  to,  if  he  can,  agree  on  certain 
facts — not  open  to  dispute — with  the  petitioner,  and  submit  them  to  the  proper 
court  for  adjudication,  if  desired  by  petitioner.     Prayer  not  granted. 

5th.  Is  a  petition  by  Helen  M.  Rockwood  and  others,  asking  for  $1,189.75,  and 
further  setting  out  that  in  1879  Wm.  M.  Wiles,  then  City  Treasurer,  "did  not  offer 
at  public  sale,  the  property  listed  in  the  name  of  the  Brown  Rotary  Shuttle  Sewing 
Machine  Company,  under  duplicate  number  1371  for  the  year  1878."  They  aver 
that  sometime  afterwards  S.  A.  Fletcher  &  Co.  bought  said  property  at  tax  sale, 
paying  the  above  sum  therefor,  which  sale  petitioners  claim  was  illegal  They  ask 
the  city  to  pay  Fletcher  &  Co.  the  full  amount,  with  six  per  cent,  interest,  and  re- 
call the  certificate  of  purchase.  There  is  a  suit  now  pending  in  the  Superior  Court, 
involving  the  rights  of  the  parties  herein,  and  we  deem  it  meddlesome  for  us  to  in- 
terfere in  any  way.     Prayer  of  petitioners  not  granted.

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Joint  Judiciary  and  Finance  Committees,  together  with  the 
City  Attorney,  to  whom  was  referred  a  communication  from  the  City  Attorney, 
report  thereon  :     The  communication  shows  in  brief  the  following  facts : 

One  Ruscharp  owned  fifty  feet  of  ground  on  north  Pennsylvania  street ; 
Simon  Yandes  had  a  mortgage  on  this  ground;  when  Second  street  was  opened, 
this  ground  was  taken.     In  the  condemnation  proceedings,  this  property  received 
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$6,344.00  on  account  of  damage  to  it.  This  money  was  afterwards  paid  to  Euscharp, 
who  yet  had  the  fee-simple  of  record ;  Yandes  was  not  made  a  party  to  the  con- 
demnation proceedings.  In  a  suit  to  forclose  his  mortgage,  Yandes  has  twice  re- 
covered against  the  city — the  last  time  for  $5,858.69.  He  now  offers  to  take  $4,500 
as  a  compromise,  and  release  the  city  from  further  liability. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  if  Mr.  Yandes  recovers  at  all,  he  will  get  a  larger  sum 
than  he  offers  to  take.  The  Judges  of  the  Marion  County  Superior  Court  have 
united  in  holding  the  city  liable  in  the  full  amount.  We  think  it  not  a  good  busi- 
ness chance  to  further  litigate  the  matter,  and  recommend  the  acceptance  of  the 
above  proposition.  We  cannot  but  add  that,  in  our  judgment,  had  the  proper  skill 
and  caution  been  observed  by  the  proper  officers  at  the  proper  time,  this  money 
would  not  have  been  lost.

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  June  21,  1880. 
To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — In  April,  1873,  I  moved  to  the  place  where  I  now  reside,  on  the 
corner  of  Washington  and  Highland  streets,  extending  through  the  entire  square 
north  to  Market  street. 

The  records  of  the  city  show,  that  in  1874  Market  street,  from  Highland  street 
to  Arsenal  avenue,  was  graveled,  at  the  expense  of  the  property  holders,  for  which 
improvement  (?)  on  my  front,  I  was  compelled  to  pay  about  $450,00.  .Nothing  ap- 
pears to  have  been  done,  or  attempted  to  be  done  in  establishing  a  proper  grade  of 
any  description,  in  the  usual  and  accepted  style  of  civil  engineering  prevalent  in 
this  city.  The  dirt — not  gravel — was  dumped  down,  and  spread  out,  the  improve- 
ment approved  by  the  Engineer,  and  bills  promptly  presented  and  paid.  To  day, 
and  years  ago  for  that  matter,  that  costly  improvement  has  vanished  in  the  mud; 
and  if  the  whole  Council  would  go  and  hunt  that  gravel  with  microscopes,  not  a 
spoonful  could  be  found.  It  has  all  disappeared,  and  this  day  it  is  the  dirtiest, 
filthiest,  unwholesome  piece  of  street  in  the  city;  it  is  utterly  unfit  to  be  called  a 
thoroughfare.  In  the  winter  and  spring  it  is  impassable,  and  no  ©ne  who  can,  by 
any  means,  help  himself — if  he  is  possessed  of  a  grain  of  sense — wil!  attempt  to 
travel  upon  it.  It  is  a  well-known  fact  in  the  neighborhood,  that  on  the  occasion 
of  a  fire  on  Mr.  Sam  Vance's  premises,  a  steam  fire  engine,  hurrying  to  the  fire, 
very  unwisely  ventured  on  Market  street,  between  Highland  and  Arsenal  avenue, 
was  broken  down,  swamped,  and  stuck  all  night  in  bottomless  mud,  and  could  not 
be  extricated  until  daylight.  Since  this  occurrence  the  Fire  Department  has  not 
ventured  to  repeat  the  experiment,  and  keeps  off  that  street. 

Several  times — as  far  as  the  undersigned  is  concerned,  five  times — the  property 
adioining  the  south  side  of  Market  street  has  been  disastrously  inundated.  The 
great  mass  of  water  accumulating  on  the  high  grounds  north  of  Market  street,  and 
all  the  waters  coming  down  on  Arsenal  avenue,  have  no  outlet,  except  on  Market 
street,  between  Highland  and  Arsenal  avenue.  Arsenal  avenue  is  much  higher 
than  Market  street;  at  the  intersection  of  Highland  and  Market  streets  is  a  hill  at 
least  seven  feet  higher  than  Market  street  in  its  centre.  Thus  the  magnificent  en- 
gineering in  this  city  succeeded  in  making  Market  street  a  hollow,  which  is  filled 
with  a  great  volume  of  water ;  and  as  it  cannot  flow  over  the  hill  at  the  intersection 
of  Market  and  Highland  streets,  it  breaks  through  into  my  grounds,  devastating, 
destroying,  and  demolishing  everything  in  its  course. 

Our  excellent  City  Engineers  seem  not  to  be  able  to  find  a  remedy  for  this  evil. 
They  have  used  their  most  strenuous  efforts  in  concert  with  Mr.  James  L.  Mitchell 
— who  owns  the  house  on  the  northeast  corner  of  Highland  and  Market — to  keep 
that  obstruction  intact;  Mr.  Mitchell,  with  his  well-known  public  spirit,  having 
expressed  himself  that  it  made  no  difference  whether  the  whole  neighborhood  is 
flooded,  drowned  out  and  damaged ;  that  the  hill  must  not  be  cut  down,  and  shall 
remain  there.  To  fortify  this  generous  determination  of  Mr.  Mitchell,  when  he 
was  at  one  time  the  accidental  Mayor  of  this  city,  to  propitiate  his  generous  senti- 
ments, a  fire  cistern,  perched  on  top  of  the  hill,  was  located  there  by  some  com- 
plaisant city  officials.  That  cistern  is  regarded  as  an  ancient  monument  of  hi» 
superior  skill.  The  Egyptians  would  not  kick  half  as  violently  about  the  removal 
of  the  great  pyramid,  than  the  City  Engineer  and  Mr.  James  L.  Mitchell  would 
about  the  removal  of  a  single  brick  from  that  sacred  cistern. 

This  nuisance  of  a  hill  has  been  tolerated  until  forbearance  has  ceased  to  be  a 
virtue,  and  the  patience  of  the  neighborhood  is  exhausted. 

Last  Monday  evening  the  waters  broke  through  again  into  my  grounds,  tearing 
out  fifty-four  feet  and  seven  inches  of  sidewalk,  destroying  my  flower,  fruit  and 
vegetable  gardens,  the  walks,  fish-pond,  everything,  and  drowning  my  poultry.     I, 
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for  one,  respectfully  inform  you — speaking  the  sentiments  of  the  neighborhood— 
that  this  course  will  not  be  submitted  to  any  longer,  to  humor  the  fancies  of  one 
man,  who  does  not  live  in  the  neighborhood,  and  has  no  feeling  in  common  with 
the  people  who  do  live  there. 

The  remedy  is  simple;  the  grade  must  be  established  from  Arsenal  avenue  to 
Pogue's  Run,  so  that  the  floods  can  have  a  surface  drainage  outlet.  The  attempts  to 
drain  off  the  waters  with  a  few  rotten  cement  sewer  pipes,  is  a  puerile  farce  which 
no  one  would  attempt  except  a  City  Engineer  of  Indianapolis. 

I  therefore  ask  that  immediate  steps  may  be  taken  by  the  Council,  to  thoroughly 
investigate  this  grievance  of  a  whole  neighborhood.  We  are  tax  payers,  and  are 
entitled  to  every  protection  of  our  property  from  damage  which  can  be  avoided  by 
reasonable  and  sensible  precaution.  We  will  no  longer  submit  to  the  undue  influ- 
ence of  one  man,  who  is  hostile  to  every  other  man's  interest,  and  who,  to  carry  out 
his  notions,  is  utterly  indifferent  to  all  surroundings. 

The  Council  is  respectfully  asked  for  the  relief  to  which  we  are  justly  entitled; 
and  trusting  that  the  existing  evil  will  be  removed,  and  that  we  shall  not  be  com- 
pelled to  appeal  to  the  courts  for  redress  of  our  grievances,

A.  Moore,  asking  the  return  of  $11.16  on  account  of  taxes 
erroneously  paid.     We  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  granted. 

4th.  Is  a  petition  by  T.  A.  Goodwin,  demanding  a  return  of  $30  on  account  of 
taxes  paid  by  him  to  raise  certain  tax  liens  on  certain  properties  in  which  petitioner 
had  an  interest.  The  petitioner  makes  this  demand  with  some  force;  but  your 
committee  can  hardly  conclude  that  he  is  entitled  to  a  recovery,  under  the  rule. 
The  money  sought  to  be  recovered  seems  to  have  been  paid  to  protect  private  in-* 
terest,  than  otherwise,  and  it  can  hardly  be  maintained  that  money  thus  paid  can 
be  recovered.  We  recommend  the  City  Attorney  to,  if  he  can,  agree  on  certain 
facts — not  open  to  dispute — with  the  petitioner,  and  submit  them  to  the  proper 
court  for  adjudication,  if  desired  by  petitioner.     Prayer  not  granted. 

The  following  report  from  the  Joint  Committees  on  Judiciary  and 
Finance  was  read;  and  the  favorable  action  of  the  Common  Council 
thereon  (see  page  145,  ante)  was  concurred  in: 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Joint  Judiciary  and  Finance  Committees,  together  with  the 
City  Attorney,  to  whom  was  referred  a  communication  from  the  City  Attorney, 
report  thereon  :     The  communication  shows  in  brief  the  following  facts : 

One  Ruscharp  owned  fifty  feet  of  ground  on  north  Pennsylvania  street; 
Simon  Yandes  had  a  mortgage  on  this  ground ;  when  Second  street  was  opened, 
this  ground  was  taken.  In  the  condemnation  proceedings,  this  property  received 
$6,344.00  on  account  of  damage  to  it.  This  money  was  afterwards  paid  to  Ruscharp, 
who  yet  had  the  fee-simple  of  record;    Yandes  was  not  made  a  party  to  the  con- 
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demnation  proceedings.  In  a  suit  to  forclose  his  mortgage,  Yandes  has  twice  re- 
covered against  the  eity — the  last  time  for  $5,858.69.  He  now  offers'  to  take  $4,500 
as  a  compromise,  and  release  the  city  from  further  liability. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  if  Mr.  Yandes  recovers  at  all,  he  will  get  a  larger  sum 
than  he  offers  to  take.  The  Judges  of  the  Marion  County  Superior  Court  have 
united  in  holding  the  city  liable  in  the  full  amount.  We  think  it  not  a  good  busk 
ness  chance  to  further  litigate  the  matter,  and  recommend  the  acceptance  of  the 
above  proposition.  We  cannot  but  add  that,  in  our  judgment,  had  the  proper  skill 
and  caution  been  observed  by  the  proper  officers  at  the  proper  time,  this  money 
would  not  have  been  lost.

The  each  of  said  lots  front  on  Morris  street, 
and  running  south  to  a  ten  feet  alley,  and  each  of  said  lots  is  thirty  feet  front,  ex- 
cept lot  number  12,  being  only  one  foot,  or  twelve  inches  in  width,  and  running 
back  to  said  ten  feet  alley  in  the  rear  of  said  lots.

Gentlemen: — Some  of  our  worthy  representatives  in  Council,  having  at  your  last 
meetings  declared  themselves  unaware  of  the  existence  of  ponds  of  stagnant  water 
within  the  city  limits,  and  having  on  that  account  deemed  it  unnecessary  to  take 
prompt  action  looking  toward  a  speedy  elimination  of  said  ponds,  and  by  their 
neglect,  subjecting  those  living  in  the  neighborhood  of  such  disease-breeding  spots 
to  another  fortnight's  battle  of  fever  and  ague,  we  would  earnestly  beg  your  hon- 
orable body  to  take  decisive  measures  and  to  direct  a  betterment  of  the  matters 
complained  of  at  once. 

The  ponds,  we,  in  particular,  complain  about,  are  situated  on  the  commons  of 
the  C.  0.  C.  &  I.  K..  R.,  east  of  Pine  street  and  south  of  Michigan  street.  The  im- 
mediate cause  for  gathering  water  here  is  in  the  deposits  of  manure  from  neigh- 
boring stables  at  the  head  and  mouth  of  the  tunnel,  running  underneath  Vermont 
street,  and  by  which  the  tunnel  is  choked  so  as  to  hinder  the  water  from  flowing 
off  and  thereby  becoming  stagnant.  This  stagnant  water,  together  with  the  warm 
weather,  soon  decompose  the  grass  and  weeds  of  the  grounds  covered  by  the  water, 
creating  a  most  unbearable  stench,  bringing  with  it  the  elements  of  malaria,  which 
every  one  will  admit  without  seeing  the  locality. 

In  order  to  facilitate  action  in  affairs  pertaining  to  the  city's  health,  we  would 
recommend  that  the  Board  of  Health  and  Street  Commissioner  be  given  reasonable 
authority,  and  be  instructed  to  act  promptly  and  without  having  to  wait  one  or  two 
weeks  in  order  to  have  your  honorable  body  to  grant  permission  to  fill  up  a  mud 
hole  or  grade  a  gutter  in  order  to  have  a  little  water  flow  off.  Such  little  matters 
if  done  in  time  would  cause  but  very  little  expense  to  the  city,  and  save  hundreds 
of  dollars  in  doctor  bills  to  our  people. 

We  further  suggest  that  it  be  made  a  duty  of  our  police  to  daily  inspect  all  tun- 
nels, culverts  and  foot-bridges  to  see  if  the  openings  are  liable  to  be  clogged  up, 
and  if  so,  to  procure  a  spade  or  hoe  and  remove  the  obstacles.  Trusting  that  our 
prayer  will  be  heeded  at  once,  we  remain  the  citizens  of  the  Eighth  Ward.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report : 

Indianapolis,  July  5,  1880. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — I  beg  leave  to  submit  a  report  upon  sundry  motions  referred  to  me, 
as  follows: 

First — Is  a  motion  directing  me  to  report  whether  the  city  at  this  time  holds 
any  interest  in  certain  real  estate  along  Fall  Creek,  donated  by  Mrs.  Fleming  and 
others  for  a  public  park.  Upon  examination  I  find  that  the  lands  donated  by  Mrs. 
Fleming  were  donated  upon  condition  that  the  city  should  improve  the  same,  and 
having  failed  to  do  so,  the  same  were  by  direction  of  the  Council  and  Board  of 
Aldermen  reconveyed  to  the  donor.  The  Council  and  Board  also  afterwards 
ordered  the  balance  of  the  lands,  donated  by  others,  to  be  reconveyed  to  the  parties 
making  the  donation.  I  am  not  informed  as  to  whether  all  of  said  conveyances 
have  been  made. 

Second — Is  motion  in  regard  to  the  proposed  improvement  of  north  West  street, 
from  First  street  to  where  the  same  crosses  the  central  canal,  which  was  referred 
to  me  with  directions  to  ascertain  what  rights  or  franchises  the  White  Biver  Gravel 
Road  Company  have  in  said  street,  and  also  what  steps  are  necessary  to  condemn 
the  rights  of  said  company. 

I  find  that  the  said  gravel  road  company  hold  and  own  a  right  of  way  between 
the  points  named,  and  as  such  claim  and  have  a  vested  interest,  which  the  city  can- 
not interfere  with  until  proper  steps  are  taken  to  condemn  the  same,  under  the 
right  of  eminent  domain.  The  city  has  the  power  under  her  charter,  in  my  judg- 
ment, to  condemn  so  much  of  the  highway  as  lies  within  the  corporate  limits. 

The  first  proceeding  necessary  would  be  an  ordinance  or  resolution  declaring  the 
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necessity  for  sueh  condemnation,  describing  the  parcel  of  the  road  proposed  to  be 
taken,  and  referring  the  matter  to  the  City  Commissioners  to  assess  damages  and 
benefits,  and  such  further  proceedings  as  notices,  etc.,  as  are  provided  for  in  ordi- 
nary street  openings. 

I  might  add  however  that  the  city  may,  if  she  sees  proper,  purchase  the  fran- 
chise of  said  company,  provided  a  price  can  be  agreed  on,  and  thereby  avoid  the 
necessity  of  condemnation  proceedings. 

Third — Is  a  resolution  directing  me  to  report  what  steps  are  necessary,  if  any 
csn  be  taken  by  the  city,  to  procure  a  dissolution  ot  the  injunction  of  the  United 
States  Court  against  the  opening  of  Dillon  street. 

On  the  application  of  the  receivers  of  the  C,  C.  &  I.  C.  R.  R.  Co.,  a  temporary 
restraining  order  was  issued  against  said  proposed  opening.  A  motion  was  after- 
wards made  on  behalf  of  the  city  to  dissolve  said  order,  which  motion  was  over- 
ruled. The  city  thereupon  made  application  to  said  court  for  leave  to  make  the 
said  receivers  parties  to  said  condemnation  proceedings,  which  application  was 
referred  to  W.  P.  Fishback,  Master,  to  take  evidence  as  to  the  necessity  for  the 
opening  of  said  street,  and  the  injunction  continued  in  force  pending  said  reference. 
The  opening  of  the  street  was  then  abandoned  for  the  time  being.  Proceedings 
for  the  opening  of  said  street  having  been  renewed,  the  receivers  of  the  railroad 
insist  upon  all  their  rights  given  them  by  said  injunction,  and  I  know  of  no  way 
of  procuring  a  dissolution  of  the  injunction  except  by  taking  evidence  before  the 
Master,  and  thereby  re-establishing  the  necessity  .for  the  opening  of  said  street, 
and  if  this  should  be  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court,  I  have  no  doubt  the 
injunction  would  be  dissolved  and  permission  given  to  make  the  receivers  parties 
to  the  proceedings. 

I  might  say  further  that  I  have  been  informed  by  Mr.  Fishback  that  there  is  a 
strong  probability  that  there  will  be  a  settlement  of  the  matters  involved  in  the 
receivership  in  a  short  time,  and  in  that  event  the  settlement  of  the  case  would  of 
itself  relieve  the  city  from  the  injunction.  In  view  of  the  probable  expense  that 
might  be  incurred  by  taking  evidence  before  the  Master,  together  with  the  fact 
that  we  may  be  able  to  reach  the  same  result  by  a  reasonable  delay,  I  would  recom- 
mend that  the  matter  be  postponed  for  the  present  at  least.

Gentlemen; — The  Superior  Court  in  general  term  has  affirmed  the  judgment  of 
court  at  special  term  in  the  case  of  Henry  Kollman  vs.  The  City,  wherein  the 
plaintiff  recovers  judgment  for  $500  on  account  of  loss  of  services  and  expenses 
incurred  for  medical  services  for  his  wife  by  reason  of  injuries  alleged  to  have 
been  caused  by  the  negligence  of  the  city. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  judgment  might  be  reversed  if  an  appeal  was  taken 
to  the  Supreme  Court,  but  in  view  of  the  amount  involved,  it  might  not  be  best  to 
incur  the  expense  of  an  appeal.

The  Committee  on  Public  Health,  through  Councilman  VanVorhis, 
submitted  the  following  report;   which  was  received: 

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Public  Health  have  at  almost  every  meeting 
during  the  past  year,  in  some  way,  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  very  large 
majority  of  the  citizens  obtain  their  supply  of  water  from  wells,  and  that  in  many  ( 
instances,  owing  to  the  proximity  of  privy  vaults  and  other  receptacles  of  filth,  ^ 
the  supply  thus  obtained  has  been  so  impure  as  to  be  unfit  for  use.  We  have  fur- 
ther frequently  expressed  the  opinion  that  unless  the  proper  steps  are  soon  taken 
to  prevent,  this  most  valuable  source  of  water  supply  will  be  lost  to  the  city.  We 
have  made  frequent  recommendations  in  regard  to  this  matter.  And,  in  our  opin- 
ions and  recommendations,  we  have  in  every  instance  had  the  approval  of,  and 
been  sustained  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

Mr.  J.  T.  Hurty,  a  competent  chemist  of  this  city,  has  examined,  at  the  instance 
of  private  parties,  more  than  one  hundred  samples  of  water  from  as  many  differ- 
ent wells  at  different  localities  throughout  the  city,  and  has  very  kindly  given  us 
the  advantage  ot  these  examinations.  Of  the  results  of  these  examinations  this 
body  has  been  repeatedly  informed.  It  is  sufficient  now  to  say  that  they  fully  sus- 
tain the  opinions  of  your  committee  and  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  fully  war- 
rant all  recommendations  that  have  been  made. 

Your  committee,  together  with  the  board  have  insisted,  and  still  insist,  that  or- 
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dinances  should  be  passed  to  prevent  the  soil,  and  bed  of  gravel  and  sand  under 
this  city,  irom  being  saturated  with  the  contents  of  privy  vaults  and  other  tilth. 

Some  months  ago,  upon  the  recommendation  of  your  committee  and  the  Board 
of  Health,  this  body  passed  an  ordinance  containing  provisions  looking  to  this  end. 
Since  our  last  meeting  the  Board  of  Aldermen  have  by  a  vote  of  6  to  3  refused  to 
pass  this  ordinance.  This  leaves  us  in  regard  to  this  question  just  where  we  were 
one  year  ago. 

Your  committee  desire  to  renew  their  recommendation  that  an  ordinance  be 
passed,  requiring  all  vaults  hereafter  constructed  to  be  cemented  and  made  water- 
tight, and  requiring  all  buildings  that  may  hereafter  be  erected  or  materially  re- 
paired, and  situated  along  the  line  of  any  sewer  (except  such  sewers  as  were  only 
intended  for  drainage,)  in  the  city  to  have  proper  sewer  connections.  "We  there- 
fore submit  the  accompanying  ordinance  and  recommend  its  passage. 

This  ordinance  does  not  contain  all  that  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee 
should  be  done,  but  in  the  light  of  past  experience  it  contains  all  we  are  encour- 
aged to  expect  will  pass  this  body  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  It  will  howevpr 
do  much,  if  enforced,  to  prevent  the  loss  of  that  which. is  of  immense  value  to  This 
city.  It  is  a  matter  of  common  information  that  there  is  under  this  city  an  abund- 
ant, supply  of  pure  water  that  is  easily  obtained.  If  it  does  not  remain  pure  it 
will  be  our  own  fault 

Your  committee  believe  that  at  present  the  question  for  this  body  and  the  Board 
of  Aldermen,  and  the  public  also  to  consider,  is  not  from  what  source  a  supply  of 
pure  water  can  be  obtained,  but  rather  a  question  of  how  to  protect  the  supply  we 
have.  Nothing  can  be  done  for  the  citizens  of  this  city  that  will  be  of  more  pe- 
cuniary advantage  to  them  than  to  protect,  by  proper  legislation,  that  which  comes 
to  them  free.  That  as  a  sanitary  measure  such  protection  is  necessary,  there  can  be 
no  doubt  in  the  mind  of  any  one  who  has  given  the  subject  any  attention. 

'Certainly  to  the  citizens  of  this  city,  of  all  classes,  and  more  particularly  to 
those  who  are  not  property  holders,  this  source  of  water  supply  is  of  very  great 
importance,  and  for  us  to  allow  it  to  be  destroyed  is  little  less  than  criminal  neg- 
ligence. For  us  to  go  on  pouring  into  the  soil  of  the  city  filth  of  the  most  dele- 
terious character,  at  the  rate  of  ten  thousand  tons  per  annum,  expecting  that  it  can 
be  continued  without  calamity  overtaking  the  city,  both  in  loss  of  life  and  money, 
is  to  set  at  naught  all  human  experience  and  defy  the  best  known  natural  laws. 

'  Your  committee  further  desire  to  call  'attention  to  the  fact  that  the  existing  or- 
dinance regulating  the  cleaning  of  vaults,  and  making  it  unlawful  for  any  one  to 
engage  in  the  business  of  emptying  vaults  without  license  is  not  being  enforced, 
and  that  to-day  there  is  not  a  licensed  vault  cleaner  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis. 
Since  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  only  two  parties  have  been  licensed,  and  these 
allowed  their  license  to  expire  June  30,  1879,  and  have  not  since  renewed  them; 
nor  are  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  in  regard  to  the  character  of  the  apparatus 
to  be  used  in  emptying  vaults  being  enforced.  While  it  is  true  that  all  ordinances 
should  be  enforced  while  they  remain  in  effect,  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  enforcement  of  the"  present  ordinance  will  result  in  placing  the  entire 
business  of  cleaning  vaults  in  the  hands  of  a  few  parties.  This,  in  our  judgment, 
would  be  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  citizens  of  the  city. 

To  us  therefore,  there  appears  to  be  an  urgent  necessity  for  proper  legislation  in 
regard  to  this  matter,  that  the  cleaning  of  vaults,  cess-pools,  etc.,  may  be  thrown 
open  to  the  widest  possible  competition  consistent  with  public  health,  comfort  and 
convenience. 

In  our  opinion  any  ordinance  upon  this  subject  should  contain  a  provision,  mak- 
ing it  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  enforce  it,  and  giving  the  board  sufficient 
power  and  assistance  to  enable  them  to  perform  that  duty.  We  therefore  submit 
the  accompanying  ordinance  and  recommend  its  passage.

Committee  on  Public  Health. 
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Councilman  VanVorhis,  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Health,  submitted 
the  following  report;  which  was  received  : 

To  the  Committee  on  Public  Health- of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Health  for  your  city  deem  it  their  duty  to  call  your 
attention  to  exceedingly  heavy  mortality  of  our  city,  as  presented  by  the  reports 
from  this  office. 

For  the  last  six  months  the  average  mortality  per  month  has  been  152J,  while 
for  the  same  corresponding  period  last  year  it  was  106f — showing  an  increase  of 
over  43  per  cent,  over  last  year's  report  for  the  same  months.  For  the  last  seven 
years  the  first  six  months'  death  rate  was  on  an  average  1 1 4  per  month.  For  this 
year  152J  per  month  for  same  time,  showing  an  increase  of  more  than  33  per  cent, 
on  the  average  semi-annual  mortality  for  the  last  seven  years.  At  the  rate  of 
mortality  for  the  past  six  months,  Indianapolis  will  exhibit  at  the  close  of  the  next 
six  months  a  yearly  death  rate  of  27.6  per  thousand  of  her  inhabitants,  a  death 
rate  heavier  than  that  of  any  other  city  on  the  American  continent,  excepting  New 
Orleans,  Louisiana;  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  and  Augusta,  Georgia.  Take  the 
month  of  June  just  closed.  The  average  mortality  for  June  for  the  last  seven 
years  has  been  109,  but  for  the  last  month  it  reached  the  alarming  figure  of  one 
hundred  and  sixty-six  (166),  an  increase  of  51  per  cent,  over  the  average  for  the 
last  seven  years,  and  this  semi-yearly  and  monthly  increase  has  occurred  in  the 
absence  of  any  epidemic  or  of  a  great  amount  of  sickness. 

This  rapid  increase  in  the  death  rate  of  our  city  should  cause  the  most  serious 
apprehension  and  a  careful  investigation  as  to  its  cause,  and  if  any  remedy  to 
arrest  this  unfavorable  progress  can  be  found,  it  should  at  once  be  suggested  and 
adopted.  While  the  weather  for  the  last  month  has  not  been  the  most  desirable, 
it  has  been  about  as  healthy  as  we  usually  have  during  this  season  of  the  year. 
The  same  is  true  of  the  last  six  months  also.  Hence  we  are  compelled  to  exclude 
epidemic  and  telluric  causes,  and  to  attribute  this  excessive  mortality  to  other 
sources.  Our  population  are  comparatively  well  fed  and  clothed,  our  dwelling 
houses  comfortably  constructed.  There  has  been  no  disturbances  of  social  or 
political  conditions,  nor  any  other  depressing  influence.  Therefore  we  are  unable 
to  avoid  the  conclusion  that  the  real  cause  is  the  bad  sanitary  condition  of  our  citv. 
This  is  especially  demonstrated  when  we  examine  the  class  of  diseases  that  are  set 
down  as  the  causes  of  death.  For  instance,  the  June  mortality  for  intestinal 
diseases  for  the  last  seven  years  has  been  14^,  while  for  last  month  these  diseases  were 
given  as  the  cause  of  death  in  no  less  than  30  cases,  ani  ncrease  of  more  than  one 
hundred  per  cent.  The  presence  of  so  large  an  amount  of  these  diseases,  depend- 
ing as  they  do  so  largely  upon  miasmatic  influence,  is  at  once  conclusive  evidence 
that  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  is  not  as  good  as  it  ought  to  be.  Let  us 
look  at  the  facts  as  they  exist,  and  try  and  find  some  solution  to  the  problem. 

You  remember  that  during  June  we  had  an  unusual  number  of  sudden  and 
copious  rainfalls,  and  that  the  surface  of  all  the  low  ground  was  covered  with 
water,  overflowing  the  various  pools,  gutters,  sinks,  reservoirs,  and  many  privy 
vaults,  and  the  contents  of  these  receptacles  were  washed  in  all  directions,  finding 
their  way  into  cellars,  cisterns,  yards  and  wells  throughout  the  city,  contaminating 
the  drinking  water  in  one  case,  or  left  scattered  over  the  surface  of  the  grounds  of 
the  streets,  yards  and  gardens,  there  to  lie  exposed  to  the  rays  of  the  hot  sun,  and 
decomposing,  generate  and  throw  off  poisonous  gases  to  be  breathed  into  the  lungs 
and  lighting  up  irritations  of  the  lungs  or  bowels,  speedily  followed  by  inflamma- 
tion and  death.  When  we  reflect  that  this  is  a  very  mild  presentation  of  the 
actual  state  of  affairs,  need  we  longer  wonder  at  our  high  death  rate  and  the  rap- 
idly increasing  depletion  of  our  city's  population  ? 

Under  the  present  condition  of  affairs,  your  Board  of  Health  are  powerless  to 
adopt  any  measures  that  will  arrest  this  great  evil.  We  may  discover  and  desig- 
nate any  number  of  diseases,  breeding  pools  of  stagnant  water,  and  yet  v/e  have 
no  way  of  abating  the  nuisance. 

The  overflowing  of  privies  and  the  scattering  of  their  poisonous  contents,  is 
going  on  all  around  us,  and  we  have  no  means  of  arresting  it. 
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Wagons  and  machines  for  the  cleaning  of  privies  and  sinks  are  unlicensed,  un- 
numbered and  unknown,  and  we  have  no  authority  to  license,  number  or  hunt 
them  up. 

Garbage  and  slops  accummulate  in  the  gutters  and  back  yards,  and  we  cannot 
order  their  removal. 

Privy  vaults  overflow  and  become  filled  to  the  top.  We  order  them  cleansed, 
and  we  have  no  means  of  knowing  whether  our  orders  are  obeyed  in  all  or  any 
part.  We  have  ascertained  that  in  numerous  instances  a  partial  compliance  with 
them  is  all  that  has  been  done,  one  load  of  excrement  being  removed,  leaving  the 
principal  mass  of  the  contents  in  a  worse  condition  than  before  being  touched. 

Privy  vaults  are  being  daily  sunk  into  the  loose  sand  and  gravel  with  which  our 
city  is  underlaid,  and  without  any  attempt  to  render  them  impervious  to  water 
from  without,  or  their  contents  from  within.  They  are  only  so  many  additional 
centers  of  poisoning  our  chief  supply  of  drinking  water,  and  only  a  very  short 
time  will  elapse  before  the  entire  bed  of  gravel  and  sand  underneath  our  city  will 
become  so  thoroughly  impregnated  with  the  poisonous  contents  of  privy  vaults, 
that  to  drink  the  water  of  our  wells  will  be  to  invite  speedy  sickness  and  probable 
death. 

Scores  of  wells  are  now  known  to  us,  where  many  cases  of  sickness  and  death 
have  been  traced  directly  to  the  use  of  their  poisoned  waters;  yet  we  have  no 
power  to  close  up  the  wells,  or  to  compel  the  abandonment  of  the  use  of  their 
contents.  » 

We  are  satisfied  that  if  an  epidemic  of  yellow  fever,  cholera,  or  small-pox,  was 
to  occur  in  our  city,  and  cause  the  death  of  50  per  cent,  more  than  the  ordinary 
number  annually  dying,  public  opinion  would  justify  and  compel  the  most  radical 
measures  to  intercept  the  progress  of  the  malady.  Yet  we  see  daily  dying  all 
around  us  from  diseases  as  easily  controllable  as  the  ones  alluded  to  above,  scores 
of  our  citizens,  and  we  are  looking  on  and  permitting  this  literal  poisoning  of  our 
wells  and  water  supply.  The  ultimate  effects  will  be  a  fearful  harvest  of  disease 
and  death.  The  laws  of  health  and  hygiene  cannot  be  violated  with  impunity  and 
no  bad  results  follow. 

Excuse  us  for  our  earnestness.  We  feel  that  if  you  looked  at  this  matter  from 
the  favorable  position  that  our  association  with  disease  and  death  gives  us,  that 
you  would  be  impressed  with  more  than  our  earnestness.  These  are  no  gloomy 
forebodings,  but  are  naked  truth  and  actual  facts  and  figures,  and  instead  of  making 
them  public,  we  have  thus  privately  given  them  to  you. 

In  conclusion  we  would  respectfully  represent  to  you  that  there  exists  an  imme- 
diate necessity  to  confer  on  the  Board  of  Health  the  following  powers: 

1st.  To  condemn  and  order  drained  and  cleaned  any  cess-pool  or  other  body  of 
stagnant  water  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  is  deleterious  to  the  public 
health. 

2d.  Giving  the  Board  of  Health  power  to  perfect  a  system  of  removing  garbage 
and  slops  from  the  yards  and  residences  of  our  citizens. 

3d.  Referring  the  manner  of  constructing  privy  vaults  to  the  Board  of  Health, 
and  at  once  arrest  the  further  building  of  vaults  that  will  continue  to  poison  the 
wells  of  the  city. 

4th.  Give  the  Board  of  Health  authority  to  inspeet  and  compel  the  licensing 
and  registering  of  all  vault  cleaning  apparatus,  and  compel  vault  cleaners  to  report 
promptly  the  cleaning  of  all  vaults  and  the  amount  of  work  done. 

With  the  powers  as  indicated  above  given  us,  with  the  hearty  co-operation  that 
has  been  extended  to  us  heretofore,  we  can  safely  promise  you  that  a  further 
increase  in  our  mortality  report  will  be  prevented,  and  the  health  and  lives  of  the 
inhabitants  of  our  citv  better  preserved  than  at  present.

G.  O.  29,  1880 — An  Ordinance  regulating  the  Emptying  and  Cleaning  of  Privy- 
Vaults,  Cess-pools,  and  other  Receptacles  of  Human  Excrement,  and  other 
forms  of  Fluid  and  Semi-fluid  Filth;  and  requiring  persons  who  may  engage  in 
such  business  to  be  duly  licensed  before  undertaking  such  work. 

Councilman  Prier  was  excused  for  the  remainder  of  this  session. 

Councilman  Van  Vorhis  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  for  the  purpose  of 
placing  G.  O.  28  and  29  on  the  their  passage.  Which  motion  failed  of 
adoption  by  the  following  vote :

Councilmen  Bedford,  Caylor,  Dean,  Dowling,  Downey,  Fultz, 
Harrold,  Kahn,  Koller,  Lamb,  Lang,  Mauer,  Morrison,  McKay,  0' Conner, 
Pearson,  Shilling,  Thalman,  White,  and  Yoke. 

Councilman  McKay  moved  that  when  this  Council  adjourns,  it  adjourn 
to  meet  on  next  Monday  night,  and  that  General  Ordinances  Nos.  28, 
and  29,  1880,  and  all  special  ordinances,  be  made  the  special  order. 
Which  motion  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  G-  O.  28  and  29,  1880,  were  ordered  printed  in  pamphlet 
form. 

The  Joint  Committees  on  Public  Property,  through  Councilman  Pear- 
son, submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  concurred  in: 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Joint  Committees  on  Public  Property,  together  with  the  City 
Attorney,  to  whom  was  referred  a  motion  instructing  us  to  examine  into  the  feasi- 
bility of  an  immediate  conversion  of  all  or  a  portion  of  the  Tomlinson  Estate 
property  into  cash,  would  report  that  we_have  secured  the  services  of  Messrs. 
Robert  C.  Dain,  Wm.  Hadley  and  Dr.  Bence,  to  make  an  appraisement  of  said 
property,  such  appraisement  to  be  sealed  up  and  filed  with  the  City  Clerk. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  City  Clerk  be  and  is  hereby  directed  to  adver- 
tise in  the  Indianapolis  Journal,  Sentinel,  and  News  three  times  each  week,  and  the 
Indianapolis  Republican,  for  three  consecutive  weeks,  for  bids  for  the  purchase  of 
said  property,  bidders  to  submit  proposals  on  each  piece  of  property,  and  on  the 
following  terms :  One-third  cash,  balancei  n  one  and  two  years,  with  six  per  cent, 
interest,  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  reserving  the  right  to  re- 
ject any  and  all  bids.  Bids  to  be  deposited  with  City  Clerk  on  or  before  4  o'clock 
P.  M.,  July  28th,  1880. 

Tour  committee  would  further  recommend  that  the  pay  of  the  Park  Policemen, 
be  made  $1.75  per  day  instead  of  $1.50,  as  now.

And 
also  look  after  and  prevent,  if  possible,  in  some  manner  the  escape  of  gas  from  the 
Gas  Company's  pipes;  request  the  Street  Railway  Company  to  raise  and  improve 
their  track  through  the  tunnel,  and  take  such  steps  as  will  abate  the  intolerable 
nuisance  and  unbearable  odors  now  so  prevalent  from  this  tunnel.  Also,  that  the 
above  committees  be  directed  to  pay  immediate  attention  to  this  matter;  and  that 
in  the  matter  of  improving  the  tunnel,  the  aforesaid  committees  have  full  power  to 
act.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen:—  But  for  the  cruel  and  unjust  assault  made  upon  me  in  a  communi- 
cation presented  to  the  Council  June  21st,  I  would  not  trouble  you  with  another 
word.  Whether  I  am  the  hard-hearted,  selfish,  cruel  monster  described-  -in  said 
communication,  I  submit  to  those  who  know  me;  and  before  the  jury  of  those  who 
do  not  know  me,  I  plead  \'not  guilty."  If  I  was  the  owner  of  low  ground  upon 
Market  street,  through  which  a  natural  drain  ran;  and  should  I,  for  the  purpose 
of  preventing  the  natural  flow  of  water  through  my  grounds,  seek  to  have  the 
property  of  my  neighbor  destroyed,  then  I  would  plead  guilty  to  every  charge 
made  in  said  communication  against  me. 

I  knew  nothing  of  the  location  of  that  "sacred  cistern"  upon  the  topmost  peak  of 
that  seven  foot  "mountain  ("hill")  at  the  intersection  of  Market  and  Highland 
streets,  until  after  it  was  located.  The  fire  engine  that  was  repr«sented  as  being 
almost  lost  in  the  mud  of  Market  street,  while  going  to  the  Sam  Vance  fire,  mired 
■down — not  upon  market  street — but  between  Washington  and  Market,  upon  High- 
land street;  the  improvement  of  which,  more  than  a  year  ago,  my  accuser  said  to 
your  honorable  body,  was  a  "public  necessity;  "  and  then  within  a  year,  when  the 
improvement  was  ordered  by  your  honorable  body,  protested  against  it,  and  threat- 
ened you  with  "the  law,"  if  you  didn't  desist,  as  he  now  threatens  you  with  the 
"courts  for  redress,"  if  you  don't  do  just  what  he  wants.     "  Public  spirit! !  " 

That  I  was  the  "accidental  Mayor"  of  this  city,  I  can't  help.  The  people  elected 
me,  and  I  performed  the  duties  of  the  office  to  the  best  of  my  abilities.  Why,  in 
said  communication,  I  should  be  designated  as  "accidental  Mayor,"  except  for  the 
purpose  of  trying  to  excite  a  partizan  feeling  against  me,  I  don't  know.  My  ab- 
sence from  my  home,  is  a  forced  one,  on  account  of  sickness  in  my  family,  as  all  my 
neighbors  know,  and  not  because  I  wouldn't  rather  live  there  than  any  other  place 
in  the  world.  The  first  foot  of  ground  I  ever  owned,  was  on  the  "northeast  corner 
of  Market  and  Highland  streets."  I  bought  a  lot  there  and  paid  for  it,  as  I  paid 
for  the  street  improvements  in  its  front;  and  the  only  reason  I  didn't  pay  "$450" 
for  the  street  improvement  was,  because  my  possessions  were  not  so  extensive  as  to 
require  that  expenditure.  And  while  my  home  there  is  humble,  it  is  as  dear  to  me 
as  the  more  elegant  home  of  my  neighbor  is  to  him  though  beautified  with  flower 
gardens  and  a  classic  fish-pond. 

That  "hill"  at  the  intersection  of  Market  and  Highland  streets,  described  in  said 
communication  as  being  "at  least  seven  feet  higher  than  Market  street  in  its  cen- 
ter," is  Market  street  itself;  the  grade  of  which  was  established  as  it  now  stands,  by 
the  proper  city  authorities;  and  under  section  27  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature  ap- 
proved March  14th,  1867,  that  grade  cannot  be  changed,  until  the  damages  occa- 
sioned thereby  are  assessed  and  tendered,  &c.  As  the  change  asked  by  Gen.  Knefler 
would  damage  my  property  the  full  value  of  the  house — which  would  then  be 
perched  upon  an  elevation  10  or  12  feet  above  the  streets,  and  on  Highland  street 
within  10  or  12  feet  of  the  same—  I  most  respectfully  remonstrate  against  a  change 
in  the  grade.  I  don't  believe  six  families  along  the  whole  line  of  Marfcet  street, 
from  Arsenal  avenue  to  Pogue's  Run,  want,  or  would  consent  to  a  change  of  grade 
of  said  street  in  front  of  their  property;  and  I  therefore  hope  that  your  honorable 
bodies  will  not  force  a  change  not  needed,  and  one  that  would  be  against  the  inter- 
ests and  wishes  of  a  large  majority  of  the  property  holders  on  said  street.

There  is  a  good  sidewalk  on  the  south  side  of  Ohio  street  leading  to  the  school 
house  from  the  streets  nearest  the  school  house,  east  and  west.  The  land  is  an  open 
common  on  the  north  side  of  this  street,  and  covered  with  forest  trees  When  the 
time  comes  that  this  vacant  ground  is  wanted  for  building  purposes,  the  above  re- 
monstrants will  be  the  first  to  ask  for  the  improvement  of  this  street  in  a  substan- 
tial and  attractive  manner;  but  at  present  there  is  no  need  of  the  improvement, 
and  "the  times"  do  not  justify  unnecessary  taxation  of  unproductive  property.

The  Board  of  Health  submitted  the  following  report : 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  July  19th,  1880. 
To  the  Honorable  Membeis  of  the  City  Council : 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  what  we  considered  our  official  duty  as  the 
Board  of  Health  for  this  city,  we  presented  to  your  honorable  body  on  the  5th  of 
this  month,  a  report  of  the  Hygenic  and  Sanitary  condition  of  the  city  at  that  time ; 
^nd  recognizing  the  heavy  mortality  that  has  occurred  during  the  preceding  six 
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months,  and  which  was  still  prevailing,  and  apprehending  its  probable  continuance 
during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  unless  measures  were  resorted  to  that  would  ar- 
rest the  development  of  those  causes  that  were  producing  disease  and  death,  we 
suggested  the  enactment  of  such  measures  as,  in  our  judgment,  were  necessary  to 
afford  the  desired  relief.  In  order  to  more  fully  impress  your  honorable  body 
with  the  necessity  for  immediate  action,  we  presented  you  with  figures,  exhibiting 
the  total  monthly  and  semi-yearly  mortality  of  the  city  during  the  first  half  of" 
every  year  that  any  mortality  record  of  the  city  had  been  kept,  viz :  the  last  seven 
years.  All  of  our  facts  and  figures  being  taken  from  official  reports  from  the  Board 
of  Health  to  the  City  Council,  which  reports  had  all  been  accepted,  and  passed  into 
the  undisputed  official  records  of  the  city.  Upon  the  official  census  of  the  population 
of  the  city,  we  based  the  total  annual  death  rate,  monthly  and  semi-monthly,  for  the 
first  six  months  of  the  past  seven  years,  and  prospectively  for  the  present  year,  at. 
the  present  rate  of  mortality. 

We  have  learned  that  at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  your  honorableJ)ody,  very  se- 
rious objections  were  made  to  our  report,  and  its  accuracy  and  motives  questioned 
by  members  of  your  body,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  reflect  on  the  veracity  and  integ- 
rity of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health.  This  is  to  us  a  very  grave  matter,  and 
we  are  unwilling  to  allow  it  to  remain  unsettled.  Those  charges  which  have  been 
published  and  circulated  by  the  papers,  if  true,  demonstrate  either  our  incapacity 
to  properly  discharge  our  duties,  or  our  unworthiness  to  occupy  official  positions. 

The  figures,  as  before  stated,  were  carefully  compiled  from  the  official  records. 
"We  then  considered  them  correct.  Subsequent  investigations  have  fully  confirmed 
our  opinions,  as  you  will  see  by  the  semi-monthly  death  report  our  predictions  are 
more  than  verified  ;  so  that  we  yet  insist  that  we  were  right,  and  fully  justifiable  in 
all  of  our  statements  and  deductions. 

It  h^sbeen  charged  that  we  included  in  the  mortality  reports  the  deaths  of  per- 
sons residing  outside  the  corporate  limits  of  this  city,  viz:  "  Brightwood,  Haughs- 
ville,  North  Indianapolis,  the  Insane  Asylum,  and  various  other  points."  We 
firmly  and  respectfully  insist  that  such  charges  are  manifestly  without  any  founda- 
tion of  truth,  as  can  readily  be  demonstrated  by  easily  obtained  evidence,  viz:  the 
official  records  of  the  Health  office.  Why  such  charges  should  have  been  thus  un- 
reservedly made,  we  are  at  a  loss  to  conceive,  unless  based  upon  an  ignorance  of  the 
facts,  or  a  disposition  to  ignore  truth. 

With  an  earnest  desire  to  faithfully  discharge  our  duties  as  health  officials,  and 
as  citizens  and  tax  payers,  interested  in  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  city,  as 
well  as  members  of  the  medical  profession,  educated  and  devoted  to  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  public  health  and  human  life,  we  made  such  a  report  as  we  deemed  right 
and  proper ;  and  if  it  was  anything  else,  we  fail  to  recognize  in  what  particular, 
and  we  respectfully  ask  that  you  do  us  the  justice  to  consider  the  same,  and  in  some 
manner  relieve  us  from  the  odium  of  resting  under  charges  which  are  unworthy  of 
either  being  made  or  borne  by  a  municipal  officer,  unless  they  are  founded  on  facts.

City  Hall  of  Indianapolis,  hid.,  July  19,  1880. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Messrs: — Your  Committee  on  Public  Health,  impressed  by"  the  great  importance 
of  the  subject,  and  impelled  by  a  sense  of  duty,  desire  again  to  most  earnest^  urge 
upon  the  Council  the  necessity  for  proper  legislation  to  secure  to  our  citizens  pure 
water  and  pure  air,  by  preventing  the  accumulation  of  excrementitious  and  other 
deleterious  substances  in  the  earth  under  the  city,  and  upon  the  surface  of  the 
ground  in  and  around  it. 

There  is  no  disguising  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a  great  increase  in  our  death 
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rate  during  the  last  six  months.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  first 
one-half  of  July,  shows  a  mortality  rate  of  35.5  per  1,000.  JN  o  argument  is  required 
^o  show  that  in  a  city  possessing  the  natural  advantages  possessed  by  the  city  of  In- 
dianapolis, such  a  rate  of  mortality  is  too  large.  "When  it  is  remembered  that  few 
cities  are  so  favorably  located  as  this — that  our  population  is  not  crowded,  like  the 
population  of  almost  all  the  older  and  larger  cities,  and  that  no  epidemic  exists  by 
which  this  high  rate  of  mortality  can  be  explained,  it  seems  impossible  to  avoid  the 
conclusion  that  it  depends  upon  a  contamination  of  the  air  and  water — the  water 
contamination,  in  all  probability,  being  the  largest  factor. 

Your  committee  have  no  desire  to  cause  needless  alarm;  but  surely  the  loss  of 
life  at  the  rate  of  200  per  month  in  a  city  like  this,  is  quite  sufficient  to  set  men  and 
women  of  public  spirit  to  thinking,  and  this  Council  to  acting. 

A  large  per  cent  of  the  mortality  occurs  among  a  class  of  people  so  situated  in  life 
as  to  be  unable  to  protect  themselves  against  the  contaminations  to  which  we  refer; 
and  if  the  city  of  Indianapolis  does  not  protect  them,  to  whom  can  they  look  for 
protection  ? 

"We  have  presented  several  ordinances  to  this  body,  none  of  which  has  so  far  met 
with  your  approval.  For  none  of  the  measures  proposed  have  we  claimed  anything 
more  than  that  they  were  steps  in  the  right  direction. 

Judging  from  the  action  upon  these  ordinances,  and  the  expression  of  views  of  in- 
dividual members  during  their  pendency,  we  are  at  a  loss  to  know  what  legislation, 
that  will  be  of  any  value  whatever,  will  meet  with  the  approval  of  this  body. 

We  therefore  have,  at  this  time,  no  legislation  to  propose,  but  are  ready  to  vote 
for  any  measure  that,  upon  investigation,  promises  any  improvement,  however 
small,  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  our  city ;  and  would  suggest  that  members  of 
this  body,  who  have  not  approved  the  measures  proposed  by  the  Committee  on 
Public  Health,  if,  in  their  judgment  anything  at  all  should  be  done,  embody  their 
views  jn  ordinances,  and  introduce  them,  so  that  their  ideas  may  be  considered.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen : — In  obedience  to  your  instruction,  I  herewith  submit  an  opinion  as  to 
whether  it  is  the  duty  of  the  city  or  of  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  to 
keep  the  Illinois  street  tunnel  in  good  sanitary  condition  and  repair. 

The  ordinance  of  April  2,  1878,  authorizing  the  construction  of  the  tracks  of 
said  company  through  said  tunnel  provides  that  said  company  shall  keep  the  road- 
way in  said  tunnel  and  its  approaches  in  good  repair  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  failing  to  do  so,  after  notice,  the 
city  has  the  power  to  order  said  tracks  to  be  removed.  And  if  the  present  un- 
sanitary condition  is  caused  by  defects  in  the  roadway  or  approaches,  then  it  would 
be  the  duty  of  said  company  to  repair  the  same.  If,  however,  the  evils  complained 
of  are  caused  by  defective  drainage,  then  it  would  be  the  duty  of  the  city  to  pro- 
vide the  remedy. 

So  far  as  the  railing  around  the  tunnel  is  concerned,  the  ordinance  referred  to 
does  not  seem  to  require  the  street  railway  company  to  keep  said  railing  in  repair. 

I  might  add  that  the  city  reserves  the  right  under  the  ordinance  to  discontinue 
the  use  of  the  tunnel  if  it  should  be  deemed  advisable. 

Second,  I  would  report  that  the  proceedings  in  the  Federal  court  relating  to  the 
Dillon  street  opening  have  made  but  little,  if  any,  progress  towards  final  adjust- 
ment, and  as  at  present  advised,  if  the  city  wishes  to  proceed  with  opening  of  said 
street  during  the  present  year,  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  evidence  and  establish 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  that  the  opening  of  the  street  over  the  route  pro- 
posed is  a  public  necessity.

that  the  Water  Works  company  remove  two  (2)  of  the  useless  hydrants  that  they 
are  not  now  receiving  pay  for,  and  re-locate  them  on  this  new  line.  In  considera- 
tion of  and  when  completed  the  city  will  accept  and  pay  the  regular  annual  rent 
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for  both  hydrants.     The  removal  and  re-location  of  these  hydrants  to  be  designated 

by  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer.

By  consent,  Councilman  Lamb,  from   the   Committee   on  Judiciary, 
submitted  the  following  report ;  which  was  concurred  in : 
sig.  103. 
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To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  together  with  the  City  Attorney,  to 
whom  was  referred  certain  papers,  report  thereon : 

First  is  the  petition  of  Helen  M.  Kockwood  and  others,  asking  the  Council  to 
return  certain  money  on  account  of  taxes,  alleged  to  have  been  erroneously  paid, 
and  reported  adversely  by  this  committee  on  the  21st  day  of  last  June.  The  mat- 
ter having  been  adjusted  between  the  parties  interested,  we  recommend  that  no 
action  be  taken  on  the   petition. 

Second  is  a  petition  by  B.  F.  Tuttle  and  George  W.  Sloan,  vestrymen  of  Christ 
church,  asking  the  return  of  forty-six  dollars  and  eight  cents  ($16  08),  and  interest 
thereon,  on  account  of  such  money  being  collected  from  the  property  known  as 
"St.  George's  Mission  Chapel." 

This  property  was  sold  to  Nicholas  McCarty  at  tax  sale.  The  petitioners  claim 
that  at  the  time  of  the  sale,  and  previous  to  that  time,  the  property  was  used  for 
church  purposes.  The  petition  shows  that  Mr.  McCarty  offers  to  receive  the  prin- 
cipal and  interest  and  cancel  his  certificate  of  purchase. 

We  recommend,  upon  the  return  of  the  certificate  of  purchase,  the  payment  of 
forty-six  dollars  and  eight  cents,  only.      We  can  not  allow  interest. 

Third  is  a  communication  from  A.  C.  Harris,  attorney  for  certain  property  hold- 
ers on  South  Illinois  street,  addressed  to  the  City  Attorney,  asking  that  certain 
liens  be  removed  from  their  property.  On  the  18th  day  of  February,  1870,  an 
ordinance  was  passed  for  putting  a  cement  pipe  sewer  in  Illinois  street,  between 
Washington  and  South  streets.  The  sewer  was  constructed,  and  the  costs  thereof 
paid  out  of  the  general  sewerage  fund.  After  the  sewer  was  thus  put  in  and  paid 
for,  by  ordinance  one-half  of  the  costs  thereof  was  put  upon  the  property  between 
South  and  Washington  streets,  apportioned  at  so  much  per  front  foot,  irrespective 
of  benefits.     This  cloud  upon  the  titles  is  now  sought  to  be  removed. 

It  is  urged  that  this  sewer  was  too  small,  and  of  no  practical  use.  Suit  was 
brought  in  1873  by  certain  of  the  property  holders  along  the  line  to  enjoin  the 
city  from  collecting  its  assessments.  This  suit  is  still  pending.  In  1874  and  1875 
the  city  removed  the  cement  pipe  sewer,  and  constructed  a  good  and  sufficient  one 
instead  thereof. 

We  think,  owing  to  the  worthless  character  of  the  first  sewer,  the  long  time 
which  has  elapsed  since  its  construction,  and  considering  the  many  intricate  legal 
questions  involved,  and  the  justness  in  the  premises,  that  the  city  ought  not  now 
to  further  seek  the  collection  of  the  assessments  thus  made,  and  we  therefore 
recommend  that  the  City  Attorney  be  instructed  to  make  such  a  record  in  the 
cause  now  pending  as  will  remove  the  cloud  upon  the  titles  along  this  line. 

If  our  recommendation  be  accepted  by  the  property  holders,  they  shall  pay  all 
the  costs  made  in  the  suit  now  pending. 

Fourth  is  a  petition  from  John  Young,  asking  the  Council  to  refund  to  him  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars  and  eighty-seven  cents  ($128.87),  on 
account  of  money  erroneously  paid  for  taxes. 

We  find  that  he  has  made  a  mistake  in  his  tax  return,  and  that  the  amount 
claimed  was  collected  by  reason  of  such  mistake.  Wo  further  find  that  the  Butler 
University  held  a  mortgage  on  Mr.  Young's  property,  and  they  paid  said  sum 
under  protest,  to  keep  the  property  from  being  sold.  The  university  now  comes 
and  asks  by  petition  the  correction  of  the  mistake,  and  that  the  money  be  refunded. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars  and 
eighty-seven  cents  be  paid  to  the  said  Butler  University. 

Fifth  is  a  petition  from  William  Giezendanner,  asking  the  Council  to  allow  him 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  on  account  of  damages  alleged  to  have  been  sus- 
tained by  him  by  reason  of  a  recent  flooding  of  his  cellar.  His  premises  are  loca- 
ted on  the  northeast  corner  of  Vermont  and  Mississippi  streets. 

On  investigation  we  find  that  the  water  from  six  gutters  run  to  this  point.  We 
further  find  that  the  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company  has  constructed  a  bridge 
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on  the  west  side  of  Mississippi  street,  across  Indiana  avenue,  of  insufficient  capac- 
ity ;  that  before  the  construction  of  the  bridge  no  trouble  was  had  with  water  at 
this  point,  the  open  gutter  being  amply  sufficient  at  all  times  to  carry  away  the 
water. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Citizens'  Street  Eailroad  Company  is  primarily 
liable,  and  that  the  remedy  ought  to  be  sought  against  said  company  first.  Prayer 
of  petition  not  granted.  We  recommend  that  the  City  Civil  Engineer  go  upon 
the  ground  and  make  survey,  and  report  his  opinion  of  the  present  bridge  built  by 
the  street  car  company,  and  what  should  be  done  in  order  to  carry  off  the  water 
that  runs  to  this  point.

Gentlemen : — Your  Joint  Committees  on  Public  Light  have  had  under  considera- 
tion the  question  of  making  a  new' contract  with  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and 
Coke  Company  to  furnish  light  for  the  year,  beginning  August  1st,  1880,  and  ter- 
minating July  31st,  1881.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  present- contract  with  the 
Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  has,  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  as- 
certain, been  favorable  and  satisfactory  to  the  citizens  generally,  your  committee 
recommend  the  continuance  of  the  same  contract  for  the  year  ending  31st,  1881, 
with  some  additional  clauses  embodied  therein  ;  and  we  herewith  transmit  the 
contract  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  for  your  consideration t 
and  which  we  recommend  be  accepted  and  the  Mayor  be  authorized  to  execute  the 
same.

This  Agreement,  Made  this  second  day  of  August,  1880,  by  and  between  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and 
Coke  Company,  party  of  the  second  part, 

Witnesseth,  That,  whereas,  on  the  22d  day  of  July,  1876,  said  parties  entered  into 
a  contract,  in  writing,  whereby  the  party  of  the  second  part  undertook  and  agreed, 
for  a  period  of  five  years  from  August  1st,  1876,  to  furnish  gas  to  light  the  public 
lamps  of  said  city,  upon  terms  therein  stated; 

And  whereas,  on  the  2d  day  of  August,  1878,  the  same  parties  made  a  provision- 
al agreement  for  the  furnishing  of  gas  by  the  party  of  the  second  part  to  the  party 
of  the  first  part,  which  contract  expired  August  1st,  1879; 

And  whereas,  on  the  24th  day  of  July,  1879,  the  same  parties  made  another  pro- 
visional contract  for  the  furnishing  of  gas  by  the  party  of  the  second  part  to  the 
party  of  the  first  part,  which  contract  will  expire  July  31st,  1880; 

Now,  therefore.  The  parties  hereto  make  this  provisional  agreement,  for  the  term 
of  one  year  from  the  1st  day  of  August,  1880,  to-wit: 

The  said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  furnish  gas  to  said  party  of  the  first 
part,  of  the  quality  and  kind  provided  for  in  the  third  section  of  the  ordinance  of 
the  Common  Council  of  said  city,  enacted  March  19th,  1866,  for  twenty-four  hun- 
dred (2400)  lamps,  all  of  which  are  now  in  a  serviceable  condition,  in  and  upon  the 
streets  of  said  city,  said  lamps  to  be  lighted  upon  time-tables  to  be  furnished  by 
the  said  city,  which  tables  shall  provide  for  twenty-five  hundred  (2500)  hours  per 
year  for  each  and  every  lamp;  and  the  burners  thereof  shall  be  of  a  capacity  of 
not  less  than  four  cubic  feet  per  hour  for  each  and  every  lamp.  Said  party  of  the 
second  part  also  agrees,  at  proper  and  regular  times,  to  light  and  extinguish  said 
lamps  according  to  the  schedule  furnished  by  said  party  of  the  first  part ;  to  keep 
said  lamps  clean  and  in  repair;  and  if  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  fail  or 
neglect  to  keep  the  same  clean  and  in  repair,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall 
have  the  right  to  do  so,  and  deduct  the  cost  thereof  from  any  sum  due  the  said  gas 
company, 

It  is  further  agreed,  That  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  have  the  right  to  deduct 
from  any  amount  due  said  party  of  the  second  part  the  sum  of  fifteen  cents  for 
each  and  every  post  for  each  and  every  night  that  it  is  not  lighted,  and  kept  light- 
ed, during  the  time  provided  in  the  time  tables:  provided  that  this  provision  shall 
not  apply  to  cases  of  failure  to  light  and  keep  lighted  that  are  caused  by  frost  over 
which  said  party  of  the  second  part  has  no  control;  but  said  party  of  the  second 
part  agrees  to  use  the  utmost  reasonable  dispatch  in  thawing  out  such  posts. 
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The  city  and  her  officers  shall  have  the  right,  at  any  time,  to  test  both  the  qual- 
ity of  the  gas  furnished  and  the  capacity  of  the  burners  on  the  street  lamps. 

The  aforesaid  twenty-four  hundred  (2400)  posts  shall  be  such  as  shall  be  selected 
and  designated  by  the  Joint  Committees  on  Public  Light  of  the  Common  Council 
and  Board  of  Aldermen  and  a  representative  committee  of  said  gas  company. 

And  said  party  of  the  second  part  also  agrees  to  furnish  gas  for  all  offices  occu- 
pied by  city  officers,  for  all  engine-houses,  for  the  Council  chamber,  for  all  tunnels, 
bridges,  station-houses,  and  all  other  places  where  gas  is  required  for  the  use  of  said 
city  in  her  corporate  capacity,  at  the  price  of  two  dollars  per  thousand  cubic  feet. 

In  consideration  of  the  foregoing  agreements  of  said  party  of  the  second  part, 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pay  said  party  of  the  second  part,  for  each 
and  every  street  lamp  of  said  city  to  which  gas  is  supplied,  the  sum  of  twenty  five 
dollars  per  annum,  or  the  sum  of  sixty  thousand  dollars  ($60,000)  for  said  twenty- 
four  hundred  posts — said  sum  to  be  full  compensation  for  all  gas  furnished,  and  for 
cleaning,  lighting,  keeping  in  repair  and  in  order  for  service,  such  lamps  and  posts, 
as  above  undertaken  and  agreed  by  the  party  of  the  second  part ;  and  the  party 
of  the  first  part  does  further  agree  to  pay  tor  gas  furnished  said  city  in  her  coporate 
capacity,  except  street  lamps,  the  price  of  two  dollars  per  thousand  feet,  as  above 
mentioned.  The  compensation  herein  agreed  to  be  paid  shall  be  paid  by  the  party 
of  the  first  part,  in  equal  monthly  installments,  at  the  end  of  each  and  every  month, 
and  city  warrants  or  orders  shall  be  receivt  d  at  par  in  such  payments. 

And  the  party  of  the  first  part  further  agrees  with  the  party  of  the  second  part, 
that  during  the  continuance  of  this  contract  all  fines  and  damages  collected  by  said 
city  from  persons  for  breaking  or  damaging  said  street-lamps  or  posts  shall  be  paid, 
when  collected,  to  said  party  of  the  second  part. 

And  said  party  of  the  second  part  also  agrees  that  if  the  city  should,  at  any 
time,  require  a  greater  number  of  lamp-posts  lighted  than  above  mentioned,  the 
said  party  of  the  second  part  will  furnish  gas,  light,  and  keep  ihe  same  in  repair 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  said  twenty-four  hundred  (*2400i  lamps  above  mentioned, 
and  at  the  same  rate,  provided,  that  when  new  posts  shall  be  erected  along  lines 
where  new  mains  are  to  he  laid,  then  such  work  shall  be  performed  according  to 
the  terms  and  requirements  of  section  six  of  said  Gas  Company's  Charter  of  March 
19th,  1866.  And  said  party  of  the  second  part  does  further  agree  to  dismantle  any 
gas  lamp  now  erected  and  re-light  in  lieu  thereof  any  lamp-post  now  erected  or 
that  may  hereafter  be  erected  upon  ihe  ^ines  of  existing  mains,  when  so  ordered  by 
the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  during  the  existence  of  the  present 
contract,  and  due  notice  being  given  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  without  any  cost 
to  said   city. 

This  contract  to  take  effect  from  and  including  the  first  day  of  August,  1880,  and 
be  and  remain  in  force  for  the  period  of  one  year. 

After  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  this  contract,  the  parties  hereto  are  to  be  re- 
mitted to  whatever  rights  they,  or  either  of  them,  may  have  under  the  contract  of 
July  22d,  1876,  the  same  as  if  this  contract,  or  any  other  modifying  contract,  had 
never  been  made.

Your  petitioner  verily  believes 
that  his  injuries  and  damages  was  occasioned  by  reason  ©f  the  narrowness  of  the 
street,  with  no  protection  from  a  high  bank  where  horses  are  liable  to  scare  at  logs 
and  stumps  on  the  roadside;  and  by  reason  of  these  premises  he  asks  your  honora- 
ble body  for  a  reasonable  compensation,  which  he  thinks  would  be  seventy-five 
dollars.

and  body ;  also,  breaking  the  buggy  and  narness,  caused  by  the  boards  of  the  street 
crossing  being  decayed  and  rotten,  and  in  an  unsafe  condition  for  public  travel. 
The  horse  was  walking,  and  being  driven  careful,  to  avoid  any  accidents ;  but  this 
was  unavoidable.  I  have  given  her  all  of  the  treatment  that  could  be  done  to  cure 
the  injury,  but  it  seems  to  get  worse  instead  of  better,  and  the  horse  is  almost  worth- 
less. I  considered  her  value  at  $125.00  before  receiving  the  injury,  and  would  not 
have  accepted  that  much  cash  for  her.  She  cannot  be  driven  over  two  or  three 
hours  per  day  now,  and  would  not  bring  $50,  on  account  of  the  injury  to  her  ankle. 
Please  find  enclosed  herewith  claim  for  damages  and  expenses,  amounting  to 
$52.81.  I  also  send- statements  of  disinterested  parties,  to  show  that  my  bill  for 
damages  is  a  just  one.  I  also  enclose  the  bill  for  repairs  to  the  buggy;  and  as  for 
the  medicine,  it  was  purchased  at  two  or  three  different  places,  and  I  did  not  get 
anj^  bill  for  it.  The  boot  for  the  horse  I  purchased  of  Ad.  Hereth,  and  did  not  think 
to  get  any  bill.  I  trust  that  you  will  favorably  consider  my  claim,  and  make  an 
allowance  for  the  amount.

This  property  was  sold  to  Nicholas  McCarty  at  tax  sale.  The  petitioners  claim 
that  at  the  time  of  the  sale,  and  previous  to  that  time,  the  property  was  used  for 
church  purposes.  The  petition  shows  that  Mr.  McCarty  offers  to  receive  the  prin- 
cipal and  interest  and  cancel  his  certificate  of  purchase. 

We  recommend,  upon  the  return  of  the  certificate  of  purchase,  the  payment  of 
forty-six  dollars  and  eight  cents,  only.      We  can  not  allow  interest. 

Third  is  a  communication  from  A.  C.  Harris,  attorney  for  certain  property  hold- 
ers on  South  Illinois  street,  addressed  to  the  City  Attorney,  asking  that  certain 
liens  be  removed  from  their  property.  On  the  18th  day  of  February,  1870,  an 
ordinance  was  passed  for  putting  a  cement  pipe  sewer  in  Illinois  street,  between 
Washington  and  South  streets.  The  sewer  was  constructed,  and  the  costs  thereof 
paid  out  of  the  general  sewerage  fund. .   After  the  sewer  was  thus  put  in  and  paid 
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for,  by  ordinance  one-half  of  the  costs  thereof  was  put  upon  the  property  between 
South  and  Washington  streets,  apportioned  at  so  much  per  front  foot,  irrespective 
of  benefits.     This  cloud  upon  the  titles  is  now  sought  to  be  removed. 

Fourth  is  a  petition  from  John  Young,  asking  the  Council  to  refund  to  him  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars  and  eighty-seven  cents  ($123.87),  on 
account  of  money  erroneously  paid  for  taxes. 

"We  find  that  he  has  made  a  mistake  in  his  tax  return,  and  that  the  amount 
claimed  was  collected  by  reason  of  such  mistake.  We  further  find  that  the  Butler 
University  held  a  mortgage  on  Mr.  Young's  property,  and  they  paid  said  sum 
under  protest,  to  keep  the  property  from  being  sold.  The  university  now  comes 
and  asks  by  petition  the  porrection  of  the  mistake,  and  that  the  money  be  refunded. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars  and 
eighty-seven  cents  be  paid  to  the  said  Butler  University. 

Report  from  the  Joint  Committees  on  Public  Light,  submitting  a  com- 
promise contract  with  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company, 
was  read ;  and  the  action  of  the  Common  Council  in  approving  said  re^ 
port  and  contract  (see  page  336,  ante)  was  concurred  in. 

The  following  report  from  the  Joint  Committees  on  Railroads  was 
read ;  and  the  favorable  action  of  the  Common  Council  thereon  (see  page 
351,  ante),  was  concurred  in: 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen : — Your  Joint  Committees  on  Railroads  to  whom  was  referred  a 
motion,  th^t  the  culvert  under  the  switch,  extending  from  Massachusetts  avenue  to 
the  Capital  City  Planing  Mills,  at  the  crossing  of  said  railroad  with  Peru  avenue, 
be  lowered,  so  that  the  water  may  be  drained  off,  recommend  that  the  City  Marshal 
be,  and  is  hereby,  directed  to  notify  the  I.  P.  &  C.  R.  R.  Co.  to  put  proper  culverts 
on  each  side  of  Peru  avenue,  at  the  crossing  of  their  switch  on  said  avenue,  be- 
tween John  street  and  Massachusetts  avenue. 

Your  committee  would  further  report  that  upon  examination  we  find,  that  the 
Citizens'  Street  Railway  Co.,  in  constructing  the  South  street  line,  laid  the  rail 
upon  a  part  of  said  line,  with  the  flang  outward,  which  is  not  in  accordance  with  an 
agreement  made  with  your  committees  some  time  past,  not  to  lay  any  more  rails  in 
this  manner,  therefore  we  recommend  that  the  City  Marshal  be,  and  is  hereby,  di- 
rected to  notify  said  company  to  immediately  take  up  and  reverse  such  rails,  on 
said  line.

tober of  each  year,  when  so  fixed,  and  shall  not  be  increased  during  the  year ;  Provided, 
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That  no  member  of  the  Common  Council  shall  be  allowed  a  greater  sum  than  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  in  any  one  year  for  all  services  rendered  by  him  as  such 
member." 

Section  59  of  the  charter  provides  that  "The  Common  Council  (which  under  the 
present  law  includes  the  Board  of  Aldermen,)  together  with  the  Clerk  and  Asses- 
sor, shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Equalization,"  *  *  *  *  *  and  that  "  The 
Common  Council  shall  have  power  to  refer  the  assessment  lists  and  all  complaints 
in  regard  to  any  assessment  to  a  committee  of  said  Council,  which  committee  shall 
sit  from  day  to  day,"  &c. 

The  compensation  of  the  members  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Alder- 
men was  fixed  by  the  general  salary  ordinance  passed  in  May,  1880,  and  under  the 
terms  of  Section  51  above  quoted,  the  said  compensation  cannot  be  increased  during 
the  year,  and  in  no  event  can  it  exceed  the  amount  fixed  by  the  ordinance. 

Under  the  59th  Section,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Council  to 
meet  as  a  Board  of  Equalization,  and  also  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  committee  ap- 
pointed to  sit  and  hear  complaints.  Under  these  provisions  of  the  charter,  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  the  duties  cast  upon  said  members  under  the  59th  Section,  must  be 
held  to  be  included  in  the  services  intended  to  be  provided  for  under  the  51st 
Section  ;  and  hence  that  additional  compensation  for  the  members  of  said  commit- 
tee, is  not  authorized  by  the  Gharter. 

The  services  rendered  by  said  committee  are  of  the  most  important  character, 
and  are  so  different  from  the  ordinary  duties  of  the  members  of  the  Council  and 
Board  of  Aldermen  that  it  would  seem  that  some  additional  compensation  should 
be  made  for  such  extra  services ;  but  the  provisions  of  the  charter  are  so  explicit 
that  I  do  not  see  how  they  can  be  avoided  or  disregarded.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  papers, 
report  thereon  as  follows  :  t 

1st.  Is  the  petition  from  Mary  Davis,  in  which  she  informs  you  that  she  sued 
the  city,  and  was  defeated.     She  wants  the  city  to  pay  the  costs  of  suit. 

We  see  no  reason  why  the  city  should  pay  the  costs ;  prayer  of  petitioner  not 
granted. 

2d.  Is  a  petition  from  James  Beal,  asking  seventy-five  dollars  damages,  because 
his  horse  "shied  at  a  log  in  a  pond  of  water"  on  Michigan  street,  near  West  street, 
where  the  bank  was  about  fifteen  feet  high,  and  upset  his  buggy,  causing  the  same 
to  "tumble  down  the  bank." 

We  think  the  petitioner  does  not  make  it  clear  whether  a  defective  street,  or 
horse,  caused  the  damage ;    prayer  of  petitioner  not  granted. 

3d.  Is  a  petition  from  Stewart  &  Barry,  asking  you  to  correct  a  clerical  error. 
Their  correct  tax  return  made  their  personal  $25,000,  and  the  clerical  man  made  it 
$35,000.     They  paid  on  the  latter  sum. 

We  recommend  they  be  paid  the  difference  by  the  City  Treasurer.  If  the  School 
fund  has  had  their  proportion  of  the  money,  we  also  recommend  the  City  Treas- 
urer to  charge  the  same  to  them. 

4th.  Is  a  resolution  by  Mr.  Kahn,  followed  by  a  communication  from  Carnahan 
■&  Collins,  attorneys.  They  offer  to  bring  suit  for  the  city  against  foreign  Insurance 
companies,  and  ask  as  attorney  fees,  an  amount  equal  to  one-third  of  the  amount 
collected.  Some  think  the  Insurance  companies  owe  the  city  a  considerable  sum  on 
account  of  taxes.  When  the  rule  is  established  by  some  other  plaintiff  than  the 
city  of  Indianapulis,  then  we  recommend  the  city  to  pay  said  attorneys  a  reasona- 
ble fee  for  all  sums  realized  for  the  years  1877-'78-,79,  and  '80 — say  a  sum  equal  to 
fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  amount  collected.  When  the  resolution  is  modified  to  cor- 
respond herewith,  we  recommend  its  passage.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  owners  of  real  estate  fronting  on  Massachusetts 
avenue,  between  New  Jersey  street  and  Clifford  avenue,  respectfully  remonstrrate 
against  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  removal  of  the  bowlders 
from  the  center  of  Massachusetts  avenue,  between  the  above  mentioned  streets,  and 
replacing  them  with  gravel. 

We  give  the  following  reasons  in  brief:  1.  The  avenue  has  been  recently  bowl- 
dered at  a  heavy  expense.  2.  The  avenue  is  now  sound  and  solid,  and  does  not 
need  the  proposed  repairs.  3.  The  bowlders  now  down  afford  a  street  almost  free 
from  mud  and  dust,  and  constitute  the  best  possible  pavement  for  heavy  traffic. 
4.  In  short,  we  regard  the  proposed  change  as  useless  and  wholly  uncalled  for,  and 
an  extortion  from  us.

Whereas,  The  reports  as  printed  in  the  public  press  in  this  city,  as  to  the  death 
rate,  has  caused  some  undue  alarm,  and  as  the  records  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of 
Health-are  now  kept,  the  general  public  are  likely  to  give  some  credence  to  the  re- 
ports; and  in  order  that  this  Council  and  the  citizens  may  know  and  have  a  correct 
report  of  the  deaths  in  the  city,  I  offer  the  following : 
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Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Health  "be,  and  are  hereby,  ordered  to  keep  a  sepa- 
rate record,  in  the  same  manner  as  now  rehired  by  law,  of  the  following  cases: 
All  still-births,  all  certificates  of  burial  or  for  shipment  from  the  State  Insane  Hos- 
pital, and  all  other  like  institutions,  where  the  patients  are  not  from  the  city  of 
Indianapolis,  and  all  persons  that  die  outside  of  the  city  and  are  brought  to  this 
city  for  burial,  that  are  not  residents  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  and  of  all  acci- 
dental deaths. 

We  respectfully  reply:  That  we  very  much  desire  that  full  credence  shall  be  given 
to  our  reports  by  the  public  and  by  your  honorable  bodies,  for  the  simple  reason 
that  they  are  now,  and  have  been,  correct.  The  books  are  kept  in  strict  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  ordinances  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  and  there  is  ab- 
solutely not  any  thing  called  for  in  the  resolution  but  what  is  done  now,  and  always 
has  been  done,  ever  since  the  Board  of  Health  has  had  an  existence  in  this  city. 

The  new  dumping  ground  is  now  ready,  and  we  respectfully  request  that  you 
detail  a  policeman  on  special  duty  to  watch  all  parties  violating  the  dumping  ordi- 
nance, until  all  parties  shall  become  informed  as  to  the  proper  place  for  dumping 
offal  and  excrement  from  vaults;  also  that  police  powers  be  granted  to  George  W. 
Eatts,  who  has  charge  of  the  dumping  grounds.  .Kespectfully,

1st,  Where  two  pieces  are  placed  together,  with  heat  on  one  side  and  cold  on  the 
outside,  the  strip  of  glass  is  sure  to  break,  and  thereby  necessitating  a  new  one. 

2d.  I  have  been  informed  by  a  practical  painter,  that  if  the  glass  sign  is  put  up, 
the  city  had  better  employ  a  painter  for  the  winter  months. 

3d.  It  will,  in  my  opinion,  interfere  with  the  cleaning  of  athe  lamps,  and  cause 
the  city  additional  expense  for  cleaning  of  said  lamps. 

I  further  recommend  that  the  City  Civil  Engineer  be  instructed  to  receive 
proposals  on  something  more  substantial  than  glass,  and  that  the  various  proposi- 
tions be  submitted  to  the  Council,  and  that  we  then  select  the  best  method  of  letter- 
ing street  lamps  and  street  corners.

Gentlemen:- — The  Common  Council,  at  its  regular  session,  held  on  September 
6th,  188o,  received  your  report  recommending  the  adoption  of  the  frosted  glass 
sign,  in  placing  the  names  of  the  streets  on  the  corners,  and  adopted  the  following 
minority  report,  presented  by  Councilman  Morrison,  as  member  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  was  referred  the  motion  to  inquire  into  the 
best  and  cheapest  method  of  placing  the  names  of  streets  at  the  crossings,  I  beg 
leave  to  make  the  following  minority  report: 

The  glass  sign  has  many  difficulties. 

1st.  Where  two  pieces  are  placed  together,  with  heat  on  one  side  and  cold  on 
the  other,  the  strip  of  glass  is  sure  to  break,  and  thereby  necessitating  a  new  one. 

2d.  I  have  been  informed  by  a  practical  painter  that  if  the  glass  sign  is  put  up 
the  city  had  better  employ  a  painter  for  the  winter  months. 

3d.  It  will,  in  my  opinion,  interfere  with  the  cleaning  of  the  lamps,  and  cause 
the  city  additional  expense  for  cleaning  said  lamps. 

I  further  recommend  that  the  City  Civil  Engineer  be  instructed  to  receive  pro- 
posals on  something  more  subtantial  than  glass,  and  that  the  various  propositions 
be  submitted  to  the  Council,  and  that  we  then  select  the  best  method  of  lettering, 
street  lamps  and  street  corners.

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — The  matter  of  improving  Mississippi  street,  from  Ohio  to  First 
street,  having  came  under  my  supervision,  I  find,  by  examining  the  ordinance  pro- 
viding for  the  improvement  of  the  same,  that  there  will  be  certain  additional  im- 
provements necessary  in  order  to  complete  the  work  in  a  permanent  and  workman^- 
like  manner;  and  as  the  question  has  arisen  as  to  whether  the  Engineer  or  the 
Board  of  Public  Improvements,  or  either,  has  the  authority  to  order  said  improve- 
ments, without  an  order  of  the  Common  Council,  I  respectfully  submit  the  follow- 
ing for  your  consideration  and  action  thereon: 

1st.  As  the  ordinance  provides  for  the  widening  of  the  sidewalks  to  a  width  of 
twenty  feet,  the  location  of  the  gutter  will  be  changed,  and  it  will  therefore  be  ne- 
cessary to  either  move  the  bridges,  along  the  gutters,  over  to  the  position  of  the  new 
gutters,  or  to  do  away  with  them  entirely.  Therefore,  as  the  keeping  of  the  bridges- 
in  repair  is  a  source  of  constant  expense,  as  well  as  increasing  the  city's  liability  to» 
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damages  arising  from  broken  planks,  or  from  filling  up  and  backing  up  the  water 
of  the  gutters  so  as  to  overflow  adjacent  property,  I  would  recommend  that  the 
bridges  be  taken  out,  and  the  gutters  be  bowldered  instead,  as  I  have  taken  the  ne- 
cessary elevations,  and  find  that  the  bridges  ean  be  done  away  with,  and  the  gutters 
be  put  in  a  better  condition  than  they  are  in  now,  and  also  reduce  the  future  ex- 
penses on  bridge  ropairs. 

I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  bridge  over  the  east  gutter  of  the  same 
street,  on  Indiana  avenue.  The  bridge  was  put  in  without  authority  from  the  City 
Civil  Engineer,  and  in  my  judgment  it  is  not  of  dimensions  sufiicient  to  carry  the 
fwater  necessary  to  prevent  flooding  of  the  sidewalks  and  property  above. 

2d.  As  the  ordinance  only  provides  for  curbing  and  bowldering  the  gutters,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  make  some  provisions  for  improving  the  intersection  of  the 
-cross  streets  and  alleys,  in  order  to  complete  the  work  in  a  permanent  and  work- 
man-like manner.  Therefore  I  would  recommend  that  you  authorize  either  the 
Board  of  Public  Improvements  or  City  Civil  Engineer  to  make  said  necessary  im- 
provements, by  bowldering  said  crossings,  and  that  they  be  ordered  to  do  so  at  once, 
&s  an  arrangement  can  be  made  with  the  contractor  to  do  the  work  as  the  other 
work  progresses,  at  the  regular  contract  price  for  bowldering  the  gutters.

three  years  from  the  20th  day  of  September,  1880. 

The  said  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  to  pay  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part  for  the  use  of  said  premises,  and  for  the  privileges  granted 
under  this  lease,  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  per  annum,  payable  quarterly 
in  advance. 

It  is  hereby  expressly  agreed  and  understood  that  the  said  premises  are  to  be 
used  by  the  party  of  the  second  part  exclusively  as  a  dumping-ground  for  privy- 
vault  and  cesspool  cleanings,  and  such  other  refuse  matter  as  may  be  designated  by 
the  Board  of  Health,  and  as  a  means  of  dumping  said  refuse  matter  into  the  cur- 
rent of  White  river,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever.

below  said  premises,*  at  all  stages  of  water,  and  so  conduct  and  manage  said  dump- 
ing ground  that  same  shall  not  become  offensive  or  deleterious  to  health.  He 
shall  have  personal  charge  of  the  dumping  of  said  filth  and  the  cleaning  of  vessels 
and  vehicles  used  in  hauling  the  same  to  said  grounds;  and  shall  provide,  at  his 
own  expense,  the  necessary  help  to  properly  dump  said  filth  and  cleanse  said  ves- 
sels. And  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  charge  and  receive  from  the  persons 
engaged  in  hauling  said  refuse  matter  to  said  grounds,  for  his  services  in  dumping 
said  refuse  matter  into  the  river  aud  cleaning  said  vehicles  and  vessels,  such  sums 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  such  persons,  not  exceeding  the  following  suras, 
to-wit :  For  privy-vault  or  cesspool  cleanings,  2£  cents  per  donegan,  or  50  cents 
per  load ;  for  garbage  and  other  refuse  matter,  25  cents  for  two-horse  loads,  and  15 
cents  for  one-horse  loads. 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  does  hereby  fix  and  designate  the  said  premises 
as  a  dumping-ground  for  the  refuse  matter  herein  mentioned,  for  and  during  the 
term  specified  in  this  contract ;  unless  the  use  of  the  same  for  that  purpose  should 
be  enjoined  by  proper  legal  authority,  or  the  same  should  become  offensive  or 
injurious  to  health. 

The  party  ©f  the  second  part  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  to  deliver  up  the  pos- 
session of  said  premises  at  the  expiration  of  this  lease — or  sooner,  should  the  city, 
by  her  proper  health  officers,  deem  it  advisable  to  abandon  said  premises  as  a 
dumping-ground.  And  on  failure  to  pay  rent  as  hereinbefore  stipulated,  or  should 
he  charge  the  parties  engaged  in  hauling  said  refuse  matter  to  said  grounds,  any 
sum  in  excess  of  the  price  herein  specified  for  his  services  in  dumping  said  matter 
and  cleansing  said  vessels,  or  should  he  violate  any  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
this  lease,  then  and  in  such  case  he  shall  forfeit  all  his  rights  under  this  lease ;  and 
the  party  of  the  first  part,  without  notice,  shall  have  the  right  to  enter  and  take 
possession  of  said  premises,  and  expel  the  occupant  thereof.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  owners  of  the  real  estate  fronting  on  Indiana 
avenue,  between  Illinois  street  and  Tennessee  street,  respectfully  remonstrate 
against  the  acceptance  of  any  contract,  or  bid  made,  providing  for  the  construction 
of  a  sewer  in  and  along  Indiana  avenue,  from  Illinois  street  to  Tennessee  street; 
and  ask  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  to  reconsider  their  action  in  passing 
the  ordinance  providing  for  such  construction.  And  assign  as  their  reasons  there- 
for— 

1st.     That  public  necessity  does  not  require  such  sewer.

WUnesseth,  That  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  for  and  in  consideration  of  th® 
payments  hereinafter  stipulated  and  agreed  t©  be  paid  by  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part,  does  hereby  covenant  and  agree  to  furnish,  at  his  own  expense,  aU 
necessary  appliances,  and  properly  remove  from  the  streets,  alleys,  lots,  yards,  and 
public  places  in  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  all  garbage,  and  such  other  refuse  mate- 
rial as  is  embraced  within  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  terms  and  provisions 
of  General  Ordinance  No.  33,  1880,  as  ordained  and  established  by  the  Common 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  said  city,  on  the  23d  day  of  August,  1880,  and 
now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk;  excepting,  however,  such  refuse  matter 
as  is  hereinafter  expressly  excluded  from  the  operation  of  this  contract. 

The  said  garbage  and  other  refuse  material  to  be  removed  from  the  city  and  dis" 
posed  of  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  at  his  own  expense,  under  and  pursuant  in

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  upon  certain  papers  referred 
to  me: 

1st  Is  a  motion  directing  me  to  furnish  the  Council  with  all  contracts  between 
the  city  and  the  Peru  and  Bee  Line  railway  companies,  in  reference  to  the  opening 
of  Maryland  street  and  the  construction  of  their  depots. 

By  the  terms  of  the  agreement  between  the  city  and  said  railway  companies,, 
and  which  agreement  was  subsequently  confirmed  by  .a  decree  of  the  Superior 
Court,  the  I.  P.  &  C.  K.  E.  and  the  C.  C.  C.  &  I.  E.  E.  are  required  to  open  Mary- 
land street  through  square  79  to  a  width  of  40  feet,  each  of  said  companies  giving 
20  feet.  The  said  agreement  also  contemplates  the  erection  of  freight  depots  for 
the  use  of  said  companies  on  the  north  side  of  said  square  79.  (For  full  text  of 
agreement  see  proceedings  of  Council  1877-8,  page  770.) 

2d  Is  a  motion  to  strike  out  certain  parts  of  a  resolution  referring  the  petition 
of  John  L.  Hammons  et  al.  for  the  opening  and  widening  of  certain  alley  to  the 
City  Commissioner.  The  part  proposed  to  be  stricken  out  reads  as  follows:  "And 
that  for  the  benefits  assessed  in  favor  of  any  property  owner,  each  shall  give  secur- 
ity to  the  city  of  Indianapolis  before  said  street  shall  be  opened;  this  security  to 
be  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  the  chairman  of  the  Council  and  Aldermanic  Com- 
mittees on  Finance." 

"While  this  clause  would  not,  as  I  think,  affect  in  any  way  the  validity  of  the 
proceedings  for  the  proposed  opening,  yet  it  would  seem  useless  to  incur  the  costs 
incident  to  a  hearing  of  the  matter  before  the  Commissioners,  for  if  they  should 
report  in  favor  of  the  proposed  opening,  and  should  assess  benefits  to  property 
holders,  the  street  or  alley  could  not  be  opened  until  each  property  holder  assessed 
with  benefits  should  give  security  for  the  payment  of  his  proportion  of  the  bene- 
fits, and  there  being  no  way  of  compelling  them  to  furnish  said  security,  the  pro- 
ceedings must  for  the  time  being-  fail. 
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I  might  add  that  the  city  may  delay  the  opening  until  the  benefits  assessed  are 
collected,  but  not  beyond  one  year.

REPORTS,    ETC.,   FROM    CITY   OFFICERS. 


The  following  report  from  the  City  Attorney  was  read  and  received : 

Indianapolis,  September,  1880, 
To  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — In  obedience  to  your  instructions,  I  have  examined  the  title  to,  and 
herewith  submit  an  opinion  as  to  the  ownership  of  "  University  Square." 

By  an  act  of  Congress,  approved  April  19,  1816,  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  granted  to  the  State  of  Indiana  four  sections  of  land  for  a  seat  of  govern- 
ment, and  authorized  the  Legislature  of  the  State  to  locate  said  lands.  The  Leg- 
islature of  the  State,  by  an  act  approved  January  11,  1820,  "appointed  commis- 
sioners to  select  and  locate  a  site  for  the  permanent  seat  of  government  of  the  State 
of  Indiana,"  and  on  the  7th  day  of  June,  1820,  said  commissioners  reported  that 
they  had  selected  the  present  site  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  and  the  Legislature, 
by  an  act  approved  January  6,  1821,  accepted  the  report  of  said  commissioners, 
and  the  site  so  selected  was  duly  established  as  the  permanent  seat  of  government 
of  said  state.  The  said  last  named  act  further  provided  for  the  appointment  of 
three  commissioners  to  "lay  off  a  town  on  the  site  selected  as  a  permanent  seat  of 
government,  and  for  that  purpose  authorizing  said  commissioners  to  employ  a 
surveyor  to  assist  them  in  laying  off  said  town,  and  requiring  said  surveyor,  after 
laying  out  said  town,  to  prepare  two  copies  of  the  plan  or  map  of  said  town,  with 
proper  references  or  explanatory  notes  attached  thereto,  and  that  when  said  maps 
were  approved  and  countersigned  by  said  commissioners,  one  should  be  deposited 
with  the  Secretary  of  State  arid  due  report  thereof  made  to  the  Legislature,  and 
the  other  copy  deposited  with  agent  of  the  State  provided  for  in  said  act. 

The  said  commissioners  proceeded  to  lay  off  the  town  of  Indianapolis,  and  made 
due  report  thereof  to  the  Legislature,  and  the  said  body,  by  an  act  approved  No- 
vember 28,  1821,  legalized  and  approved  their  proceedings  in  the  premises. 
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The  Legislature,  by  an  act  approved  January  28,  1827,  authorized  the  additional 
sale  of  lots  in  Indianapolis,  and  section  5  of  said  act  is  as  follows : 

"That  the  square  numbered  twenty-two  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  set  apart  for 
the  use  of  a  State  hospital  and  lunatic  asylum,  and  square  number  twenty-five  for  a 
State  university'  and  the  alleys,  so  far  as  they  extend  through  said  blocks,  are 
hereby  vacated  " 

Again  the  Legislature,  by  act  of  February  9,  1831,  (Acts  1831,  p.  82,)  enacted  as 
follows : 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  agent  of  State  for  the  town  of  Indianapo- 
lis, be  authorized  and  required  to  cause  the  lands  around  said  town  belonging  to  the 
State,  to  be  accurately  surveyed  and  divided  into  lots  according  to  the  plan  designa- 
ted on  the  plat  presented  by  the  said  agent  to  the  House  of  Kepresentatives,  and  cause 
the  corners  and  boundaries  thereof  to  be  distinctly  marked  and-  numbered  as 
marked  on  said  plan;  also  place  some  permanent  monument  of  each  corner  of  said 
town  as  originally  laid  out,  and  at  the  outside  corners  of  each  congressional  section 
which  composes  the  donation. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  said  agent,  so  soon  as  the  survey  is  com- 
pleted, to  cause  to  be  made  out  two  complete  maps  or  plats  of  .the  town  of  Indian- 
apolis, designating  the  names  and  width  of  the  several  streets  and  alleys,  the  num- 
ber and  size  of  the  several  squares,  designating  those  that  are  set  apart  for  public 
purposes,  the  number  and  size  of  the  several  inlots  and  the  number  and  size  of 
the  several  outlots  as  now  established  by  law,  and  also  the  form,  the  courses  and 
distances  of  their  boundaries,  the  content  and  the  number  of  the  several  lots  and 
the  width  and  courses  of  the  several  streets  and  alleys  by  this  act  authorized  to  be 
laid  out;  which  maps  or  plats  shall  be' securely  folded,  varnished  and  bound,  one 
of  which  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  Marion  county,  who 
shall  enter  thereon  a  certificate  pfjthe  time  of  depositing  the  same,  and  the  plat  so 
deposited  shall  be  considered  a  public  record;  and  the  other  plat  shall  be  deposited 
in  the  office  of  said  agent. 

A  map  of  Indianapolis  was  accordingly  made  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
recorder  of  Marion  county  pursuant  to  the  second  section  of  said  act,  upon  which 
the  square  in  question  is  designated  as  "University  Square." 

Sale  was  made  by  the  agent  of  the  State  of  all  the  lots  in  the  city,  except  such 
blocks  or  squares  as  had  been  dedicated  for  public  purposes  or  reserved  for  the  use 
of  the  State.  I  find  that  no  sale  has  ever  been  made  by  the  State  of  the  square  in 
question,  nor  has  such  sale  ever  been  authorized  by  any  act  of  the  Legislature;  but 
on  the  contrary,  the  said  square  has  been  expressly  reserved  for  a  State  University. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  title  to  the  square  known  as  "  University 
Square,"  by  virtue  of  the  grant  given  to  the  State  by  the  act  of  Congress,  and 
accepted  by  the  acts  of  the  State  Legislature,  became  vested  in  the  State  of  Indi- 
ana, and  that  the  said  State  still  holds  the  title  to  said  property,  subject  however 
to  the  dedication  of  the  same,  heretofore  made,  as  a  site  or  location  for  a  State 
University.

The  ordinanec  was  passed  by  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  and 
the  Clerk  advertised  for  bids  for  the  same,  which  the  committee  reported  on  last 
meeting,  when  the  same  remonstrants  auain  appear  and  ask  the  Council  to  not  let 
the  contract,  claiming  that  the  party  having  the  matter  in  charge,  was  detained 
from  attending  to  the  matter  on  account  of  sickness  and  death  in  his  family,  ancl 
thinks  it  a  great  hardship  on  him  and  the  other  remonstrants  if  the  ordinance  be 
enforced.  The  petitioner,  represented  by  Dr.  Tomlinson— who  it  appears  is  the 
only  petitioner— sends  in  the  following  communication,  which  is  herewith  presented 
as  a  part  of  my  statement ;  and  I  h  rewith  return  all  the  bids  and  papers  connect- 
ed with  trie  matter,  for  the  action  of  the  Council.

To  the  Honorable  City  Council : 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned  would  respectfully  state,  in  reference  to  the  sewer  on 
Indiana  avenue,  that  wishing;  to  build  last  spring,  and  from  the  excitement  in  respect 
to  vaults  and  sinks,  and  not  desiring  to  make  trouble  for  myself,  or  a  nuisance  to  my 
neighbors,  and  not  knowing  but  what,  from  the  then  existing  feeling,  that  the  City 
Council  would  suppress  both  vaults  and  sinks,  I  then  thought  of  a  sewer.  Finding 
thn-tt  it  would  be  impracticable  for  one  to  connect  with  the  Illinois  street  sewer,  it 
occurred  to  me  that  one  was  needed  on  Indiana  avenue  I  saw  from  the  flow  of 
water  coming  into  it,  causing  complaint,  that  it  was  needed  by  the  city;  and  the 
Engineer  agreed  with  me.  I  presented  the  subject  to  Mr.  Morrison,  and  thought 
that  it  met  with  his  approval.  I  requested  Mr.  Pearson  to  introduce  an  ordinance. 
It  was  adveriised  for  the  requisite  number  of  days,  and  af  erwards  passed  the 
Council.  Two  weeks  after  the  passage,  comes  the  remonstrance  whi<-h  was  referred 
with  the  ordinance  to  the  Committee  on  Sewers.  The  committee  had  it  'our  weeks; 
reported  in  favor  of  the  ordinance;  passed  the  Council-,  it  went  to  Board  of  Al- 
dermen, and  passed  September  8th.  It  was  advertised  for  bids.  Bids  were  re- 
ceived, referred  to  the  Committee  on  Contracts,  who  made  their  report;  their  report 
was  accepted.  Now,  after  all  this,  comes  again  the  remonstrance  October  4th,  to 
oppose.  Clearly,  by  their  own  dereliction,  they  have  lost  their  right  to  be  heard.

I  would  not  have 
built  without  the  sewer.  Had  they  acted  in  time,  and  stopped  it,  then  I  would  be 
free.  It  dofjs  not  look  right.  Looks  as  if  intended  to  see  me  bound,  and  when 
they  would  see  that  I  had  began  building;,  then  come  in  and  endeavor  to  stop  the 
sewer,  regardless  of  the  injury  to  me.     I  appeal  to  your  native  honesty,  is  it  right?

Indianapolis,  Nov.  1st,  1880. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  upon  sundry  papers 
heretofore  referred  to  me. 

1st.  Is  a  report  of  the  Street  Commissioner  and  City  Civil  Engineer,  as  to  the 
necessity  for  the  protection  of  the  embankments  along  the  C,  H.  &  D.,  and  P.,  C.  & 
St.  L.  K.  R.  tracks,  from  Noble  street  to  Pine  street;  and  also  as  to  whether  it  was 
the  duty  of  the  city  or  said  railway  companies  to  provide  such  protection. 

Upon  the  facts  as  I  understand  them,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  question  as  to 
the  necessity  for  such  protection,  is  a  matter  entirely  between  the  abutting  prop- 
erty holders  and  said  railway  companies;  and  if  the  same  is  to  be  provided  for, 
the  expense  should  be  borne  by  the  railroad  companies,  and  not  by  the  city. 

2d.  Is  the  question  as  to  the  right  of  the  city  to  assess  for  taxation  tax  and  street 
improvement  certificates,  independent  of  the  real  estate  upon  which  the  same  are 
issued. 

Said  certificates  are  an  evidence  of  ownership  of  the  real  estate  upon  which  the 
same  are  issued,  and  may  in  case  there  is  no  redemption  ripen  into  a  title,  in  which 
case  the  title  thus  obtained  would  relate  back  to  the  date  of*  sale.  During  the  time 
given  for  redemption,  the  real  estate  covered  by  the  certificate  is  subject  to  taxa- 
tion, and  if  the  certificates,  as  such,  are  to  be  assessed  independently  of  the  real 
estate,  it  would  result  in  duplicate  taxation,  which  it  is  the  policy  of  the  law  to  avoid. 
I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  said  certificates  are  not  subject  to  taxation. 

3d.  Is  a  petition  of  John  Green,  asking  that  the  city  pay  him  for  certain  street 
assessments  on  Wisconsin  street. 

The  city  is  only  liable  for  so  much  of  said  street  improvement  as  "is  occupied  by 
public  grounds  of  the  city  bordering  thereon,  and  the  crossings  of  streets  and 
alleys."  (See  Charter,  Sec.  69.)  The  question  as  to  the  ownership  of  the  property 
against  which  the  precepts  issued,  is  still  in  litigation,  and  undetermined,  and  I 
therefore  recommeud  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not  granted  at  the  present 
time.  Respectfully  submitted,

Indianapolis,  Nov.  1st,  1880. 
To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — I  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  following  cases  have  been  disposed  of 
at  the  special  term  of  the  Superior  Court,  since  your  last  meeting: 

The  case  of  Annelda  K.  Mortland,  administratrix,  vs.  The  City,  was  tried  by  a 
jury,  and  resulted  in  a  verdict  for  $500.00  against  the  city. 

This  was  an  action  for  damages  on  account  of  an  accident  to  Alex.  M.  Mortland, 
occurring  on  the  west  Michigan  street  fill,  which  resulted  in  his  death,  and  which 
accident  was  alleged  to  have  been  caused  by  reason  of  the  negligence  of  the  city,  in 
not  providing  railings  at  the  sides  of  said  fill  to  prevent  accident  in  case  of  horses 
shying. 

The  case  was  tried  once  before,  and  resulted  in  a  verdict  for  the  defendant.  The 
plaintiff,  however,  obtained  a  new  trial,  and  the  last  trial  resulted  as  above  stated. 

The  case  is  one  which  is  liable  to  result  in  a  verdict  for  either  party,  depending 
largely  upon  the  complexion  of  the  jury  to  which  the  same  might  be  submitted.  I 
do  not,  under  all  the  circumstances,  think  it  advisable  to  ask  for  a  new  trial;  but  I 
have  made  a  motion  for  judgment  in  favor  of  the  city,  upon  the  special  findings  of 
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the  jury.  The  court  has  overruled  the  motion,  and  proper  exception  has  been  en- 
tered. I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  ruling  of  the  court  on  this  motion,  is  not  in 
accordance  with  the  recent  rulings  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  1  therefore  recom- 
mend an  appeal.  ■ 

The  case  of  Dr.  F.  A.  Wagner  vs.  The  City,  was  tried  by  the  court,  and  resulted 
in  a  finding  judgment  for  the  defendant. 

This  was  an  action  wherein  the  plaintiff  claimed  some  $2,400.00  for  medical  ser- 
vices alleged  to  have  heen  rendered  by  the  plaintiff  to  the  prisoners  confined  in  the 
Station  House.  Respectfully  submitted,

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  to  whom  certain  papers  were  referred,  beg  leave 
to  report  thereon  as  follows : 

1st.  Is  a  petition  of  Louisa  WilUamson,  asking  for  the  funding  of  certain  mon- 
eys paid  by  Sims  A.  Colley  at  tax  sale,  in  purchase  of  real  estate  sold  at  said  sale, 
on  the  ground  that  said  sale  was  illegal. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  upon  the  facts  stated  in  the  petition,  and  the  law  as 
it  existed  at  the  date  of  said  sale,  that  the  city  is  not  liable  for  a  refunding  of  said 
money,  and  therefore  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not  granted. 

2d.  Is  the  petition  of  R.  8.  Fisher,  asking  for  the  refunding  of  $28. 65,  with  six 
per  cent,  interest  thereon,  from  Feb.  12th,  1879 — the  same  being  the  amount  paid 
by  him  at  tax  sale  in  purchase  of  23  T%  feet  west  side  lot  4.  and  27.}  feet  west  side  of 
lot  5,  in  square  77,  upon  the  ground  that  said  real  estate,  at  the  time  the  taxes  for 
which  said  property  was  sold  were  assessed,  was  used  for  educational  purposes,  and 
therefore  not  subject  to  taxation,  and  the  sale  was  for  that  reason  void. 

Upon  examination,  we  find  that  the  facts  stated  in  the  petition  are  true,  and  we 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  city  is  liable  to  refund  so  much  of  said  sum  as  she  has 
collected  and  retained  to  her  own  use. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  city  refund  to  the  petitioner  said  sum,  less  so 
much  thereof  as  may  have  been  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  School  Com- 
missioners, together  with  interest  at  six  per  cent,  from  Feb.  12,  1879.

Messrs:—  The  Committee  on  Public  Health,  to  whom  was  referred  the  following 
report  of  the  Board  of  Health, 

Indianapolis,  September  5th,  1880. 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — The  following  resolution,  passed  by  your  honorable  bodies,  has  been 
received : 

Whereas,  The  reports  as  printed  in  the  public  press  in  this  city,  as  to  the  death- 
rate,  has  caused  some  undue  alarm,  and  as  the  records  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of 
Health  are  now  kept  the  general  public  are  likely  to  give  some  credence  to  the  re- 
ports, and  in  order  that  this  Council  and  the  citizens  may  know  and  have  a  correct 
report  of  the  deaths  in  the  city,  I  offer  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Health  be,  and  are  hereby,  ordered  to  keep  a  sepa- 
rate record,  in  the  same  manner  as  now  required  by  law,  of  the  following  cases: 
All  stillbirths,  all  certificates  of  burial  or  for  shipment  from  the  State  Insane  Hos- 
pital, and  all  other  like  institutions,  where  the  patients  are  not  from  the  city  of 
Indianapolis,  and  all  persons  that  die  outside  of  the  city  and  are  brought  to  this 
city  for  burial,  that  are  not  residents  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  and  of  all  acci- 
dental deaths. 

We  respectfully  reply  :  That  we  very  much  desire  that  full  credence  shall  be 
given  to  our  reports  by  the  public  and  by  your  honorable  bodies,  for  the  simple 
reason  that  they  are  now,  and  have  been,  correct.  The  books  are  kept  in  strict 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  ordinances  o\  the  city  of  Indianapolis, 
and  there  is  absolutely  not  anything  called  for  in  the  resolution  but  what  is  done 
now,  and  always  has  been  done,  ever  since  the  Board  of  Health  has  had  an  exist- 
ence in  this  city. 

The  new  dumping-ground  is  now  ready,  and  we  respectfully  request  that  you 
detail  a  policeman  on  special  duty  to  watch  all  parties  violating  the  dumping  ordi- 
nance, until  all  parties  shall  become  informed  as  to  the  proper  place  for  dumping 
offal  and  excrement  from  vaults;  also,  that  police  powers  be  granted  to  George  W. 
Ratts,  who  has  charge  of  the  dumping-grounds.

Respectfully  report  that  the  records  of  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Health  show  that 
the  requirements  of  the  ordinances  in  regard  to  such  records  have  been  complied 
with. 

The  resolution  passed  by  the  Common  Council,  in  answer  to  which  the  report  of 
the  Board  of  Health  was  made,  assumes  that  the  law  requires  separate  records  to 
be  kept  of  still-births,  shipments  from  Insane  Hospital,  etc.  The  law  requires 
nothing  of  the  kind.  The  law  requires  the  record  to  be  a  copy  of  each  death  cer- 
tificate, and  each  certificate  contains  all  that  is  required  by  the  resolution.  The 
record  being  a  copy  of  each  certificate,  contains  all  the  facts  asked  for  by  the  reso- 
lution. 

The  law  requires  but  one  record  to  be  kept  of  the  mortality  of  the  city,  and  all 
necessary  facts,  including  those  asked  for  in  the  resolution,  are  contained  in  this 
one  record,  and  have  been  from  the  very  beginning  of  the  record. 
.  It  is  competent  for  this  body  to  ask  for  any  kind  of  a  report  from  this  record, 
but  the  resolution  does  not  ask  for  a  report.  The  resolution  orders  t'he  Board  of 
Health  to  "keep  separate  records,  etc.,  as  now  required  bylaw."  The  law  does 
not  now  require  any  facts  to  be  kept  separate  in  any  other  way  than  they  are  now 
kept  in  one  record  book.

Said  party  of  the  second  part  agree,  that  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  arrival 
of  said  steam  fire-engine  at  Indianapolis,  it  shall  have  a  full  and  complete  trial  of 
its  working  powers,  under  the  superintendence  of  a  competent  engineer;  and  if 
said  engine  shall  then  prove  satisfactory  and  in  accordance  with  the  specification?, 
it  shall  be  accepted;  and  they  hereby  agree  to  pay  to  said  Clapp  &  Jones  Manu- 
facturing Company,  for  the  same,  the  sum  of  Thirty-eight  Hundred  and  Fifty 
Dollars  cash,  or  its  equivalent. 

SPECIFICATION. 

This  engine  is  to  be  what  is  known  as  a  "  Crane  Neck"    Double  Cylinde. 
in  size  (6,200  pounds). 

The  boiler  is  to  be  M.  R.  Clapp's  circulating  tubular,  latest  patent,  made  of  the 
best  boiler  plate  steel,  and  of  sufficient  strength  to  bear  twice  the  pressure  ever 
required  in  doing  fir-e  duty.  It  will  have  ample  steaming  capacity  to  keep  up  a 
full  head  of  steam  while  doing  the  heaviest  work.  (Steam  can  be  raised  from 
cold  water  in  three  to  five  minutes  from  the  time  of  lighting  the  fire.)  The  boiler 
will  be  covered  with  Russia  iron,  banded  with  nickel-plated  bands,  and  surmounted 
with  a  dome  of  Prince's  metal  and  German  silver. 

The  Steam  Cylinder  will  be  fitted  to  a  bed  plate  which  contains  all  steam  pass- 
ages, thus  preventing  leaky  joints  and  condensation  of  steam.  It  is  fitted  with 
self-adjusting  piston-packing,  requiring  no  attention  from  the  engineer.  The 
steam  cylinder,  steam  chest  and  bed  plate  will  he  cased  in  brass,  nickel  plated. 

The  main  forcing  Pump  to  be  double-acting,  made  entirely  of  composition  (cop- 
per and  tin),  and  will  be  painted.  It  sballvbe  so  constructed  that  it  can  be  taken 
apart,  and  put  together  again  in  a  very  few  minutes,  should  cleaning  or  repairs  be 
required.  There  will  be  two  discharge  gates  ;  also,  a  circulating  or  churn  valve, 
for  the  purpose  of  feeding  the  boiler  when  the  streams  are  cut  off,  and  to  prevent 
freezing  in  extreme  cold  weather. 

The  large  copper  Air  Chamber  is  to  be  nickel-plated,  and  to  have  a  nickel- 
plated  water-pressure  gauge  attached. 

The  Safety  Valve,  a  late  improvement,  requiring  no  lever  and  scale,  Throttle 
Yalve  and  Cross-head  to  be  of  fine  composition,  polished. 

Feed  Pump  (all  through),  eccentric  strap,  connecting  rod  bearings  and  pipe 
holders,  of  fine  composition,  to  be  polished. 

All  the  steel  and  iron  work  to  be  painted. 

The  working  parts  of  the  engine  are  in  all  cases  perfectly  fitted  and  polished. 
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The  wheels  to  be  iron  or  wood,  as  desired,  made  of  selected  timber,  prepared 
in  the  best  manner,  painted  and  striped  with  gold.  The  fuel  pan  on  the  back  of 
the  boiler  will  be  large  enough  to  carry  coal  for  one  or  two  hours  running;  it  will 
be  painted  same  as  the  wheels. 

The  engine  to  be  fitted  to  be  drawn  by  horses.  'There  will  be  a  pole  and  whiffle- 
trees  for  horses,  and  a  seat  for  driver.  The  brake  will  be  operated  from  the  fuel 
pan  if  the  engine  be  drawn  by  hand,  and  if  drawn  by  horses  to  be  operated  by  the, 
foot  of  the  driver. 

The  engine  shall  have  two  nickel-plated  steam  gauges;  one  glass  water-gauge \_ 
four  gauge-cocks;  one  surface  blow-cock  and  attachment  for  thaw-hose;  one  signal 
whistle;  one  variable  exhaust  nozzle,  and  steam  jet;  two  Fire  Department  lan- 
terns, nickel-plated;  two  nickel-plated  coach  lamps  or  torches  on  the  boiler;  two 
name-plates,  which,  together  with  the  glas-s  in  the  lamps,  will  be  engraved  as 
desired.  The  engine  will  be  supplied  with  twenty  feet  of  suction,  one  suction 
basket,  two  brass  hose-pipes;  five  nozzles,  various  sizes;  one  pipe  holder;  one 
piece  thaw-hose,  with  nozzle.  Also  all  necessary  tools  required  for  working  am 
engine,  such  as  oil  can,  fire-shovel,  poker,  wrenches,  etc  ;  also,  box  for  tools.  Size 
of  steam  cylinder  to  be  7  inches  diameter,  7  inches  stroke;  pump  to  be  4§  inche^ 
diameter,  7  inches  stroke;  front  wheels  to  be  48  inches  high;  rear  wheels  to  be  60 
inches  high;  tire,  2-f  inches  wide.  The  axles,  frame-work  and  braces  of  this  engine 
will  be  made  of  Bessemer  steel.  It  will  throw  a  a  If  inch  stream  240  feet,  l|--inch 
stream  260  feet,  two  1-inch  streams  200  feet,  and  200  feet  through  1,000  feet  of 
hose.

G.  O.  43,  1880 — An  Ordinance  authorizing  the  establishment  of  certain  fertilizing 
works  at  the  junction  of  the  Terre  Haute  and  Indianapolis  and  Belt  railroads.

The  above  entitled  ordinance  was  accompanied  by  the  following  peti- 
tion; which  was  referred  with  the  ordinance: 

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — Lemuel  L.  Crocker  and  Emil  A.  Becker,  of  the  city  of  Buffalo,  in 
the  State  of  New  York,  and  doing  business  under  the  name  of  L.  L.  Crocker, 
respectfully  represent  that  they  have  purchased  two  acres  of  land  at  the  junctien  of 
the  Vandalia  and  Belt  Railroads,  and  have  commenced  the  erection  thereon  of  a 
building  for  the  purpose  following,  viz : 

Our  object  is  to  utilize  the  blood  from  the  slaughter  houses  of  the  city,  that  has 
heretofore  been  conducted  into  White  River,  and  the  tankage  from  the  slaughter 
houses,  and  so  far  prepare  the  same  for  fertilizing  material  that  the  product  can  be 
shipped  to- our  fertilizing  manufactory  at  Buffalo,  to  be  there  prepared  for  sale. 

Under  the  process  intended  by  us,  the  blood  and  tankage  will  be  transported  in 
closed  tanks,  in  its  pure  state,  from  the  slaughter  houses  to  the  place  of  mauufac- 
ture,  and  will  there  be  subject  to  the  necessary  process  in  enclosed  vessels,  by  which 
all  gasses  and  steam  will  be  led  by  close  pipes  to  condensers,  and  there  thoroughly 
cleansed  and  burned. 

No  dead  animals  or  other  offensive  material  will  be  used  by  us. 

The  cost  of  the  grounds,  buildings  and  machinery,  will  be  about  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars,  ($25,000.00,)  a  considerable  portion  of  which  has  already  been  ex- 
pended, and  the  works,  when  completed,  will  give  employment  to  about  twenty- 
five  men. 

We  have  been  led  to  Indianapolis  for  the  location  of  these  works  on  account  of 
its  growing  importance  as  a  point  for  slaughtering  and  pork  packing,  and  the  prob- 
ability of  a  steady  increase  in  this  branch  of  business;  and  we  selected  the  grounds 
named  because  of  the  great  convenience  of  shipment  by  the  Belt  Railroad. 

It  is  manifest  that  our  enterprise  will  benefit  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  not  only  by 
the  expenditure  of  a  large  sum  of  money  here  in  the  erection  of  our  works,  and  by  <■ 
furnishing  steady  and  remunerative  employment  to  a  considerable  number  of  per- 
sons, but  also  by  relieving  W  hite  River  of  the  great  mass  of  blood  that  now  flows 
into  it  from  the  slaughter  houses,  thus  tending  to  preserve  the  purity  of  the  stream 
and  conserve  the  health  and  comfort  of  persons  living  on  or  near  its  banks. 

After  we  had  purchased  the  ground  above  named,  and  provided  the  materials  for 
the  contemplated  buildings,  it  was  suggested  to  us  that  our  business  might  subject 
us  to  prosecution  under  the  second  Section  of  the  city  ordinances  of  August  20th, 
1878,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  carry  on  the  business  of  manufacturing 
of  dead  animal  matter  or  offal  into  fertilizing  material,  or  into  any  other  kind  of 
material  or  substance,  at  any  place  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  or  within  two  miles 
6f  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city,  except  upon  what  is  known  as  the  Sellers  Farm." 

Prior  to  the  purchase  of  said  grounds  and  building  materials,  we  were  not  aware 
of  the  existence  of  this  ordinance,  or  that  the  jurisdiction  of  the  city  extended  be- 
yond the  corporate  limits,  else  this  application  would  have  been  submitted  at  an 
earlier  day. 

We  believe,  from  the  title  and  general  tenor  of  the  whole  ordinance,  that  its 
purpose  was  to  prohibit  the  rendering  of  dead  animals  and  like  offensive  materials 
except  at  the  Sellers  Farm;  but  lest  it  might  be  held  that  its  language  is  compre- 
hensive enough  to  include  our  proposed  enterprise,  we  respectfully  ask  for  such  a 
modification  of  the  ordinance  as  will  protect  us  in  our  business  so  long  as  it  is  car- 
ried on  in  such  manner  as  not  to  be  offensive  or  injurious  to  the  health  and  comfort 
of  the  neighborhood.  Experience  in  other  cities  has  shown  that  this  manufac  ure 
can  be  carried  on  without  discomfort  or  annoyance  to  persons  living  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  works.  In  the  city  of  Chicago,  Messrs.  Toby  &  Booth  have  a  like  manufac- 
tory connected  with  their  slaughter  house  within  the  city;  and  Messrs.  Rafferty & 
Williams,  of  New  York,  also  carry  on  the  same  business  in  that  city,  and  neither 
has  led  to  any  complaint  from  the  people  of  those  localities.  Indeed,  we  have  no 
sio.  135. 
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hesitation  in  assuring  your  honorable  bodies  that  the  business  we  propose,  canno 
be  an  annoyance  or  nuisance  if  property  conducted  ;    and  we  propose  to  so  conduct- 
it  as  to  give  no  cause  of  complaint  to  any  citizen. 

We  therefore  pray  that,  subject  to  the  conditions  above  proposed,  the  ordinance 
in  question  may  be  so  modified  as  to  exclude  from  its  penalties  the  industry  which 
we  propose  to  establish,  or  that  a  special  ordinance  be  passed,  giving  the  consent  of 
the  city  to  our  enterprise. 

As  an  evidence  of  our  good  faith,  and  of  our  confidence  in  the  business  future  of 
Indianapolis,  we  will  state  that  we  have  paid  $1,000.00  per  acre  for  the  land  men- 
tioned, and  will  expend  $500.00  in  filling  it  up;  and  we  have  paid  this  large  price 
for  land  because  of  its  reasonable  proximity  to  your  slaughter-houses,  and  its  eligible 
location  on  the  Belt  Kailroad — a  thoroughfare  that,  we  believe,  is  destined  to  make 
Indianapolis  one  of  the  greatest  manufacturing  cities  of  the  country.

Gentlemen: — We,  the  undersigned,  owners  of  property  situate  on  Tennessee 
street,  offer  the  following  petition : 

We  put  down  a  Nieholson  pavement  on  Tennessee  street,  at  a  very  heavy  ex- 
pense to  ourselves.  Some  of  our  number  helped  pay  for  the  pavement  on  .Meridian 
street.  Aside  from  this,  we  pay  a  large  revenue  in  taxes  to  the  city.  The  two 
streets  named,  for  several  years,  were  the  delight  arjd  pride  of  our  whole  city. 
They  drew  encomiums  from  strangers  and  visitors.  They  enhanced  the  value  of 
property  all  over  the  city,  and  contributed  greatly  to  the  prosperity  of  our  city.  By 
constant  use  and  decay,  our  Tennessee  street  pavement  wore  out,  and  was  aban- 
doned by  the  public.  For  ten  years  the  street  seemed  deserted,  injuring  our  prop- 
erty in  the  meantime.  Again  we  are  forced  to  improve  the  street  at  our  own  ex- 
pense. The  blocks  are  replaced  by  loose  bowlders,  that  render  the  street  utterly 
impassable,  and  perfectly  useless.  It  is  almost  impossible  for  a  horse  to  draw  a 
light  wagon  over  this  street.  We  could  get  to  the  front  of  our  houses  on  the  old 
blocks,  but  now  we  are  obliged  to  use  side  streets  and  alleys,  and  get  to  our  houses 
through  a  back  entrance.  This  street  is  pronounced  finished,  and  is  left  for  us 
first  to  pay  for,  and  "pack  "  as  best  we  can.  Although  assured  by  contractors  it 
will  "pack,"  it  is  certainly  against  all  reason  and  experience  to  expect  such  bowlders 
to  pack  in  any  reasonable  time;  and  this  street  will  not  become  smooth  from  travel 
in  years  to  come,  if  left  as  it  is.  If  we  are  to  be  forced  to  pay  for  this  "  improve- 
ment," (?)  we  leave  it  to  your  honorable  body,  is  it  not  great  injustice  to  us  to  have 
to  pay  for  a  street  not  only  not  finished,  but  will  not  be  for  years,  if  left  in  its 
present  condition,  and,  too,  a  street  that  is  a  damage  to  our  property?  Our  street 
has  been  comparatively  fenced  up  for  two  years,  and  if  nothing  is  done,  will  be 
comparatively  fenced  up  for  years  to  come.  This  street  is  absolutely  needed  for  the 
use  of  all  of  our  citizens.  It  is  needed  especially  by  our  Fire  Department.  If  fin- 
ished and  made  smooth,  it  would  not  only  relieve  us  from  any  great  injustice,  but 
it  would  save  us  a  very  great  inconvenience.  It  would  supply  a  long  needed 
passage  north  and  south.  It  would  furnish  a  beautiful  drive  for  all  of  our  cit  zen*. 
It  would  beautify  our  city.  It  would  show  enterprise  and  thrift,  and  bespeak  the 
interest  your  honorable  body  hold  in  the  welfare  of  our  city. 

We  therefore  petition  you  that  you  will,  in  your  first  meeting,  consider  and  act 
upon  our  petition,  and  order  that  a  covering  of  fine  sand  and  gravel  be  spread  upon 
Tennessee  street,  and  order  the  Steam  Holler  to  be  run  over  it  and  roll  it  hard  and 
smooth.

The  following  report  from  the  City  Attorney  was  read  and  concurred 
in: 

6  Indianapolis,  Nov.  1st,  1880. 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — I  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  following  cases  have  been  disposed  of 
at  the  special  term  of  the  Superior  Court,  since  your  last  meeting: 

The  case  of  Annelda  K  Mortland,  administratrix,  vs.  The  City,  was  tried  by  a 
jury,  and  resulted  in  a  verdict  for  $500.00  against  the  city. 

This  was  an  action  for  damages  on  account  of  an  accident  to  Alex.  M.  Mortland, 
occurring  on  the  west  Michigan  street  fill,  which  resulted  in  his  death,  and  which 
accident  was  alleged  to  have  betn  caused  by  reason  of  the  negligence  of  the  city,  in 
not  providing  railings  at  the  sides  of  said  fill  to  prevent  accident  in  case  of  horses 
shying. 

The  case  was  tried  once  before,  and  resulted  in  a  verdict  for  the  defendant.  The 
plaintiff,  however,  obtained  a  new  trial,  and  the  last  trial  resulted  as  above  stated. 

The  case  is  one  which  is  liable  to  result  in  a  verdict  for  either  party,  depending 
largely  upon  the  complexion  of  the  jury  to  which  the  same  might  be  submitted.  I 
do  not,  under  all  the  circumstances,  think  it  advisable  to  ask  for  a  new  trial;  but  I 
have  made  a  motion  for  judgment  in  favor  of  the  city,  upon  the  special  findings  of 
the  jury.  The  court  has  overruled  the  motion,  and  proper  exception  has  been  en- 
tered. I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  ruling  of  the  court  on  this  motion,  is  not  in 
accordance  with  the  recent  rulings  of  tne  Supreme  Court,  and  I  therefore  recom- 
mend an  appeal. 

The  case  of  Dr.  F.  A.  Wagner  vs.  The  City,  was  tried  by  the  court,  and  resulted 
in  a  finding  judgment  for  the  defendant. 

This  was  an  action  wherein  the  plaintiff  claimed  some  $2,400.00  for  medical  ser- 
vices alleged  to  have  been  rendered  by  the  plaintiff*  to  the  prisoners  confined  in  the 
Station  House.

Is  the  petition  of  R.  S.  Fisher,  asking  for  the  refunding  of  $228.65,  with  six 
per  cent,  interest  thereon,  from  Feb.  12th,  1879 — the  same  being  the  amount  paid 
by  him  at  tax  sale  in  purchase  of  23  T9^  feet  west  side  lot  4,  and  27£  feet  east  side  of 
lot  5,  in  square  77,  upon  the  ground  that  said  real  estate,  at  the  time  the  taxes  for 
which  said  property  was  sold  were  assessed,  was  used  for  educational  purposes,  and 
therefore  not  subject  to  taxation,  and  the  sale  was  for  that  reason  void.

by  and  between  M.  R.  Clapp,  representing,  for  this  purpose,  the  Clapp  &  Jones 
Manufacturing  Company,  of  Hudson,  N.Y.,  the  party  of  the  first  part ;  and  City 
authorities  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  representing,  for  this  purpose,  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, the  party  of  the  second  part ;  whereby  it  is  agreed,  as  follows,  to-wit: 

That  said  Clapp  &  Jones  Manufacturing  Company  will  build  and  finish  for  said 
city  one  "  Crane  Neck  "  Double-Cylinder  Engine,  No.  2  in  size,  steam  fire  engine, 
in  accordance  with  the  specification  hereto  annexed;  and  will  also,  extraordinary 
hindrances  excepted,  deliVer  the  same  on  board  at  Indianapolis,  directed  to  said 

party  of  the  second  part,  on  or  about  the day  of ,  ,  next 

ensuing. 

Said  Clapp  &  Jones  Manufacturing  Company  warrant  the  material  and  work- 
manship on  said  engine  to  be  of  the  best  character,  and  agree  to  replace,  at  their 
own  expense,  such  parts,  if  any,  as  may  fail,  if  such  failure  is  properly  attributable 
to  defective  material  or  inferior  workmanship. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  agree,  that  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  arrival 
of  said  steam  fire-engine  at  Indianapolis,  it  shall  have  a  full  and  complete  trial  of 
its  working  powers,  under  the  superintendence  of  a  competent  engineer;  and  if 
said  engine  shall  then  prove  satisfactory  and  in  accordance  with  the  specifications, 
it  shall  be  accepted;  and  they  hereby  agree  to  pay  to  said  Clapp  &  Jones  Manu- 
facturing Company,  for  the  same,  the  sum  of  Thirty-eight  Hundred  and  Fifty- 
Dollars  cash,  or  its  equivalent. 

SPECIFICATION. 

This  engine  is  to  be  what  is  known  as  a  "  Crane  Neck"  Double  Cylinder,  No.  2 
in  size  (6,200  pounds). 

The  boiler  is  to  be  M.  R.  Clapp's  circulating  tubular,  latest  patent,  made  of  the 
best  boiler  plate  steel,  and  of  sufficient  strength  to  bear  twice  the  pressure  ever 
required  in  doing  fire  duty.  It  will  have  ample  steaming  capacity  to  keep  up  a 
full  head  of  steam  while  doing  the  heaviest  work.  (Steam  can  be  raised  from 
cold  water  in  three  to  five  minutes  from  the  time  of  lighting  the  fire.)     The  boiler 
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will  be  covered  with  Kussia  iron,  banded  with  nickel-plated  bands,  and  surmounted 
with  a  dome  of  Prince's  metal  and  German  silver. 

The  Steam  Cylinder  will  be  fitted  to  a  bed  plate  which  contains  all  steam  pass- 
ages, thus  preventing  leaky  joints  and  condensation  of  steam.  It  is  fitted  with 
self-adjusting  piston-paeking,  requiring  no  attention  from  the  engineer.  The 
steam  cylinder,  steam  chest  and  bed  plate  will  be  cased  in  brass,  nickel  plated. 

The  main  forcing  Pump  to  be  double-acting,  made  entirely  of  composition  (cop- 
per and  ti|n),  and  will  be  painted.  It  shall  be  so  constructed  that  it  can  be  taken 
apart,  and  put  together  again  in  a  very  few  minutes,  should  cleaning  or  repairs  be 
required.  There  will  be  two  discharge  gates ;  also,  a  circulating  or  churn  valve, 
for  the  purpose  of  feeding  the  boiler  when  the  streams  are  cut  off,  and  to  prevent 
freezing  in  extreme  cold  weather. 

The  large  copper  Air  Chamber  is  to  be  nickel-plated,  and  to  have  a  nickel- 
plated  water-pressure  gauge  attached. 

The  Safety  Valve,  a  late  improvement,  requiring  no  lever  and  scale,  Throttle 
Valve  and  Cross-head  to  be  of  fine  composition,  polished. 

Feed  Pump  (all  through),  eccentric  strap,  connecting  rod  bearings  and  pipe 
holders,  of  fine  composition,  to  be  polished. 

All  the  steel  and  iron  work  to  be  painted. 

The  working  parts  of  the  engine  are  in  all  cases  perfectly  fitted  and  polished. 

The  wheels  to  be  iron  or  wood,  as  desired,  made  of  selected  timber,  prepared 
in  the  best  manner,  painted  and  striped  with  gold.  The  fuel  pan  on  the  back  of 
the  boiler  will  be  large  enough  to  carry  coal  for  one  or  two  hours  running;  it  will 
be  painted  same  as  the  wheels. 

The  engine  to  be  fitted  to  be  drawn  by  horses.  There  will  be  a  pole  and  whiffle- 
trees  for  horses,  and  a  seat  for  driver.  The  brake  will  be  operated  from  the  fuel 
pan  if  the  engine  be  drawn  by  hand,  and  if  drawn  by  horses  to  be  operated  by  the 

foot  of  the  driver.

The  engine  shall  have  two  nickel-plated  steam  gauges ;  one  glass  water-gauge ; 
four  gauge-cocks;  one  surface  blow-cock  and  attachment  for  thaw-hose;  one  signal 
whistle;  one  variable  exhaust  nozzle,  and  steam  jet;  two  Fire  Department  lan- 
terns, nickel-plated;  two  nickel-plated  coach  lamps  or  torches  on  the  boiler;  two 
name-plates,  which,  together  with  the  glass  in  the  lamps,  will  be  engraved  as 
desired.  The  engine  will  be  supplied  with  twenty  feet  of  suction,  one  suction 
basket,  two  brass  hose-pipes;  five  nozzles,  various  sizes;  one  pipe  holder;  one 
piece  thaw-hose,  with  nozzle.  Also,  all  necessary  tools  required  for  working  an 
engine,  such  as  oil  can,  fire-shovel,  poker,  wrenches,  etc  ;  also,  box  for  tools.  Size 
of  steam  cylinder  to  be  7  inches  diameter,  7  inches  stroke ;  pump  to  be  4f  inches 
diameter,  7  inches  stroke;  front  wheels  to  be  48  inches  high;  rear  wheels  to  be  60 
inches  high;  tire,  2f  inches  wide.  The  axles,  frame-work  and  braces  of  this  engine 
will  be  made  of  Bessemer  steel.

3d.  Is  a  petition  of  E.  Rauh,  and  others,  asking  that  all  real  estate  lying  within 
the  corporate  limits  south  of  the  Belt  Railway,  and  east  of  White  River,  be  thrown 
out  of  the  city  limits,  and  restored  to  the  county  and  township  government. 

On  examination,  we  find  the  boundary  lines  of  the  city  are  not  shown  in  a  satis- 
factory manner.

The  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  through  Councilman  Morrison, 
submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  received,  and  the  recommen- 
dations severally  concurred  in : 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  to  whom  sundry  papers  were 
referred,  would  report  thereon  as  follows: 

1st.     Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be,  and  is  hereby,  directed  to  fill 
the  chuck-holes  with  gravel  in  Market  street,  from  Noble  street  to  Arsenal  avenue. 
Recommend  the  work  be  not  done. 

2d.     Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  fill  the  chuck-holes  on  west  Mich- 
igan street,  from  the  race  bridge  to  "White  River  bridge. 
Recommend  the  work  be  done. 

3d.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  b©  directed  to  clean  the  gutters, 
.and  fill  with  gravel  the  chuck-holes  on  First  street,  between  Illinois  and  Pennsyl- 
vania streets. 

Recommend  the  work  be  done. 
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4th.     Is  a  motion  that  the  St  eet  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  place   gravel 
around  cistern-cap,  on  Prospect  street,  at  end  of  Linden  street. 
Recommend  the  work  be  done. 

5th      Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  re-gravel  the 
first  alley  south  of  Coburn  street,  between  Madison  avenue  and  East  street. 
Recommend  a  small  amount  of  gravel  be  put  in  the  bad  chuck-holes. 

6th.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  be  instructed  to  put 
roller  Romeo  in  condition  to  roll  Tennessee  street,  by  cutting  it  in  two  or  other- 
wise.

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REPORTS,    ETC.,    FROM    COMMITTEES. 

The  Judiciary  Committee,  through  Councilman  Lamb,  submitted  the 
following  report;  which  was  concurred  in: 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Dec.  6th,  1880. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  together  with  the  City  Attorney,  to 
whom  was  referred  sundry  papers,  report  thereon  as  follows,  to- wit : 

The  first  is  the  estimate  as  reported  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  in  favor  of  R.  P. 
Dunning  and  James  W.  Hudson,  for  grading  and  bouldering  West  street,  in  front 
of  what  is  known  as  Greenlawn  Cemetery,  and  by  said  estimate  the  improvement 
is  charged  to  the  city,  and  referred  to  your  Committee  to  ascertain  if  said  money 
is  justly  due  the  contractors  from  the  city,  and,  if  paid  by  the  city,  whether  it  will 
not,  or  can  not,  be  held  as  a  lien  on  said  property. 

]n  the  estimate  there  is  no  description  of  the  property  charged  for  this  improve- 
ment, but  described,  simply,  as  so  many  feet  on  West  street.  If  the  money  was 
paid  on  this  estimate,  it  is  plain  the  city  could  not  hold  the  claim  as  a  lien  on  any 
property,  as  there  is  no  description  of  any  property  in  the  estimate  (as  the  statute 
requires)  to  entitle  any  one  to  a  precept.  If  the  estimate  was  corrected  so  as  to 
accurately  describe  the  property  fronting  on  the  line  of  the  street  improved,  still 
the  city  could  not  pay  it,  and  hold  the  claim  as  a  lien  on  the  property.  If  the  con- 
tractors should  sell  the  property,  to  satisfy  thair  lien,  the  city  could  not  purchase 
it  and  acquire  a  good  title,  for  this  would  be  the  city  purchasing  the  property  at 
her  own  sale,  which  would  be  clearly  void.  If  there  is  any  private  property  at 
this  point,  to  be  charged  with  this  improvement,  the  city  can  not  have  anything  to 
do  with  the  claim,  for  the  reason  that  there  is  no  provision  of  our  city  charter 
authorizing  the  city  to  pay  street  improvement  liens  on  private  property.  Such  a 
proceeding  would  be  clearly  unlawful,  and  the  payment  of  such  a  claim  by  the 
city  might  be  enjoined  at  the  instance  of  any  tax-payer  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis^ 
The  only  question  in  the  case  is,  is  Greenlawh  Cemetery  private  or  public 
grounds?  If  private  property,  there  is  a  lien  in  favor  of  the  contractors  upon  the 
property  fronting  by  front  line  upon  West  street,  and  it  should  be  sold  to  pay  the 
claim.  It  follows,  also,  if  it  is  private  individual  grounds,  the  estimate  has  been 
improperly  made  out  against  the  city,  as  there  is  no  legal  liability  against  the  city 
to  pay  it. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  this  is  public  property,  the  city  is  liable  and  should  pay 
the  claim.     What  are  the  facts  ? 

The  ground,  at  the  point  on  West  street,  where  this  improvement  was  made, 
was  once  a  part  of  out-lot  number  one  hundred  and  thirty -four  (134.)  It  was 
owned  by  Edwin  J.  Peck.  In  February,  1852,  he  platted  the  ground  as  a  private 
cemetery.  (See  plat  book  1,  page  92.)  He  dedicated  nothing  to  the  public;  but 
was  the  absolute  owner  of  every  drive,  walk  and  lot,  after  the  subdivision,  just  as 
he  was  before  the  subdivision,  subject,  of  course,  to  the  right  of  lot  owners  to  use 
the  walks  and  drives.  So  it  has  remained  to  this  day,  except  when  he  may  have 
sold  private  lots  to  individuals.  In  platting  the  ground  there  was  left  a  strip  of 
land  four  (4)  feet  in  width,  between  the  lots  proper  and  West  street.  This  strip  of 
land  fronts,  by  its  front  line,  on  the  street  improved,  and  is  owned  by  the  heirs  of 
Edwin  J.  Peck.     This  is  liable  for  the  street  improvement. 

It  is  true,  the  city  has  for  some  years  held  a  supervision  over  Greenlawn  Ceme- 
tery; has  appointed  a  sexton  to  take  care  of  the  grounds,  and  paid  him  for  his 
services  out  of  public  monies  by  appropriation  from  city  treasury.  But  while  the 
city  has  thus  exercised  a  supervising  care  over  Greenlawn,  the  title  thereto  is  a 
private,  individual  one.  As  there  appears  to  be  private  property  fronting  on  the 
line  of  this  improvement,  upon  which  there  is  a  lien  in  favor  of  the  contractors, 
we  recommend  that  the  claim  be  not  paid  by  the  city,  except  for  twenty  six  (26) 
feet  on  north  side,  which  is  occupied  as  a  street  by  the  city,  as  it  would  be  a  wrong- 
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ful  appropriation  of  city  funds  to  pay  a  street  improvement  lien  on  private  indi- 
vidual property.  We  recommend  the  estimate  to  be  corrected  so  as  to  be  in  accord 
with  the  facts. 

The  second  is  a  petition  of  Josiah  C.  Willits,  showing  that  in  the  years  1876  and 
1877,  he  was  the  owner  of  lot  two  (2,)  in  square  three  (3,)  in  Waldo's  subdivision 
of  out-lot  No.  158. 

That  in  the  year  1876,  said  lot  was  assessed  for  taxation  at  $400,  and  $400  addi- 
tional for  improvements,  when,  in  fact,  there  was  n©  improvements  upon  said  lot 
in  the  year  1876. 

Further,  that  in  the  year  1877,  said  Jot  was  valued,  appraised  and  listed  for  taxa- 
tion at  $350,  and  at  $350  additional  for  improvements,  when,  in  fact,  there  was  a 
stable  upon  the  lot  worth  not  more  than  $75,  in  the  year  1877. 

The  petitioner  further  shows  that  said  lot  was  sold  for  the  taxes  assessed  against 
him,  including  the  erroneous  assessments,  aforesaid,  on  the  13th  day  of  February, 
1880,  and  sold  to  S.  A.  Fletcher  &  Co.,  for  $57.46,  he  at  the  time  having  a  large 
amount  of  personal  property  in  his  possession  as  owner. 

Petitioner  asks  that  said  sale  be  set  aside  and  money  refunded  to  S.  A.  Fletcher 
&  Co.,  with  interest,  and  that  the  City  Assessor  and  Treasurer  may  be  ordered  to 
cancel  and  set  aside  the  erroneous  assessments  for  improvements,  and  re-assess  the 
same  without  any  charge  for  improvements  for  the  year  1876,  and  for  real  value  of 
improvement  for  year  1877. 

Your  committee  report,  that  the  erroneous  assessment  for  improvements  for  the 
year  1876,  be  cancelled,  and  the  property  be  re-assessed,  without  improvements. 

That  the  alleged  error,  for  the  year  1877,  is  a  matter  not  to  be  corrected  by  the 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  but  by  the  Board  of  Equalization.  The  peti- 
tioner shows  that  there  was  improvements  on  the  lot  for  this  year,  which  he  values 
at  $75  in  his  petition,  but  he  says  it  was  valued  at  $350,  which  was  more  than  the 
improvements  were  worth.  '  Clearly  this  is  an  error  we  can  not  correct,  but  one 
which  petitioner  should  have  had  corrected  by  the  Board  of  Equalization. 

When  the  petitioner  shall  pay  the  true  and  correct  amount  of  taxes  due  for  the 
years  for  which  said  property  was  sold  into  the  city  treasury,  we  recommend  that 
the  alledged  sale  of  said  lot  to  S.  A.  Fletcher  &  Co.,  be  set  aside,  and  the  City 
Treasurer  pay  back  to  S.  A.  Fletcher  &  Co.,  the  money  paid  by  them  for  said  lot 
at  said  sale,  without  interest,  upon  surrender  by  them  of  their  certificate  of  pur- 
chase.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen : — Your  committee,  together  with  the  Mayor  and  City  Attorney,  to- 
whom  was  referred  G.  O.  43,  1880,  and  the  petition  of  Messrs,  Crocker  and  Becker, 
presented  to  this  body  at  a  meeting  held  November  8,  1880,  and  upon  which  we 
presented  a  report  at  a  meeting  held  November  15,  1880;  which  report,  together 
with  the  ordinance  and  petition,  was  referred  back  to  this  committee  for  further  in- 
vestigation, respectfully  report  :  That  after  further  caretul  examination  we  find 
no  reason  for  changing  the  opinion  expressed  in  the  report  heretofore  made.  Up- 
on the  invitation  of  Mr.  Becker,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Health,  the  chair- 
man of  your  committee,  and  Dr.  I.  C.  "Walker,  as  the  representative  of  outside- 
parties,  visited  the  establishment  of  Messrs.  Toby  &  Booth,  in  Chicago,  where  they 
saw  in  operation  an  apparatus  similar  in  character  to  that  proposed  to  be  used  by 
Messrs.  Crocker  &  Becker,  but  far  less  perfect  in  its  arrangement. 

Upon  the  information  heretofore  given  your  committee,  we  felt  perfeatly  safe  in 
making  the  recommendation  we  did  in  the  report  submitted  at  the  last  meeting, 
but  with  the  facts  now  before  us  we  are  prepared  not  only  to  reaffirm  the  opinion 
expressed  in  our  last  report,  but  to  say  further,  that,  with  any  reasonable  degree  of 
care,  the  proposed  work  can  be  carried  on  without  being  a  nuisance.  In  our  opin- 
ion, the  enterprise  should  not  only  be  permitted  but  should  be  encouraged.  In  our 
opinion,  if  the  enterprise  is  managed  in  the  manner  proposed,  it  will  very  greatly 
improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  western  part  of  the  city.  The  deleterious 
effects  consequent  upon  the  decomposition  of  large  quantities  of  blood  and  other 
animal  matters,  for  many  years  being  poured  into  White  Kiver,  from  the  slaugh- 
ter houses,  has  given  the  Board  of  Health  no  little  trouble  and  anxiety. 

It  has  been  found  to  be  quite  impossible  to  get  this  matter  away  from  the  city  in 
any  better  way — bad  as  it  is — than  to  let  it  run  in  the  river.  Of  course,  it  might 
be  hauled  away  to  the  Sellers  Farm,  but  the  great  expense  necessary  to  dispose  of 
it  in  this  way  has  made  it  impossible  for  the  Board  of  Health,  by  any  power  at 
their  command,  to  enforce  any  such  requiiement.  And,  even  if  this  could  be 
done,  it  is  a  question  that  admits  of  some  doubt  as  to  whether  this  would  be  any 
improvement,  so  far  as  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  western  part  of  the  city  is 
concerned,  upon  the  present  method  of  disposing  of  it,  unless  it  could  be,  when 
there,  disposed  of  in  a  very  different  way  from  that  which  has  been  the  custom  at 
the  Sellers  Farm. 

The  proposed  enterprise  of  Messrs.  Crocker  &  Becker,  opens  up  the  way  for  the 
disposal  of  such  matters  as  have  found  their  way  from  the  slaughter  houses  into 
the  river,  not  only  without  injury  to  any  one,  but  by  converting  them  into  articles 
of  commercial  value,  to  the  great  advantage  of  the  industries  of  the  city,  in  thus 
furnishing  employment  to  a  large  number  of  men,  and  giving  value  to  that  which 
has  heretofore  been  a  nuisance. 

In  order,  however,  that  the  public  naay  be  protected  from  any  possible  injury  or 
discomfort  that  might  arise  from  want  of  care  on  the  part  of  the  proprietors  of 
this  enterprise,  we  respectfully  report  the  accompanying  ordinance,  and  recom- 
mend that  it  be  substituted  for  G.  O.  43,  1880,  and  that  it  be  passed.

The  petitioner  says  that  she  is  yet  disabled  and  rendered  a  cripple,  and  incapaci- 
tated from  hard  labor,  by  reason  of  said  injuries;  that  on  account  thereof  she  is 
prevented  from  working  and  sustaining  herself  and  family,  as  she  otherwise  might; 
that  her  husband  recently  met  with  an  accident  which  kept  him  from  work,  and 
on  his  recovery,  found  that  his  place  had  been  given  to  another,  and  he  is  now  un- 
able to  get  any  work  to  do,  or  even  anything  to  support  their  family;  that  peti- 
tioner has  four  children,  none  of  them  old  enough  to  assist  in  gaining  a  living ;  and 
that  in  consequence  of  her  husband's  said  sickness,  and  her  own  disabled  condition, 
they  have  for  some  two  or  three  weeks  past  been  unable  to  get  sufficient  food  for 
themselves  and  children  to  eat,  or  fuel  to  keep  them  from  freezing;  and  that  peti- 
tioner has  recently  been  compelled  to  obtain  fuel  from  the  township  trustee  in  order 
to  prevent  their  children  from  freezing  to  death.  The  petitioner  further  repre- 
sents that  she  is  informed  that  the  only  question  which  the  defendant's  counsel  ever 
pretended  that  said  judgment  could  be  reversed  on,  was  upon  the  answers  to  cer- 
tain interrogatories  propounded  to  the  jury  by  the  defendant  on  the  trial  of  the 
case  at  the  Special  Term,  and  to  the  ruling  at  the  General  Term.  On  that  point 
she  now  asks  your  honors  special  attention,  as  it  is  set  forth  in  the  opinion  afore- 
said.    The  petitioner  says  further  that  she  is  informed  that  the  attorneys  of  defend- 
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ant  have  little  or  no  expectation  that  said  cause  will  be  reversed  even  if  appelead 
to  the  Supreme  Court;  but  that  such  appeal,  if  taken,  is  meant  to  gain  time  and  de- 
lay payment  to  her  as  long  as  possible.  She  says,  further,  that  she  and  her  husband 
have  done  and  are  doing  all  they  can  to  make  a  living  and  support  themselves,  and 
that  notwithstanding  petitioner's  said  injuries  and  disabilities,  she  has  done  every- 
thing she  could,  working  when  she  was  even  unable  to  do  so,  to  help  support  her 
said  family.  Wherefore  the  petitioner  prays  that  the  said  judgment  be  paid  to  her 
and  not  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court,  for  as  much  as  such  delay  in  payment  is 
only  adding  unnecessary  cost  to  the  defendant,  and  working  injustice  and  damage 
to  the  petitioner.

The  City  or  Indianapolis.  J 

This  is  an  action  against  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  injuries  received  by  falling 
into  a  cistern  negligently  permitted  to  remain  open  and  unguarded,  by  the  corpo- 
rate authorities.     Verdict  and  judgment  against  the  city. 

The  appellant  affirms  that  the  complaint  is  bad,  because  it  does  not  allege  that 
the  plaintiff  had  no  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  the  dangerous  opening.  I  do  not 
think  it  is  necessary  for  the  plaintiff  in  cases  of  this  class  to  specifically  allege  that 
he  had  no  notice  of  the  defect.  The  cases  cited  by  the  appellant  bear  upon  a  ques- 
tion of  evidence,  and  not  upon  a  question  of  pleading.  The  complaint  contains  the 
averment  that  there  was  no  fault  or  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff,  and  this 
the  demurer  admits.  With  this  allegation  taken  as  true,  the  appellant  cannot  just- 
ly complain  that  the  complaint  was  fatally  defective. 

It  is  also  insisted  that  the  second  paragraph  of  the  complaint  is  bad,  because  it 
shows  that  the  hole  or  cistern  into  which  the  plaintiff  fell,  was  outside  of  the  line 
of  the  street,  therefore  bad.  Counsel  do  not,  as  I  think,  give  the  allegations  of  the 
complaint  thf^ir  just  constructive  effect.  The  paragraph  in  question  not  only 
charge  knowledge,  but  also  charges  that  the  dangerous  place  was  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  two  streets  of  the  city,  and  only  ten  inches  from  the  line  of  the  sidewalk. 
It  is  well  settled — so  well  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  cite  authorities — that  a  munici- 
pal corporation  is  liable  for  negligently  and  knowingly  permitting  a  dangerous 
place  in  close  proximity  to  a  public  street  to  remain  unprotected. 

The  council  insist  that  there  is  such  a  conflict  between  the  general  verdict  and 
the  answers  to  interrogatories,  that  the  former  must  yield.  It  is  true  that  the  jury 
find  that  the  plaintiff  could  have  seen  the  hole  had  she  been  looking  in  that  direc- 
tion, but  this  does  not  give  us  the  right  to  infer  as  against  the  general  verdict,  that 
she  was  negligent.  We  have  indeed  no  right  at  all  to  make  inferences  for  the 
purpose  of  overthrowing  the  general  verdict;  on  the  contrary,  as  was  said  in  one 
case,  "the  general  verdict  should  be  sustained  unless  there  is  an  irreconcilable  cou- 
flict."  The  cases  which  hold  that  one  about  to  cross  a  railway  track  must  stop  and 
use  his  eyes  and  ears,  convey  the  doctrine  of  contributary  negligence  to  its  utmost 
verge,  and  I  am,  for  my  part,  unwilling  to  apply  it  to  a  traveler  walking  upon  a 
public  street.  It  is  now  acknowledged  law  that  a  traveler  has  a  right  to  presume 
that  the  corporate  authorities  have  done  their  duty,  and  made  the  streets  safe.  We 
cannot  say  with  a  general  verdict  confronting  us,  that  the  omission  to  look  in  ad- 
vance is  in  itself  such  negligence  as  will  preclude  a  recovery.  We  have  carefully 
examined  the  instructions,  and  think  that  they  clearly  and  fairly  express  settled 
and  familiar  rules  of  law.     I  am  for  affirmance.

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Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Dec.  6th,  1880' 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  together  with  the  City  Attorney,  to 
whom  was  referred  sundry  papers,  report  thereon  as  follows,  to- wit  : 

The  first  is  the  estimate  as  reported  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  in  favor  of  R.  P. 
Dunning  and  James  W.  Hudson,  for  grading  and  bouldering  West  street,  in  front 
of  what  is  known  as  Greenlawn  Cemetery,  and  by  said  estimate  the  improvement 
is  charged  to  the  city,  and  referred  to  your  Committee  to  ascertain  if  said  money 
is  justly  due  the  contractors  from  the  city,  and,  if  paid  by  the  city,  whether  it  will 
not,  or  can  not,  be  held  as  a  lien  on  said  property. 

In  the  estimate  there  is  no  description  of  the  property  charged  for  this  improve* 
ment,  but  described,  simply,  as  so  many  feet  on  West  street.  If  the  money  was- 
paid  on  this  estimate,  it  is  plain  the  city  could  not  hold  the  claim  as  a  lien  on  any 
property,  as  there  is  no  description  of  any  property  in  the  estimate  (as  the  statute 
requires)  to  entitle  any  one  to  a  precept.  If  the  estimate  was  corrected  so  as  to 
accurately  describe  the  property  fronting  on  the  line  of  the  street  improved,  still 
the  city  could  not  pay  it,  and  hold  the  claim  as  a  lien  on  the  property.  If  the  con- 
tractors should  sell  the  property,  to  satisfy  thsir  lien,  the  city  could  not  purchase 
it  and  acquire  a  good  title,  for  this  would  be  the  city  purchasing  the  property  at 
her  own  sale,  which  would  be  clearly  void.  If  there  is  any  private  property  at 
this  point,  to  be  charged  with  this  improvement,  the  city  can  not  have  anything  to 
do  with  the  claim,  for  the  reason  that  there  is  no  provision  of  our  city  charter 
authorizing  the  city  to  pay  street  improvement  liens  on  private  property.  Such  a 
proceeding  would  be  clearly  unlawful,  and  the  payment  of  such  a  claim  by  the- 
city  might  be  enjoined  at  the  instance  of  any  tax-payer  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis. 
The  only  question  in  the  case  is,  is  Greenlawn  Cemetery  private  or  public 
grounds?  If  private  property,  there  is  a  lien  in  favor  of  the  contractors  upon  t he- 
property  fronting  by  front  line  upon  West  street,  and  it  should  be  sold  to  pay  the 
claim.  It  follows,  also,  if  it  is  private  individual  grounds,  the  estimate  has  been 
improperly  made  out  against  the  city,  as  there  is  no  legal  liability  against  the  city 
to  pay  it. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  this  is  public  property,  the  city  is  liable  and  should  pay 
the  claim.     What  are  the  facts? 

The  ground,  at  the  point  on  West  street,  where  this  improvement  was  mader 
was  once  a  part  of  out-lot  number  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  (134.)  It  was 
owned  by  Edwin  J.  Peck.  In  February,  1852,  he  platted  the  ground  as  a  private 
cemetery.  (See  plat  book  1,  page  92)  He  dedicated  nothing  to  the  public;  but 
was  the  absolute  owner  of  every  drive,  walk  and  lot,  after  the  subdivision,  just  as- 
he  was  before  the  subdivision,  subject,  of  course,  to  the  right  of  lot  owners  to  use 
the  walks  and  drives.  So  it  has  remained  to  this  day,  except  when  he  may  have 
sold  private  lots  to  individuals.  In  platting  the  ground  there  was  left  a  strip  of 
land  four  (4)  feet  in  width,  between  the  lots  proper  and  West  street.  This  strip  of 
land  fronts,  by  its  front  line,  on  the  street  improved,  and  is  owned  by  the  heirs  of 
Edwin  J.  Peck.     This  is  liable  for  the  street  improvement. 

It  is  true,  the  city  has  for  some  years  held  a  supervision  over  Greenlawn  Ceme- 
tery; has  appointed  a  sexton  to  take  care  of  the  grounds,  and  paid  him  for  his- 
services  out  of  public  monies  by  appropriation  from  city  treasury.  But  while  the 
city  has  thus  exercised  a  supervising  care  over  Greenlawn,  the  title  thereto  is  a 
private,  individual  one.  As  there  appears  to  be  private  property  fronting  on  the 
line  of  this  improvement,  upon  which  there  is  a  lien  in  favor  of  the  contractors, 
we  recommend  that  the  claim  be  not  paid  by  the  city,  except  for  twenty  six  (26) 
feet  on  north  side,  which  is  occupied  as  a  street  by  the  city,  as  it  would  be  a  wrong- 
ful appropriation  of  city  funds  to  pay  a  street  improvement  lien  on  private  indi- 
vidual property.  We  recommend  the  estimate  to  be  corrected  so  as  to  be  in  accord 
with  the  facts. 

The  second  is  a  petition  of  Josiah  C.  Willits,  showing  that  in  the  years  1876  and 
1877,  he  was  the  owner  of  lot  two  (2,)  in  square  three  (3.)  in  Waldo's  subdivision 
of  out-lot  No.  158.

&  Co.,  with  interest,  and  that  the  City  Assessor  and  Treasurer  may  be  ordered  to 
cancel  and  set  aside  the  erroneous  assessments  for  improvements,  and  re-assess  the 
same  without  any  charge  for  improvements  for  the  year  1876,  and  for  real  value  of 
improvement  for  year  1877. 

Your  committee  report,  that  the  erroneous  assessment  for  improvements  for  the 
year  1876,  be  cancelled,  and  the  property  be  re-assessed,  without  improvements. 

That  the  alleged  error,  for  the  year  1877,  is  a  matter  not  to  be  corrected  by  the 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  but  by  the  Board  of  Equalization.  The  peti- 
tioner shows  that  there  was  improvements  on  the  lot  for  this  year,  which  he  values 
at  $75  in  his  petition,  but  he  says  it  was  valued  at  $350,  which  was  more  than  the 
improvements  were  worth.  Clearly  this  is  an  error  we  can  not  correct,  but  one 
which  petitioner  should  have  had  corrected  by  the  Board  of  Equalization.

Gentlemen: — Your  Joint  Committees  on  Finance  and  Public  Property,  together 
with  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  to  whom  was  referred  a  communication  of 
Samuel  J.  Patterson,  relative  to  the  city  purchasing  a  certain  piece  of  property 
known  as  Patterson's  Bar,  would  report: 

On  examination,  we  find  that  under  the  present  existing  indebtedness  of  the  city, 
we  are  precluded  from  action  by  the  following  Act,  passed  by  the  Legislature  Feb. 
13,  1877,  viz: 

"An  Act  regulating  the  indebtedness  of  Cities,  &c. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  the  aggregate  indebtedness,  funded  or 
otherwise,  of  any  city  of  this  State,  having  a  voting  population  of  over  sixteen 
thousand,  as  shown  by  the  votes  cast  for  Governor  at  the  last  preceding  election, 
amounts  to,  or  exceeds  two  per  cent,  upon  the  taxables  borne  upon  the  city  tax  du- 
plicate for  the  current  year,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  increase  such  indebtness  in  any 
manner  or  form  whatever,  except  only  by  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  the 
revenue  of  the  then  current  year,  and  not  exceeding  two-thirds  of  the  amount  of 
the  city  tax  duplicate  for  the  preceding  year,  payable  out  of  said  revenue,  and 
within  the  current  year;  and  no  temporary,  or  other  loan  upon  the  revenue  of  any 
year  thereafter,  shall  be  made,  until  all  temporary  loans  upon  the  revenue  of  any 
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preceding  year  have  been  fully  paid;  and  any  ordinance  or  resolution,  warrant, 
certificate,  obligation,  note,  contract,  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness,  by  whom- 
soever made,  or  in  whatsoever  form,  to  increase  the  indebtedness  of  any  such  city, 
except  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  absolutely  null  and  void."

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — At  a  meeting  of  the  Common  Council  held  December  20,  1880,  the 
following  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Police  Board: 

"  A'esoLved,  That  the  Police  Board  be,  and  is  hereby,  directed  to  pay  patrolmen 
known  as  {  extras  '  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  day,  providing  that  the  number  of 
such  extras  shall  not  exceed  five  at  any  one  time  " 

We  have  fully  considered  the  resolution,  and  report  that  we  are  of  the  opinion 
that  such  compensation  would  be  right  and  proper.  Should  five  extras  be  con- 
stantly employed  and  none  of  the  regulars  be  absent  from  duty,  the  cost  would  be 
$1,825.00  per  year.  But  at  such  times  as  any  of  the  regular  force  failed  to  per- 
form duty,  the  extras  would  be  called  on  to  supply  the  vacancy,  and  the  pay  pro- 
vided lor  in  this  resolution  would  be  saved,  as  the  extra  would  receive  the  same 
pay  which  otherwise  would  have  been  credited  to  the  regular.  Judging  from  past 
experience  we  have  estimated  the  additional  expense  to  the  city  would  accrue- 
under  this  resolution  at  about  $1,200.00.  For  the  remainder  of  the  current  year 
the  expense  would  not  exceed  $500.00. 

It  is  necessary  to  have  about  five  extras  on  the  roll  to  supply  the  places  of  such 
of  the  regulars  as  may  be  sick,  or  from  any  cause  absent  from  duty,  and  also  that 
we  may  have  men  in  training  for  regular  service  when  vacancies  occur.  These 
extras  are  required  to  report  at  roll  call  each  day,  and  are  thereby,  to  a  great  ex- 
tent, prevented  from  engaging  in  any  other  occupation.  We  are  therefore  of  the 
opinion  that  they  should  be  paid  at  least  one  dollar  per  day  for  each  day  they  may 
report  for  duty.  The  outlay,  as  shown,  would  not  be  large.  Small  however  as  it 
is,  it  was  not  taken  into  consideration  in  making  up  the  estimate  for  the  pay  of 
police  for  the  current  year,  and  we  do  not  feel  authorized  to  make  the  expenditure 
without  the  order  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen. 

We  recommend  the  passage  of  the  resolution  as  a  matter  of  justice  to  the  worthy 
men  who  are  now  doing  duty  as  "extras"  without  adequate  compensation.

The  Board  of  Health  submitted  the  following  further  report;  which 
was  received : 

To  the  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.: 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  your  honorable  body,  the  Board 
of  Health  of  this  city  has  been  making  some  examination  of  the  quality  of  water 
furnished  the  city  by  the  Indianapolis  Water  Works  Company 

We  have  secured  the  service  of  Thomas  C.  VanNoys,  M.  D.,  Professor  of  Chem- 
istry in  the  Indiana  State  University,  in  making  an  exhaustive  and  critical  qualita- 
tive and  quantitative  analysis  of  various  specimens  of  water  from  hydrants  in  the 
city,  from  the  well  at  Water  Works,  from  the  river  in  front  of  the  works,  and 
from  the  river  a  few  miles  north  of  the  city. 

These  analysises  are  not  quite  complete,  and  we  are  ignorant  of  their  results. 
We  shall  be  able,  however,  to  lay  them  before  you  soon,  probably  at  your  next 
meeting.  While  we  are  unable  to  present  you  a  complete  table  of  the  results  of 
his  examination,  yet  we  are  fully  justified  in  expressing  our  opinion  that  the  quality 
of  water  furnished  our  citizens  for  the  past  three  months  is  not  such  as  is  condu- 
cive to  good  health.  An  almost  universal  complaint  was  made  about  the  quality 
of  water  furnished  during  November  and  December  last,  and  numerous  cases  of 
serious  sickness  were  attributed  to  its  use. 
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The  Board  of  Health  desire  to  be  just,  and  we  should  very  much  hesitate  to 
recommend  anything  that  would  embarress  or  annoy  any  corporation,  yet  in  justice 
to  our  position  as  the  conservators  of  the  health  of  this  city,  we  can  only  pronounce 
the  present  supply  of  hydrant  water  frequently  utterly  unfit  for  use,  for  either  do- 
mestic, cooking  or  drinking  purposes.  This  conclusion  is  founded  upon  the  exam- 
ination of  numerous  specimens  of  the  water  as  furnished  us  by  citizens,  by  personal 
observations,  and  by  visiting  and  examining  the  river  at  the  Water  Works  while 
it  has  been  frozen  over.  We  found  the  water  immediately  over  the  filter  literally 
full  of  animal  matter  in  the  shape  of  pieces  of  the  intestines  and  other  organs  of 
hogs,  and  masses  of  hogs  hair  and  other  products  that  only  wanted  a  higher  tem- 
perature to  become  extramely  offensive. 

The  Board  of  Health  have  in  their  possession  certificates  showing  that  there 
was  taken  from  a  hydrant  in  a  store  on  Washington  street  a  mass  of  hog  hair  with 
the  epidermes  attached,  p  oving  conclusively  that  it  was  in  the  same  condition  as 
when  taken  from  the  hog.  We  have  another  certificate  from  one  of  our  well- 
known  business  men  that  the  water  passing  through  the  hydrant  in  his  office  was 
very  filthy,  offensive,  and  mixed  with  blood.  On  several  occasions  we  have  had 
a  sample  of  water  from  the  hydrant,  and  a  certificate  from  one  of  our  best-known 
physicians,  which  shows  that  the  water  furnished  by  the  hydrant  in  his  house  was 
utterly  unfit  for  any  domestic  or  family  use.  We  also  have  a  certificate  from  the 
employes  of  one  of  the  most  extensive  hotels  that  from  the  pipes  supplying  a  part 
of  the  hotel  with  water  from  the  Water  Works  there  was  taken  a  pieee  of  intestine 
(gut)  eight  inches  long  and  weighing  half  a  pound.  There  was  no  possible  means 
by  which  this  could  have  reached  there  only  through  the  pipes  from  the  Water 
Works. 

We  might  add  much  more  information  that  we  have  derived  during  the  past 
few  weeks,  but  deem  it  unnecessary. 

We  can  only  add  that  we  regard  it  imperative  upon  the  city  authorities  to,  as 
speedily  as  possible,  devise  some  method  by  which  this  evil  can  be  corrected.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned  respectfully  show  to  your  honorable  bodies: 

i. 

1st.  That  they  were  duly  appointed  by  the  Judge  of  the  Civil  Circuit  Court  of 
Marion  County,  Indiana,  to  act  as  Commissioners  to  assess  damages  and  benefits 
accruing  to  the  owners  of  lands  and  lots  through  which  any  street  is  proposed  to 
be  constructed  or  altered,  or  any  building  appropriated,  or  through  which  any 
creek  or  water  course  is  proposed  to  be  straightened,  or  of  which  the  course  is  pro- 
posed to  be  altered. 

2d.  They  did,  as  required  by  law,  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  and  affirmation 
by  law  required.

Gentlemen: — Your  Special  Joint  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  motion 
to  report  some  plan  whereby  the  city  could  build  a  market  house  and  hall  on  the 
East  Market  space,  have  carefully  considered  the  matter  and  find  no  possible  way 
by  which  the  building  can  be  erected  unless  provided  for  as  hereinafter  recom- 
mended, it  requiring  all  of  the  present  revenue  to  run  the  several  departments  of 
the  City  Government;  and  believing  that  such  a  building  erected  en  the  East 
Market  space  would  be  a  great  benefit  to  the  city,  and  a  source  of  revenue,  we 
therefore  submit  the  following  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  same: 
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1st.  That  a  building  be  erected  to  cost  not  to  exceed  $225,000,  $75,000  of  which 
can  be  fealized  from  the  sale  of  the  Tomlinson  estate,  including  the  amount  now 
on  hand ;  the  balance,  $150,000.00,  to  be  raised  by  the  issuing  of  city  bonds,  run- 
ning 1,  2,  3,  4  and  5  years,  the  amount  of  each  bond,  $30,000,  to  be  raised  annu- 
ally by  a  special  tax  levy. 

2d.  That  the  City  Attorney  be,  and,  on  the  adoption  of  this  report,  is  instructed 
to  draft  a  bill  and  have  the  same  presented  to  the  Legislature,  authorizing  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  to  issue  such  bonds,  upon  the  approval  of  the  voters  of  the  city  at 
the  election  to  be  held  in  May  for  city  officers. 

3d.  That  after  said  bill  shall  have  passed  the  Legislature,  that  the  city  author- 
ities submit  the  question  to  the  voters  at  the  coming  May  election  for  and  against 
the  issuing  of  such  bonds;  and  should  a  majority  vote  in  the  affirmative,  that  the 
city  place  upon  the  market  said  bonds  for  sale;  and  that  the  work  be  commenced 
as  soon  as  plans  and  specifications  for  the  building  can  be  procured. 

4th.  That  the  revenue  derived  from  the  building  be  used  in  taking  up  of  th& 
bonds,  so  far  as  such  revenue  will  go.

Gentlemen: — At  a  meeting  of  the  Common  Council  held  December  20,  1880,  the 
following  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Police  Board : 

u  A'esolved,  That  the  Police  Board  be,  and  is  hereby,  directed  to  pay  patrolmen 
known  as  '  extras  '  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  day,  providing  that  the  number  of 
such  extras  shall  not  exceed  five  at  any  one  time  " 

We  have  fully  considered  the  resolution,  and  report  that  we  are  of  the  opinion 
that  such  compensation  would  be  right  and  proper.  Should  five  extras  be  con- 
stantly employed  and  none  of  the  regulars  be  absent  from  duty,  the  cost  would  be 
$1,825.00  per  year.  But  at  such  times  as  any  of  the  regular  force  failed  to  per- 
form duty,  the  extras  would  be  called  on  to  supply  the  vacancy,  and  the  pay  pro- 
vided for  in  this  resolution  would  be  saved,  as  the  extra  would  receive  the  same 
pay  which  otherwise  would  have  been  credited  to  the  regular.  Judging  from  past 
experience  we  have  estimated  the  additional  expense  to  the  city  would  accrue 
under  this  resolution  at  about  $1,200.00.  For  the  remainder  of  the  current  year 
the  expense  would  not  exceed  $500.00. 

It  is  necessary  to  have  about  five  extras  on  the  roll  to  supply  the  places  of  such 
of  the  regulars  as  may  be  sick,  or  from  any  cause  absent  from  duty,  and  also  that 
we  may  have  men  in  training  for  regular  service  when  vacancies  occur.  These 
extras  are  required  to  report  at  roll-call  each  day,  and  are  thereby,  to  a  great  ex- 
tent, prevented  from  engaging  in  any  other  occupation.  We  are  therefore  of  the 
opinion  that  they  should  be  paid  at  least  one  dollar  per  day  for  each  day  they  may 
report  for  duty.  The  outlay,  as  shown,  would  not  be  large.  Small  however  as  it 
is,  it  was  not  taken  into  consideration  in  making  up  the  estimate  for  the  pay  of 
police  for  the  current  year,  and  we  do  not  feel  authorized  to  make  the  expenditure 
without  the  order  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen. 

We  recommend  the  passage  of  the  resolution  as  a  matter  of  justice  to  the  worthy 
men  who  are  now  doing  duty  as  "extras"  without  adequate  compensation.

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The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report ;  which  was  concur- 
red in,  except  the  clause  relative  to  the  case  of  Mary  M.  Springer  vs. 
The  City,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  : 

Indianapolis,  January  17th,  1881. 
To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  ot  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — I  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  has 
affirmed  the  judgment  ot*  Margaret  Dougherty  et  al.  vs.  The  City. 

This  was  an  action  for  personal  injuries  sustained  by  the  plaintiff,  Margaret 
Dougherty,  by  being  thrown  out  of  a  buggy  by  reason  of  certain  obstructions  in 
Indiana  avenue. 

The  case  was  tried  in  September,  1876,  and  resulted  in  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the 
plaintiff  for  $3,000.  Judgment  was  entered  on  the  verdict  October  11th,  1876.  An 
appeal  was  taken  to  the  general  term,  in  which  court  the  judgment  was  affirmed 
February  5th.  1877.  The  case  wa*  afterwards  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court, 
where  the  same  was  pending  at  the  commencement  of  my  term  of  office. 

The  judgment  rendered  in  this  cause  having  been  affirmed  by  the  court  of  last 
resort,  the  city  will  be  compelled  to  pay  the  same,  with  6  per  cent,  interest  from 
October  11th,  1876,  the  date  of  the  rendition  thereof. 

The  case  of  Mary  M.  Springer  vs.  The  City  was  tried  at  the  November  term, 
1880,  of  the  Superior  Court,  and  resulted  in  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff  of  $1,500. 
Since  that  time  the  case  has  been  awaiting  the  decision  of  the  court  on  the  defend- 
ant's motion  for  a  new  trial.  On  last  Thursday  the  court  overruled  said  motion, 
as  also  a  motion  for  judgment  on  the  special  finding  of  the  jury,  and  entered  judg- 
ment on  the  verdict. 

This  was  an  action  for  personal  injuries  sustained  by  plaintiff  by  the  horse  she 
was  driving  becoming  frightened  and  backing  off  ot  the  West  Michigan  street 
fill.  The  plaintiff  offers  to  accept  $1,000  and  costs  in  settlement  of  the  judgment, 
and  while  1  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  judgment  could  be  reversed,  yet  in  view 
ot  the  fact  that  a  judgment  might  eventually  be  recovered  against  the  city,  it 
would  probably  be  best  to  settle  the  claim  if  a  satisfactory  compromise  could  be 
effected.  I  would  recommend  the  payment  of  $500,  if  the  judgment  could  be 
settled  for  that  amount.  I  desire  also  to  urge  upon  the  Council  and  Board  the 
necessity  of  taking  some  steps  to  provide  for  the  security  of  travelers  on  this  road, 
as  the  continuance  of  it  in  its  present  condition  may  involve  the  city  in  further 
liability. 

The  case  of  George  Cimmermon  vs.  The  City  was  tried  by  a  jury  at  the  present 
term  of  the  Superior  Court,  and  resulted  in  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the  city.  This 
was  an  action  for  personal  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  sustained  by  being  thrown 
out  of  a  wagon  by  reason  of  a  defective  gutter  at  the  corner  of  Michigan  street 
and  Massachusetts  avenue. 

The  gutter  in  question  might  cause  other  accidents,  and  I  recommend  that  the 
Street  Commissioner  be  directed  to  repair  the  same.

Gentlemen : — The  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  to  whom  sundry  papers  were 
referred,  would  report : 

1st.  Is  S.  O.  129,  1880,  an  ordinance  to  provide  for  improving  Market  street, 
from  Missouri  street  to  West  street.  This  ordinance  was  introduced  by  the  Board 
of  Public  Improvements,  and  on  examination  we  find  an  error  in  describing  the 
points  to  be  improved,  therefore  recommend  said  ordinance  be  stricken  from  the 
files,  and  herewith  present  a  correct  ordinance  and  recommend  its  passage.

Adults  163  and  41  children  have  been  provided  for  during  the  year;  42  of  these 
adults  are  now  self-suppor'ing  and  living  respectable  lives;  25  young  girls  have 
been  restored  to  parents  and  friends,  grateful  and  happy  that  they  were  snatched 
as  brands  from  the  burning;  50  were  transient  persons ;   4  were  expelled  for  bad! 
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conduct;  4  were  sent  to  the  County  Asylum;  20  were  sent  to  the  City  Hospital, 
suffering  from  various  diseases,  and  no  homes  to  be  sick  in  ;  6  infants  have  died; 
3  infants  have  been  sent  to  the  Orphan  Asylum;  32  children  went  with  their 
mothers  to  home?,  or  employment  in  families;   18  adults  remain  in  the  Home. 

Ours  is  ever  the  same  report  of  suffering,  desertion  and  sin  ;  our  sex  the  victims, 
wives  and  children  left  destitute,  while  husbands  and  fathers  go  where  they  please, 
care  ess  of  those  they  have  abandoned.  We  shelter  them  for  a  season,  tind  homes 
or  employment  for  them  and  tneir  worse  t  an  orphan  little  ones.  The  widow  and 
her  fatherless  children  claim  protection  and  sympathy.  The  seducer,  after  prom- 
ises almost  as  binding  as  the  marriage  vow,  deserts  his  victim,  leaving  her  to  drift 
he  cares  not  whither.  We  open  our  door  to  the  poor  deceived  ones,  many  of  them 
undt-r  20,  some  not  15  years  of  age;  most  of  them  motherless.  We  hear  their  tear- 
ful story,  see  them  suffer  mentally  and  physically,  as  only  women  can  suffer,  held 
up  to  reproach  and  scorn,  while  their  destroyers,  old  find  young,  men  go  Iree — in- 
troduced into  good  society,  caressed  anl  honored,  apparently  without  a  thought  on 
their  terrible  crime. 

The  Board  of  Managers  again  thank  their  many  friends  for  help  in  time  of  need. 
We  have  had  some  dark  days  during  the  past  year.  .Some  say  we  have  a  large 
house  and  few  in  it;  true,  but  we  have  cared  lor  all  that  we  could  provide  for,  by 
the  strictest  economy.  We  will  not  contract  debts  without  a  reasonable  prospect 
of  paying  in  proper  time. 

We  commence  our  fourteenth  year  trusting  to  the  guidance  of  Him  who  has  led 
us  hitherto,  and  blest  our  imperfect  work.

The  following  report  of  a  Special  Committee  on  Market  House  and 
City  Hall,  having  been  made  a  special  order  of  this  session,  was  then 
taken  up: 
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To  the  Mayor,  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Special  Joint  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  motion 
to  report  some  plan  whereby  the  city  could  build  a  market  house  and  hall  on  the 
East  Market  space,  have  carefully  considered  the  matter  and  find  no  possible  way 
by  which  the  building  can  be  erected,  unless  provided  for  as  hereinafter  recom- 
mended, it  requiring  all  of  the  present  revenue  to  run  the  several  departments  of 
the  City  Government;  and  believing  that  such  a  building  erected  on  the-  East 
Market  space  would  be  a  great  benefit  to  the  city,  and  a  source  of  revenue,  we 
therefore  submit  the  following  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  same: 

1st.  That  a  building  be  erected  to  cost  not  to  exceed  $225,000,  $75,000  of  which 
can  be  realized  from  the  sale  of  the'Tomlinson  Estate,  including  the  amount  now 
on  hand;  the  balance,  $150,000,  to  be  raised  by  the  issuing  of  city  bonds,  running 
1,  2,  3,  4  and  5  years,  the  amount  of  each  bond,  $30,000,  to  be  raised  annually  by  a 
special  tax  levy. 

2d.  That  the  City  Attorney  be  and,  on  the  adoption  of  this  report,  is  instructed 
to  draft  a  bill  and  have  the  same  presented  to  the  Legislature,  authorizing  the  City 
of  Indiaaapolis  to  issue  such  bonds,  upon  the  approval  of  the  voters  of  the  city  at 
the  election  to  be  held  in  May  for  city  officers. 

_  3d.  That  after  said  bill  shall  have  passed  the  Legislature,  that  the  city  author- 
ities submit  the  question  to  the  voters  at  the  coming  May  election  for  and  against 
the  issuing  of  such  bonds;  and,  should  a  majority  vote  in  the  affirmative,  that  the 
city  place  upon  the  market  said  bonds  tor  sale;  and  that  the  work  be  commenced 
as  soon  as  plans  and  specifications  for  the  building  can  be  procured. 

4th.  That  the  revenue  derived  from  the  building  be  used  in  taking  up  of  the 
bonds,  so  far  as  such  revenue  will  go.

Gentlemen: — I  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  has 
affirmed  the  judgment  of  Margaret  Dougherty  et  al.  vs.  The  City. 

This  was  an  action  for  personal  injuries  sustained  by  the  plaintiff,  Margaret 
Dougherty,  by  being  thrown  out  of  a  buggy  by  reason  of  certain  obstructions  in 
Indiana  avenue. 

The  case  was  tried  in  September,  1876,  and  resulted  in  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the 
plaintiff  for  $8,000.  Judgment  was  entered  on  the  verdict  October  11th,  1876.  An 
appeal  was  taken  to  the  general  term,  in  which  court  the  judgment  was  affirmed 
February  5th.- 1877.  The  case  was  afterwards  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court, 
where  the  same  was  pending  at  the  commencement  of  my  term  of  office. 

The  judgment  rendered  in  this  cause  having  been  affirmed  by  the  court  of  last 
resort,  the  city  will  be  compelled  to  pay  the  same,  with  6  per  cent,  interest  from 
October  11th,  1876,  the  date  of  the  rendition  thereof. 
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The  case  of  George  Cimmermon  vs.  The  City  was  tried  by  a  jury  at  the  present 
term  of  the  Superior  Court,  and  resulted  in  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the  city.  This 
was  an  action  for  personal  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  sustained  by  being  thrown 
out  of  a  wagon  by  reason  of  a  defective  gutter  at  the  corner  of  Michigan  street 
and  Massachusetts  avenue. 

The  gutter  in  question  might  cause  other  accidents,  and  1  recommend  that  the 
Street  Commissioner  be  directed  to  repair  the  same.

Having  had  our  attention  called  to  many  things  in  themselves  highly  offensive, 
objectionable,  and  violations  of  both  State  laws  and  City  ordinances,  which  natur- 
ally and  legally  come  under  your  purview,  we  have  been  at  some  pains  to  inform 
ourselves  specifically  regarding  the  facts,  and  are  impressed  that  there  are  some 
wrongs  that  could  be  and  ought  to  be  righted. 

"We  furthermore  believe  that  in  the  execution  of  law  and  the  maintenance  of  order 
you  have  not  ha'd  the  full  and  absolute  moral  support  of  all  good  and  law-abiding 
citizens.     As  pastors  of  churches,  possibly  we  have  not  given  that  support  to  you. 
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and  your  officers  in  the  discharge  of  duty  which  we  ought.  We  have  not  preached 
to  our  people,  and  exhorted  them  concerning  their  obligations  as  citizens;  or 
prayed  for  Divine  aid  to  be  given  to  you  and  your  officers  as  much  as  we  ought. 
We  have  resolved  to  make  amends  on  our  part. 

We  now,  in  the  most  respectful  manner,  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  a  few 
things  that  have  come  before  us,  and  which  we  think  ought  to  be  remedied: 

1st.  You  have  on  your  Statute  Book,  entitled  "Rules  and  Regulations  for  the 
Government  of  the  Police  Department,  and  Penal  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis," on  page  46,  an  ordinance  ordained  March  14th,  1864,  entitled  "  Exhi- 
bitions and  Concert  Saloons,"  which  reads :  "  Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  exhibit  any  concert,  or  dancing,  or  theatrical  performance,  in  any  room 
or  building  where  intoxicating  liquors  are  sold." 

This  act,  we  are  assured,  has  not  been,  and  is  not  now  being,  enforced;  for  there 
is  not  a  theater  or  opera  house  in  the  city  but  what  there  is  in  the  same  building 
a  saloon  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  as  we  are  informed. 

2d.  You  have  an  ordinance  (  page  44 ),  ordained  April  21st,  1873,  entitled  "  In- 
decent Pictures,"  forbidding  any  person  from  suffering  or  permitting  "  indecent, 
disgusting,  revolting  or  lothesome  prints,  pictures  or  engravings  to  be  exhibited  or 
exposed  to  view,  in  any  open  space,"  etc.  During  the  weeks  past,  in  our  judgment, 
this  ordinance  has  been  repeatedly  and  grossly  violated,  by  the  posting  of  bills  for 
theatrical  performances  and  shows  on  bulletin  boards,  and  in  and  on  other  prom- 
inent places  on  public  streets  of  the  city,  in  which  were  prints  of  women  to  a 
greater  or  less  extent  in  a  nude  state,  and  in  indecent  attitudes.  These  prints — as 
to-wit:  the  "Majestic  Consolidation,"  and  others — displayed  on  Massachusetts 
avenue  and  other  prominent  streets,  disgusting  to  taste,  loathsome  to  sight,  and  cor- 
rupting to  morals,  have  been  allowed  to  remain  flaunted  in  public  gaze  by  your 
officers  for  days  together. 

3d,  The  ordinance  of  June  30,  1869,  (page  36),  Sec.  3,  against  obscene  prints, 
pictures  or  representations,  has  been,  and  now  continues  to  be,  disregarded  or  vio- 
lated, by  exposing  in  the  windows  of  many  saloons,  offices,  stores,  etc.,  on  the 
principal  as  well  as  obscure  streets  of  the  city,  pictures  of  large  size  representing 
women  in  nearly  a  nude  state;  and  furthermore,  these  have  been  left  hanging  thus 
exposed  to  public  gaze  for  days  at  a  time,  and  your  police  have  passed,  time  and 
again  without  even  so  much  as  taking  official  notice  of  the  violation  of  said  ordi- 
nance, so  far  as  we  can  obtain  information. 

4th.  The  ordinance  of  January  12,  1861,  (page  42),  entitled  ''  Minors  and 
Gaming" — which  makes  it  unlawful  for  persons  owning,  controling,  attending  to, 
in  or  about  any  place  where  liquor,  wine  or  beer  is  sold,  or  kept  for  sale,  to  suffer, 
or  permit,  or  allow  any  game  of  any  kind  whatsoever  to  be  played  by  minors, 
etc. — is,  by  common  report,  constantly  violated. 

5th.  We  would  also  call  attention  to  sec.  16  of  ordinance  of  June  30,  1869, 
(  page  39  ),  the  violation  of  which,  at  certain  seasons  of  the  year,  becomes  a  nuis- 
ance greatly  to  the  annoyance  of  religious  services  in  some  churches,  and  of  civilly 
disposed  persons. 

6th.  Your  attention  is  somewhat  specifically  directed  to  the  State  laws  under 
which  your  police  are  to  act,  viz:  prohibiting  the  keeping  open  of  saloons  where 
intoxicating  liquors  are  sold  on  the  Sabbath  day. 

Gentlemen,  there  are  other  matters,  such  as  the  laws  prohibiting  houses  of  pros- 
titution: laws  designed  to  prevent  this  growing  evil,  productive  of  so  much  im- 
morality, disease  and  death;  the  laws  against  gambling  and  gambling  houses,  and 
against  profane  swearing,  etc.,  which  we  believe  ought  to  receive  the  most  careful 
attention  and  rigid  execution  of  the  law,  and  that  at  once. 

The  fact  that  any  of  the  ordinances  against  sins  of  a  flagrant  character  are  not 
executed,  you  yourselves  can  not  but  admit,  gives  the  best  ground  for  suspicion 
thnt  other  and  equally  important  laws  are  also  violated,  without  adequate  attempt 
to  detect  and  bring  to  justice. 

We  do  not  presume  to  dictate  to  you,  but  as  citizens  of  this  commonwealth  with 
responsibilities  of  our  own ;  as  men  who  have  families  depending  upon  us  for  sup- 
port and  protection;  as  parents  having  sons  to  be  trained  and  disciplined  in  the 
school  of  virtue,  and  daughters  to  be  shielded  from  harm,  evil  influences  and  evil 
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suggestions;  as  pastors  of  churches  numbering  thousands  of  members,  who  look  to 
us  to  raise  the  voice  of  warning  when  we  see  or  apprehend  danger,  we  do  pray  you 
to  take  such  active  measures  at  once  for  the  enforcement  of  law  and  the  preserva- 
tion of  peace  as  shall  abate  the  things  especially  pointed  out. 

In  acknowledgment  of  your  high  position,  and  having  great  respect  for  your 
honors,  we  still  remember  that  back  of  all  is  the  voice  of  a  great  and  suffering 
people,  which  sooner  or  later  must  be  heard  in  condemnation  of  violation  of  law, 
without  attempt  at  adequate  punishment. 

With  wishes  and  prayers  for  the  building  up  of  our  city  in  material  wealth  and 
moral  honesty,  and  for  long  life  to  yourselves,  we  present  this  prayer.

Gentlemen : — Having  been  directed  to  prepare  plans  and  estimates  of  a  sewerage 
outlet  for  the  Indiana  Female  Reformatory,  in  connection  with  the  city  system  of 
sewerage,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

After  making  the  necessary  surveys,  I  find  the  most  practicable  plan  would  be 
to  continue  the  Washington  street  sewer  (whieh  is  seven  and  one-half  feet  in  inter- 
val diameter)  from  the  end  of  the  proposed  sewer,  now  under  contract,  to  Pine 
street;  then  a  six-foot  sewer  by  the  following  route:  North  on  Pine  street  to  Mar- 
ket, east  on  Market  to  Arsenal  avenue,  north  on  Arsenal  avenue  to  Ohio,  east  on 
Ohio  to  State  street;  then  a  two-and- one-half-foot-sewer  on  State  street  to  Sturm 
street,  thence  east  on  Sturm  to  center  of  Randolph  street,  making  a  total  length  of 
one  and  six-tenth  miles. 

The  sewer  should  be  built  in  divisions,  the  first  division  to  extend  from  east  line 
of  New  Jersey  street  to  Pine  street;  distance  2,322  feet.  Second  division  to  extend 
from  intersection  of  Washington  and  Pine  streets  to  intersection  of  Ohio  and 
State  streets ;  distance  4,063  feet.  Third  division  to  extend  from  intersection  of 
Ohio  and  State  streets  to  intersection  of  Sturm  and  Randolph  streets;  distance  2,075 
feet.

right  and  privilege,  for  and  during  the  term  of  one  year,  from  the  first  day  of  July, 
1880,  to  remove  from  the  streets,  alleys,  lots,  yards  and  public  places  of  said  city  of 
Indianapolis  all  dead  animals  of  every  description,  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part  to  have  the  right  and  privilege  to  have  and  appropriate  all  such  dead  animals 
so  removed  to  her  own  use,  it  being  understood  that  the  above  rights  and  privileges 
are  granted  by  said  city  of  Indianapolis  only  to  the  extent  of  her  right  and  power 
to  grant  them,  and  that  she  shall  be  in  no  way  liable  to  the  party  of  the  second 
part  on  account  of  any  failure  of  said  party  of  the  second  part  to  enforce  her  rights 
under  this  contract  to  dead  animals,  or  the  right  to  remove  the  same  as  against 
other  persons  than  the  city  of  Indianapolis. 

In  consideration  whereof,  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  covenants  and  agrees 
to  pay  the  said  city  of  Indianapolis,  on  demand,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  ten 
dollars,  and  undertakes  and  agrees  that  she  will,  during  the  term  of  this  contract, 
remove  all  the  dead  animals  from  the  streets,  alleys,  lots,  yards  and  public  places 
of  said  city;  that  she  will  promptly  and  faithfully  do  said  work,  and  so  remove 
said  dead  animals,  and  that  she  will  faithfully  comply  with  all  the  ordinances,  rules 
or  regulations  of  said  city  now  in  force  or  that  may  hereafter  be  enacted  by  the 
proper  authorities  of  said  city  concerning  or  regulating  the  matter  of  the  removal 
and  disposition  of  dead  animals. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  further  agrees  to  remove  all  such  dead 
animals  to  what  is  known  as  the  "  Sellers  Farm,"  and,  in  disposing  of  the  same, 
shall  use  the  most  approved  machinery  and  appliances  for  destroying  the  offensive 
odors  and  smells,  and  to  use  every  proper  precaution  and  care  to  prevent  any  nuis- 
ance arising  therefrom,  or  any  other  thing  done  by  said  party  of  the  second  part.

Indianapolis,  February  2d,  1881. 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen : — We  have  the  honor  to  herewith  present  you  Prof.  VanNuy's  report, 
of  the  analysis  of  the  specimens  of  water  sent  him  by  the  Board  of  Health  of  this 
city,  in  accordance  with  the  order  of  your  honorable  body.  Permit  us  to  add  that 
all  the  specimens  of  water  sent  him  were  carefully  collected  by  the  Board  of 
Health  and  other  parties,  who  united  in  testifying  to  cleanliness  of  the  bottles,  and 
the  condition  of  the  water  in  the  various  hydrants,  well  at  Water  Works,  and  the 
river.  The  specimens  were  all  collected  when  the  water  was  in  its  apparently  best 
condition,  and  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances  regarding  its  purity.  As 
you  will  readily  discover,  the  result  of  the  analysis  fully  confirms  the  statement 
heretofore  made  to  you  by  the  Board  of  Health  in  regard  to  the  contamination  of 
the  water,  and  by  all  sanitary  standards  of  the  purity  of  potable  (drinkable)  water. 
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The  specimens  from  the  Water  Works  supply  are  unhesitatingly  condemned.  The 
problem  of  hereafter  supplying  our  city  with  unpolluted  water  is  an  exceedingly 
.grave  one,  and  should  only  be  determined  after  the  most  deliberate  and  exhaus- 
tive investigation.

taken  from  other  sources,  be  printed  in  pamphlet  form. 

Councilman  Prier  moved  that  the  report  of  Prof.  T.  C.  VanNuys  be 
not  printed  in  the  Council  Proceedings,  and  that  the  said  report  be  only 
printed  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Health.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor,  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Common  Council  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen ;—  The  Board  of  Health,  having  information  that  it  is  the  purpose  of 
the  City  Water  Works  Company  to  reconstruct  their  works,  in  order  to  secure 
an  abundant  and  permanent  supply  of  good  water  from  a  reliable  source — to-wit : 
Broad  Eipple  dam  on  White  River,  nine  (9)  miles  north  of  the  city — do  hereby 
respectfully  memorialize  the  Mayor,  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Common  Council, 
and  recommend  that  the  City  Government  ask  the  Legislature  of  the  State  to  pass 
at  its  present  session  such  law  or  laws  as  may  be  necessary  to  protect  White  River 
from  pollution  by  foul  drainage,  dead  animals,  garbage,  or  any  other  filthy  or  un- 
wholesome matter,  for  a  distance  of  at  least  ten  (10)  miles  of  said  river  above  the 
said  Broad  Ripple  dam;  prescribing  officers  to  whom  complaints  may  be  made  of 
violations  of  the  provisions  of  said  law,  and  providing  for  removal  and  preven- 
tion of  such  pollution ;  and  providing  penalties  for  violations,  and  for  neglect  of 
duty  by  those  whose  duty  it  shall  be  made  to  execute  the  provisions  of  said  law. 

As  there  is  an  urgent  demand  that  the  city  be  supplied  with  water  of  better 
quality  than  at  present  furnished  by  the  Water  Works,  and  as  the  company  pro- 
pose and  promise  to  reconstruct  the  works  during  the  coming  summer,  it  is  im- 
portant that  all  aid  possible  be  given  them  by  the  city;  therefore  an  emergency 
seems  to  exist  for  such  action  as  is  herein  recommended  during  the  present  session 
-of  the  Legislature.

Gentlemen : — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  together  with  the  City  Attorney,  to. 
whom  sundry  papers  were  referred,  would  report : 

1st.  Is  the  petition  of  Sarah  E.  Milburn,  asking  for  a  settlement  of  a  certain 
judgment  in  her  favor  against  the  city.  The  case  is  now  pending  on  appeal  in  the 
Superior  Court,  and  we  do  not  think  sufficient  inducement  is  offered  to  justify  the 
city  in  settling  the  judgment,  and  therefore  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  pe- 
titioner be  not  granted. 

2d.  Is  the  petition  of  Joseph  A.  Moore,  by  Stanton  J.  Peelle,  attorney,  in  be- 
half of  the  Hartford  Orphan  Asylum,  of  Hartford,  Connecticut,  asking  for  the 
payment  of  five  hundred  dollars,  assessed  to  Webb  &  McGee,  as  the  owners  of  cer- 
tain real  estate  condemned  in  the  widening  of  Shelby  street.  We  find  that  in  the 
proceedings  of  condemnation  that  7^  feet  was  condemned  off  of  the  west  end  of  lot 
No.  21,  Kichter's  subdivision  of  Cress's  addition.  At  the  time  of  the  proceedings 
the  Hartford  Orphan  Asylum  held  a  mortgage  on  the  property,  and  was  not  noti- 
fied of  the  proceedings.  Since  that  time  the  mortgage  has  been  foreclosed,  and 
the  petitioner  now  holds  the  legal  title.  The  street  as  widened  has  not  been  opened 
and  no  part  of  the  damages  assessed  tendered  or  paid.  The  proceedings,  so  far  as 
the  petitioner  is  concerned,  are  probably  void,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  pe- 
titioner is  unwilling  to  waive  the  irregularities,  and  accept  the  damages  assessed, 
and  permit  the  opening  of  the  street  according  to  the  report  of  the  City  Commis- 
sioners, we  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not  granted. 

3d.  Is  the  petition  of  J.  W.  Hadley,  asking  that  the  City  Treasurer  be  directed 
to  refund  the  sum  of  twenty-one  dollars  and  forty-one  cents,  by  him  paid  on  an 
erroneous  tax  sale  certificate  on  part  of  lot  No.  6,  square  17,  Drake's  addition.  On 
examination  we  find  the  facts  as  set  forth  in  the  petition  (see  page  775)  to  be  cor- 
rect ;  therefore  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  granted.

The  petition  of  John  Coburn,  Caroline  Bense,  Mary  A.  Coburn,  and  Mary  Au- 
gusta Coburn,  to  change  and  alter  the  location  of  an  alley  ten  feet  in  width,  in  the 
southwest  quarter  of  square  number  (38)  thirty-eight,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
and  to  vacate  a  portion  thereof. 

Your  petitioners,  John  Coburn,  Caroline  Bense,  Mary  A.  Coburn,  and  Mary 
Augusta  Coburn,  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  freeholders  therein,  would  re- 
spectfully represent  that  on  the  13th  day  of  December,  in  the  year  1866,  a  plat  of 
the  subdivision  of  the  southwest  quarter  of  square  thirty-eight  (38)  in  said  city,  was 
duly  filed  and  recorded  in  the  Recorder's  office  of  Marion  county,  in  the  State  of 
Indiana,  upon  page  62,  in  Record  Book  number  (3)  three  of  Plats  That  an  alley 
ten  feet  in  width  was  laid  out  and  platted  therein,  running  west  therein,  the  south 
line  thereof  being  (155T6^)  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  feet  and  six  inches  north  of 
Ohio  street,  and  said  south  line  being  twenty-five  feet  in  length.  That  said  alley 
thence  ran  in  a  southwestern  direction  to  a  point  fifty  feet  west  of  Hudson  alley, 
and  ran  thence  south  to  Ohio  street  (127)  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  feet,  the 
east  line  of  said  alley  being  fifty  feet  west  of  Hudson  alley.  That  your  petitioner, 
John  Coburn,  was  at  that  time  the  owner  of  lots  number  (1)  one  and  (5)  five  in 
said  subdivision.     Which  alley,  so  laid  out  and  platted,  was  never  opened  or  used. 

That  afterwards,  in  the  year  1875,  the  said  alley  was  opened  in  part  and  altered 
and  changed  in  its  location  in  part,  upon  that  part  of  said  subdivision  which  was 
the  property  of  your  petitioner,  John  Coburn,  as  follows,  to-wit :  Said  alley  was 
opened  and  laid  out  north  of  and  upon  a  line  running  east  and  west  north  of  Ohio 
street  one  hundred  and  forty-two  feet  and  six  inches.

thence  west  thirty  six  feet  and  six  inches  (36T\)  feet  to  a  point,  thence  southwesterly 
twenty  feet  six  inches  (20T\)  to  a  point,  thence  south  one  hundred  and  twenty  seven 
,  feet  (127)  to  Ohio  street,  thence  east  fifty  (50)  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning — 
bounded  on  the  north,  northwest  and  west  by  a  ten  foot  alley. 
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That  this  alley  i?  the  alley  opened,  laid  out  and  used  in  the  year  1875  and  since- 
that  time  up  to  this  day,  and  is  wholly  upon  the  land  of  this  petitioner  in  that  part 
in  which  the  same  has  been  changed  from  the  original  location.

Alderman  Hamilton  offered  the  following  resolution ;  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  the  Board  of  Public  Im- 
provements, His  Honor  the  Mayor,  the  City  Attorney  and  the  City  Civil 
Engineer ; 

Whereas,  The  old  corners  and  landmarks  established  in  the  original  survey  of 
the  city  have  become  almost  obliterated  and  destroyed  by  the  construction  of 
streets  and  buildings,  and  the  corners  now  set  are  indefinite,  and  law  suits,  trouble 
and  litigation  will  follow  and  increase  as  the  city  grows  older,  from  such  uncer- 
tainly; therefore, 
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Resolved,  That  two  experienced  and  competent  resident  surveyors  be  appointed^ 
by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  the  Common  Council  to  ascertain,  by  exact  meas- 
urements and  angles,  the  corners  on  each  street  crossing  of  the  original  plat  of 
Indianapolis,  as  included  within  the  'donation,"  and  place  at  such  corners  one  or 
more  substantial  monuments,  as  said  surveyors  may  deem  necessary,  to  perpetuate 
the  corners;  and  after  completion  of  the  work,  make  a  map,  giving  distances,  an- 
gles, and  the  location  of  each  monument,  for  preservation  in  the  City  Engineer's- 
office,  and  that  such  monuments  be  protected  by  ordinance. 

Alderman  Newman  presented  the  following  communication ;  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Charities,  with  instructions  to> 
report  thereon  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  this  body  : 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen : — The  undersigned  respectfully  shows,  that  on  the  6th  day  of  Octo- 
ber, 1880.  there  was  granted  to  him  a  first  and  final  estimate  for  the  improvement 
of  Tennessee  street,  between  First  and  Seventh  streets,  on  a  contract  therefor  duly 
performed;  that  in  said  estimate  there  was  an  assessment  for  $135.42  against  the 
Trustees  of  the  Indianapolis  Orphan  Home,  of  which  the  Board  of  Management 
were  promptly  informed.  The  undersigned  was  requested  to  wait  until  after  the 
first  Wednesday  of  November,  1880,  which  he  cheerfully  did  ;  and  when  renewing- 
his  inquiry,  was  informed  that  the  Board  of  Indianapolis  Orphan  Home  expected 
the  City  Council  would  make  an  appropriation  for  said  assessment,  and  that  due 
application  should  be  made. 

Since  that  time  the  undersigned  has  neither  received  payment  nor  even  promise 
thereof.  'Being  pressed  by  his  own  liabilities,  he  felt  compelled  to  apply  for  his 
legal  remedy  of  enforcing  the  payment  upon  his  contract,  and  applied  for  a  pre- 
cept. This  was  duly  granted  hirn  by  the  Common  Council,  but  your  honorable 
body,  for  reasons  unknown  to  him,  on  the  22d  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1880,  re- 
fused to  grant  him  the  only  remedy  by  which  he  could  collect  the  money  long  due 
to  him  under  a  contract  from  the  city,  and  has  ever  since  refused. 

The  undersigned  submits  whether  it  is  either  morally  or  legally  justifiable  to 
thus  deprive  him  of  his  payment  and  reinbursement  for  money  expended  and 
labor  performed  under  a  contract  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  ;  and  he  respectfully 
asks  that  your  honorable  bod}'  either  procure  the  payment  of  his  assessment,  or„. 
without  delay,  grant  him  his  legal  remedy  for  enforcing  payment.

By  section  one  of  an  ordinance  ordained  April  2d,  1878,  the  Citizens'  Street  Rail- 
way Company  is  required  to  provide  suitable  bridges  at  all  the  gutters  crossed  by 
their  tracks,  so  as  to  permit  the  free  flow  of  water  in  and  along  said  gutters.  The 
same  ordinance  provides  that  the  said  company  shall  also  keep  said  bridges  and 
culverts  in  good  repair  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of 
Aldermen.  The  terms  of  this  ordinance  were  accepted  by  the  Street  Railroad 
Company,  and  it  is  therefore  the  duty  of  the  company  to  construct  and  keep  said 
bridges  in  repair. 

Second.  Is  a  motion  directing  me  to  report  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  in 
regard  to  the  storage  and  sale  of  coal  oil. 

On  the  1st  day  ol  November,  1875,  the  following  ordinance  was  passed  by  the 
Common  Council,  and  is  now  in  force: 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
that  it«shall  be  unlawful  tor  any  person  or  persons  to  have,  keep  for  sale  or  store, 
in  any  place  or  building  within  the  corporate  limits  of  this  city,  any  crude  petro- 
leum,'earth  or  rock  oil,  or  any  of  its  products,  except  lubricating  oils,  in  quantity 
exceeding  ten  (10)  barrels  or  four  hundred  and  eighty  gallons;  except  the  same 
shall  be  stored  in  a  properly  ventilated  building,  which  shall  be  detached  at  least 
sixty  feet  from  any  other  building,  and  the  outer  walls  of  said  building  shall  be 
either  of  stone,  brick  and  mortar  or  iron,  and  so  constructed  as  to  prevent  the 
overflow  of  its  contents  beyond  the  premises  where  it  may  be  stored.  Said  oil  not 
to  be  stored  above  the  first  floor  of  said  building,  and  no  fire,  heat  or  light  shall  be 
permitted  on  such  premises. 

Skc  2.  Any  person  or  persons  now  owning  or  harboring  of  crude  petroleum 
earth  or  rock  oil,  or  any  of  its  products,  except  lubricating  oils,  more  than  the 
quantity  mentioned  or  described  in  the  first  section  hereof,  shall  be  required  to 
regulate  and  store  the  same  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  said  first  section  hereof, 
within  sixty  days  from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance. 
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Sec.  3.  Any  person  or  persons  offending  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  shall  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each 
offense,  and  fifty  dollars  for  each  days  continuance  of  the  same. 

The  above  is  the  only  ordinance  governing  the  matter  referred  to.

Gentlemen : — Since  1874,  when,  by  action  of  the  Common  Council,  Fall  Creek 
was  turned  from  its  natural  outlet  and  emptied  into  White  River  above  Patterson's 
gravel  bar,  there  has  been  during  every  freshet,  owing  to  the  increased  volume 
and  velocity  of  the  stream,  a  constant  undermining  and  washing  away  of  the 
south  bank  of  the  river,  from  above  the  Michigan-street  bridge  to  Noble  street  in 
Indianola;  until  one  entire  street  has  been  washed  away,  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  old  Lafayette  pike  destroyed,  and  hundreds  of  dollars  damage  done  to  private 
property.  The  last  freshet  was  particularly  disastrous,  from  the  lact  that  the  wash- 
out has  now  reached  valuable  private  property,  including  several  houses  and  im- 
proved public  streets.  Many  feet  of  State  street  has  been  washed  away — and 
Bloomington,  a  well-improved  street,  with  brick  sidewalks  and  public  lamps,  is 
now  being  undermined.  Of  the  street  running  along  the  river  bank  there  is 
barely  enough  left  for  a  driveway;  probably  it  could  be  saved,  should  it  be  at- 
tended to  at  once,  but  if  left  until  after  another  freshet  it  will  necessitate  the  con- 
demnation of  private  property  for  a  new  street,  which  would  doubtless  be  much 
more  expensive  than  protection  of  the  river  bank.

Indianapolis,  March  7th,  1881. 
To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen : — In  obedience  to  your  instructions,  I  herewith  submit  a  report  as 
to  the  conditions  upon  which  lots  1,  2,  3  and  4  in  Metzger  &  Robinius' 
subdivision  in  square  70  can  be  redeemed,  from  the  tax  sale  had  February 
13th,  1879.  Upon  examination,  I  found  that  the  lots  referred  to  had  not 
•only  been  sold  for  taxes  for  the  years  1877  and  1878,  but  they  had  also 
been  carried  on  the  duplicate  for  the  years  1879  and  1880,  and  the  holder 
of  the  certificate,  to  prevent  a  sale,  had  paid  the  taxes  for  those  years.  The  taxes 
for  the  years  1879  and  1880  were  assessed  against  the  lots  contrary  to  the  order  of 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  exempting  them;  and  the  attention  of  the  Auditor 
having  been  called  to  this,  he  has  ordered  a  refunding  of  the  taxes  for  those  years 
to  the  holder  of  the  certificate. 

This  would  leave  the  amount  to  be  paid  in  redemption  the  sum  of  $761.03,  with 
penalty  and  interest.  Mr.  Locke,  the  holder  of  the  tax  certificate,  proposes,  how- 
ever, to  accept  the  amount  of  his  bid  at  tax  sale,  $161.03,  and  25  per  cent,  addi- 
tional in  lieu  of  penalty  and  interest.  Of  this  amount,  the  city  is  liable  for  such 
portion  thereof  as  the  amount  of  the  taxes  for  1878  bears  to  the  whole  amount, 
and  Mr.  Ogden,  the  owner  of  the  property,  should  pay  the  balance. 

1  would  suggest  that,  in  case  the  city  should  redeem  from  the  tax  sale  and  pay 
the  full  amount,  the  certificate  be  assigned  to  the  city.

Gentlemen  : — In  pursuance  of  the  call  issued  by  the  City  Clerk  on  the  petition  of 
the  Indianapolis  Rolling  Mill  Company  et  al.,  by  the  direction  of  the  City  Council 
and  Board  of  Aldermen,  the  following!;  Commissioners  met  on  the  28th  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1881,  viz:  James  C.  Yohn,  Michael  Steinhauer,  Geo.  W.  Hill  and  Wm. 
Hadley,  at  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  and,  after  consideration  of  the  matter  con* 
tained  in  said  petition,  we  adjourned  to  meet  the  2d  day  of  March,  1881. 

In  pursuance  of  said  adjournment,  we  met  at  the  office  of  City  Clerk  on  the  2d 
day  of  March,  1881 — the  following  Commissioners  present,  viz:  James  C.  Yohn,, 
Michael  Steinhauer,  Wm.  Hadley  and  Geo.  W.  Hill.  At  said  meeting  your  Com- 
missioners made  the  following  finding  and  report,  which  we  now  respectfully 
eubmit: 

We  have  viewed  the  streets  and  alleys  proposed  to  be  vacated,  and  we  find  tha^ 
the  heirs  of  James  H  McKernan,  deceased,  are  the  persons  who  will  be  directly 
benefitted  by  the  proposed  vacation.

We  found,  upon  examination,  that  the  Commissioners  assessed  the  sum  of  $100  as 
damages  to  the  owner  of  a  piece  of  ground  25  by  36*-|^  feet  in  the  northwest  cor- 
ner ot  out-lot  65,  taken  and  condemned  in  the  opening  of  Court  street.  The  ap- 
propriation was  accordingly  made,  but  the  warrant  has  never  been  issued,  lor  the 
reason  that  the  Clerk  was  unable  to  determine  who  was  the  party  entitled  to  the- 
same;  and  the  matter  has  so  remained  for  several  years.  Mr.  Wallace  has  pro- 
cured a  quit  claim  deed  to  the  city  from  the  Laux  heirs,  who  appear  by  the  records 
to  be  the  legal  owners  of  the  property,  accompanied  with  a  proper  abstract  of 
title.    He  has  also  obtained  power  of  attorney,  authorizing  him  to  draw  the  money.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Judiciary  Committee  and  City  Attorney,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred certain  papers,  report  thereon  as  follows,  to-wit: 

The  first  is  a  petition  of  Mary  M.  Springer,  asking  the  payment  of  a  certain 
judgment  in  her  favor  against  the  city  for  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  on 
account  of  personal  injuries  received  by  reason  of  defect  in  West  Michigan  street 
fill.  The  case  was  tried  at  the  November  term,  1880,  of  Superior  Court,  resulting 
in  above  judgment.  Motion  for  new  trial  filed  by  the  city  was  overruled  by  the 
court.  The  petitioner  offers  to  accept  nine  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  in  full  satis- 
faction of  her  judgment,  and  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  propo- 
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sition  under  the  facts  is  the  best  that  can  be  done,  and  therefore  recommend  that 
the  petitioner,  Mary  M.  Springer,  be  paid  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
and  costs,  and  receipt  judgement  docket  in  full.  This  case  is  one  of  several  in 
which  the  city  has  been  mulched  in  damages  on  account  of  the  West  Michigan 
street  fill.  Your  committee  heartily  concur  in  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Henry,  City 
Attorney,  that  some  steps  should  be  taken  to  insure  security  to  travelers  on  this 
street;  for  if  leff\in  its  present  condition,  the  city  may  expect  to  be  called  upon 
to  respond  in  heavy  damages  in  the  future — as  in  the  past. 

2.  The  second  is  a  petition  of  Mills  and  Carter,  asking  the  Council  to  grant 
them  the  privilege  of  sinking  a  privy  vault,  in  the  rear  of  243  Massachusetts  Ave- 
nue, said  vault  to  be  located  on  the  west  side  of  Liberty  street.  Your  committee 
are  of  the  opinion  that,  if  it  is  proper  to  build  a  privy  vault  at  the  point  mentioned, 
the  petitioners  have  the  right  to  build  it  without  any  special  permission  of  the  City 
Council.  If  it  is  to  be  built  on  any  part  of  the  street  or  sidewalk,  the  Council  have 
no  right,  under  the  law,  to  grant  privilege  to  so  build  it.  In  either  event  your 
•committee  recommend  that  the  petition  be  not  granted. 

3.  The  third  is  the  petition  of  Prank  H.  Mitchell,  trustee,  by  William  C.  An- 
derson, petitioner,  showing  that  on  the  12th  day  of  Eebruray,  1880,  at  city  tax  sale, 
petitioner  purchased  lot  No.  sixty-three  (63)  in  Steven's  subdivision  of  out-lot  one 
hundred  and  three  (103),  and  paid  City  Treasurer  the  sum  of  thirty-nine  dollars 
and  eleven  cents  ($39.11).  Petition  further  shows  that  the  sale  was  erroneous, 
from  the  fact  that  the  property  was  assessed  in  another  name  and  sold  in  that  name, 
the  property  being  double  on  the  duplicate,  and  taxes  for  which  property  was  sold 
having  been  paid  in  that  name.  Your  committee  were  informed  by  City  Treasurer 
that  the  foregoing  facts  were  true.  Petitioner  asks  that  the  money  paid  at  said  tax 
sale  be  refunded  to  him.  Your  committee  recommend  that  the  city's  portion  of 
said  ($39.11)  be  refuded  without  interest,  and  that  the  City  Treasurer  present  bill 
to  School  Board  for  that  part  of  said  fund  paid  to  them  as  school  tax. 

4.  The  fourth  is  a  petition  of  George  W.  Stubbs,  showing  that  on  the  12th  day 
February,  1880,  at  city  tax  sale,  he  purchased  lot  two  in  Hendrick's  subdivision,  in 
out  lot  No.  ninety-nine  (99),  for  which  he  paid  ten  dollars  and  eighty-two  cents 
($10.82).  Petitioner  shows  above  sale  to  have  been  erroneous,  for  the  reason  that 
the  property  was  assessed  double  on  the  duplicate;  and  asks  that  the  money  be  re- 
funded with  interest.  Your  committee  were  informed  by  City  Treasurer  that  the 
above  real  estate  was  sold  in  the  name  of  Streight,  and  taxes  were  paid  in  the 
name  of  Stubbs.  Your  committee  recommend  that  the  city's  portion  of  said  $10.82 
be  refunded  without  interest,  and  that  the  City  Treasurer  present  bill  to  School 
Board  for  that  part  of  said  fund  paid  to  them  as  school  tax.

Gentlemen : — In  obedience  to  your  instructions,  I  herewith  submit  a  report  as 
to  the  conditions  upon  which  lots  1,  2,  3  and  4  in  Metzger  &  Robinius' 
subdivision  in  square  70  can  be  redeemed  from  the  tax  sale  had  February 
13th,  1879.  Upon  examination,  I  found  that  the  lots  referred  to  had  not 
only  been  sold  for  taxes  for  the  years  1877  and  1878,  but  they  had  also 
been  carried  on  the  duplicate  for  the  years  1879  and  1880,  and  the  holder 
of  the  certificate,  to  prevent  a  sale,  had  paid  the  taxes  for  those  years.  The  taxes 
for  the  years  1879  and  1880  were  assessed  against  the  lots  contrary  to  the  order  of 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  exempting  them ;  and  the  attention  of  the  Auditor 
having  been  called  to  this,  he  has  ordered  a  refunding  of  the  taxes  for  those  years 
to  the  holder  of  the  certificate. 

This  would  leave  the  amount  to  be  paid  in  redemption  the  sum  of  $761.03,  with 
penalty  and  interest.

We  found,  upon  examination,  that  the  Commissioners  assessed  the  sum  of  $100  as 
damages  to  the  owner  of  a  piece  of  ground  25  by  36£|$  feet  in  the  northwest  cor- 
ner of  out-lot  65,  taken  and  condemned  in  the  opening  of  Court  street.  The  ap- 
propriation was  accordingly  made,  but  the  warrant  has  never  been  issued,  for  the 
reason  that  the  Clerk  was  unable  to  determine  who  was  the  party  entitled  to  the 
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same;  and  the  matter  has  so  remained  for  several  years.  . Mr.  Wallace  has  pro- 
cured a  quit  claim  deed  to  the  city  from  the  Laux  heirs,  who  appear  by  the  records 
to  he  the  legal  owners  of  the  property,  accompanied  with  a  proper  abstract  of 
title.  He  has  also  obtained  power  of  attorney,  authorizing  him  to  draw  the  money. 
We  therefore  recommend  that  the  City  Clerk  be  authorized  to  deliver  said  war- 
rant to  said  William  Jno.  Wallace,  taking  proper  voucher  therefor.

Motion  for  new  trial  filed  by  the  city  was  overruled  by  the 
court.  The  petitioner  offers  to  accept  nine  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  in  full  satis- 
faction of  her  judgment,  and  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  propo- 
sition under  the  facts  is  the  best  that  can  be  done,  and  therefore  recommend  that 
the  petitioner,  Mary  M.  Springer,  be  paid  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
and  costs,  and  receipt  judgement  docket  in  full.  This  case  is  one  of  several  in 
which  the  city  has  been  mulched  in  damages  on  account  of  the  West  Michigan 
street  fill.  Your  committee  heartily  concur  in  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Henry,  City 
Attorney,  that  some  steps  should  be  taken  to  insure  security  to  travelers  on  this 
street;  for  if  left  in  its  present  condition,  the  city  may  expect  to  be  called  upon 
to  respond  in  heavy  damages  in  the  future — as  in  the  past. 

3.  The  third  is  the  petition  of  Frank  H.  Mitchell,  trustee,  by  William  C  An- 
derson, petitioner,  showing;  that  on  the  12th  day  of  Fehruray,  1880,  at  city  tax  sale, 
petitioner  purchased  lot  No.  sixty-three  (63)  in  Steven's  subdivision  of  out-lot  one 
hundred  and  three  (103),  and  paid  City  Treasurer  the  sum  of  thirty-nine  dollars 
and  eleven  cents  ($39.11).  Petition  further  shows  that  the  sale  was  erroneous, 
from  the  fact  that  the  property  was  assessed  in  another  name  and  sold  in  that  name, 
the  property  being  double  on  the  duplicate,  and  taxes  for  which  property  was  sold 
having  boen  paid  in  that  name  Your  committee  were  informed  by  City  Treasurer 
that  the  foregoing  facts  were  true  Petitioner  asks  that  the  money  paid  at  said  tax 
sale  be  refunded  to  him.

The  Board  of  Health  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  re- 
ceived : 

Indianapolis,  March  21st,  1881 
To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen: — During  the  first  days  of  the  present,  month,  numerous  complaints 
reached  this  office,  that  the  Blood  Purifying  establishment  of  Crocker  &  Becker, 
west  of  White  river,  was  being  conducted  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  offensive  to 
the  surrounding  residents  and  business  men.  A  per.-onal  inspection  was  made  by 
the  Board,  and  some  cause  for  complaint  was  found  to  exist.  It  was  occasioned  in 
part  by  the  use  of  dead  oil  and  carbolic  acid,  used  liberally  for  the  purpose  of  cor- 
recting the  very  evil  it  produced.  But  the  principal  cause  was  found  to  be  in  the 
insufficiency  of- the  natural  draft  in  the  furnaces — the  fires  requiring  forcing  by  a 
jet  of  steam,  and  thereby  carrying  the  offensive  gases  through  the  furnaces  so 
rapidly  that  some  portion  of  them  escapes  from  the  furnace  and  smoke-stack  with- 
out being  burned.  This  defect  has  since  been  remedied  by  the  erection  of  an  addi- 
tional smoke-stack,  and  also  by  passing  all  gases  through  a  large  bed  of  charcoal.

Gentlemen: — Your  petitioner  would  respectfully  represent  that  on  the  24th  day 
of  January,  1881,  while  returning  to  his  home  from  his  place  of  business,  proceed- 
ing along  the  south  side  of  West  Washington  street,  when  in  front  of  the  premises 
.known  as  the  Capitol  House,  near  the  crossing  of  the  Indianapolis,  Cincinnati  & 
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Lafayette  Railroad,  his  feet  were  caused  to  slip,  throwing;  him  to  the  ground,, 
breaking  his  leg  and  doing  him  serious  bodily  injury;  whereby  he  is,  and  will 
probably  remain  during  the  rest  of  his  life,  a  cripple. 

That. said  accident  was  entirely  due  to  the  defective  condition  of  the  sidewalk,, 
which  was  unskillfully  and  improperly  built,  and  was  not  kept  in  proper  repair, 
so  that  it  is  at  all  times  safe  and  convenient,  but  has  been  allowed  to  become  worn,, 
rough  and  uneven;  that  thereby  the  danger  to  persons  walking  thereon  in  slip- 
pery weather  is  unnecessarily  increased ;  that  at  the  time  of  said  accident,  and 
for  some  weeks  previous  thereto,  snow  and  ice  had  been  allowed  to  accumulate  on 
said  sidewalk  in  a  rough  and  uneven  surface,  s  as  to  greatly  obstruct  and  impair 
the  free,  safe  and  convenient  passage  thereof;  that  thereby  his  injuries  were  caused,, 
and  he  has  been  greatly  damaged. 

That  his  ankle  is  permanently  stiffened,  his  right  leg  badly  injured,  and  his 
whole  right  side  strained ;  that  he  has  suffered  grave  damage  by  loss  of  time  and 
labor,  impaired  capacity  to  make  a  living;  expenses  of  medical  attendance  and 
other  necessities  to  affect  a  cure ;  physical  pain  and  suffering,  and  mental  anguish. 

He  therefore  prays  your  honorable  body  to  make  him  such  an  allowance  as  will 
be  a  reasonable  compensation  for  the  damages  he  has  sustained.

That  he  had  no  insurance  on  either  his  stock 
or  machinery,  and  consequently  everything  contained  in  the  said  building  was  a 
total  loss  to  him.  He  therefore  petitions  your  honorable  bodies  to  release  him 
from  the  taxes  assessed  on  said  $1,000  valuation,  for  the  reasons  above  set  forth.

Councilman  Shilling  presented  the  following  communication;  which 
was  referred  to  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  to  introduce  ordi- 
nance : 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  and  City  Council  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  held  on  March  4th,  1881,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted : 

Resolved.  That  on  account  of  the  unimproved  approaches  to  School  No.  14,  and 
the  difficulty  children  experience  in  reaching  the  building,  this  Board  petition  the 
City  Council,  in  the  interest  of  the  patrons  of  said  school,  to  improve  Ohio  street. 

In  accordance  with  this  resolution,  your  petitioners  would  respectfully  repre- 
sent that  they  have  erected  a  school  house  on  East  Ohio  street,  between  Highland 
Home  and  Arsenal  avenue,  which  is  patronized  by  three  hundred  and  fifty- 
five  children.  That  Ohio  street  leading  to  the  building  is  unimproved ;  the  ap- 
proaches thereto  are  in  a  bad  condition,  and  there  is  a  perpetual  mud  hole  in  front 
of  the  building.  Children  making  their  way  to  school  from  every  direction  are 
obliged  to  wade  through  mud  and  slush,  thus  imperiling  their  health  and  spoiling 
their  clothing. 

We  are  informed  that  your  honorable  body  has  been  petitioned  by  residents  along 
Ohio  street  to  improve  the  same  by  grading  and  coating  with  gravel  the  roadway 
and  sidewalks  from  the  point  where  such  improvement  stops  east  to  Arsenal  ave- 
nue. 

We  therefore  respectfully  earnestly  urge,  in  the  interests  of  the  patrons  of  this 
school,  that  you  pass  the  necessary  ordinance  and  cause  the  improvement  to  be 
made  with  tho  least  possible  delay.

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen: — During  the  first  days  of  the  present  month,  numerous  complaints 
reached  this  office,  that  the  Blood  Purifying  establishment  of  Crocker  &  Becker, 
west  of  White  river,  was  being  conducted  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  offensive  to 
the  surrounding  residents  and  business  men.  A  pergonal  inspection  was  made  by 
the  Board,  and  some  cause  for  complaint  was  found  to  exist.  It  was  occasioned  in 
part  by  the  use  of  dead  oil  and  carbolic  acid,  used  liberally  for  the  purpose  of  cor- 
recting the  very  evil  it  produced.  But  the  principal  cause  was  found  to  be  in  the 
insufficiency  of  the  natural  draft  in  the  furnaces — the  fires  requiring  forcing  by  a 
jet  of  steam,  and  thereby  carrying  the  offensive  gases  through  the  furnaces  so 
rapidly  that  some  portion  of  them  escapes  from  the  furnace  and  smoke-stack  with- 
out being  burned.  This  defect  has  since  been  remedied  by  the  erection  of  an  addi- 
tional smoke-stack,  and  also  by  passing  all  gases  through  a  large  bed  of  charcoal. 
The  improvements  have  been  made,  and  no  cause  can  now  be  discovered  for  com- 
plaint. The  preprietors  exhibit  such  willingness  to  act  on  our  suggestions  regard- 
less of  expense,  as  to  convince  us  that  no  means  will  be  neglected  which  will 
enable  them  to  run  the  establishment  free  from  offense  to  the  most  fastidious.

Gentlemen: — The  case  of  John  F.  Redmond  vs.  The  City  has  been  tried  by  the 
Superior  Court,  at  special  term,  and  resulted  in  a  finding  and  judgment  against  the 
ciiy  for  $103.00. 

This  was  an  action  based  upon  a  resolution  of  the  Common  Council  of  Decem- 
ber 14th,  1863,  offering  a  bounty  of  $50.00  to  persons  enlisting  in  the  service  of 
the  United  States  and  causing  themselves  to  be  credited  on  the  quota  of  the  city. 
The  plaintiff  enlisted  and  was  credited  to  the  city,  but  has  never  received  his  pay. 
The  court  allows  the  amount  of  the  bounty  and  interest  from  February  19th,  1864. 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  city  is  not  chargeable  with  interest,  at  least.

As  there  are  a  number  of  other  cases  similar  to  this  awaiting  the  result  of  this 
action,  and  as  this  is  to  be  regarded  as  a  test  case,  I  recommend  an  appeal. 

In  the  case  of  John  F.  Ramsey  et  al  vs.  The  City,  being  an  action  to  enjoin  the 
collection  of  a  certain  sewer  assessment  made  in  1870  against  the  abutting  property 
holders  on  Illinois  street,  from  Washington  to  South  street,  the  court  has  held  the 
assessment  void,  on  account  of  the  irregularity  in  the  proceedings. 

The  most  of  the  sewer  has  since  been  taken  out  as  inadequate  for  the  purpose 
for  which  it  was  intended,  and  the  collection  of  the  assessment  practically  aban- 
doned. I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  irregularities  in  the  proceedings  are  of  such 
&  character  as  render  the  assessment  invalid,  and  therefore  do  not  think  it  advis- 
able to  further  litigate  the  matter.  Proper  exception,  however,  has  been  entered, 
and  the  case  prepared  for  an  appeal,  should  you  deem  it  advisable.

The  Judiciary  Committee  (through  Councilman  Pritchard)  submitted/ 
the  following  report;  w,hich  was  concurred  in: 

Indianapolis,  April  4,  1881. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  together  with  the  City  Attorney,  to 
whom  was  referred  sundry  papers,  report  thereon  as  follows  : 

1st.      Is  a  petition  from*  W.  T.  Steel,  showing  that  lots  32,  33,  34  and  35  of  J..  G. 
Webb's  subdivision  of  Han  way  &  Hanna's  Oak  Hill   Addition  to  the  city  of  Indi- 
anapolis, were  sold  April  2,  1880,  for  city  taxes  of  1876,  1877,  1878  and  1879.  Fur- 
ther, said  lots  were  foreclosed  on,  under  a  mortgage  to  the  State  of  Indiana,  dated. 
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^November  1,  1875.  and  were  forfeited  to  the  State.  Ingram  Fletcher  afterwards 
purchased  the  lots,  at  private  sale,  from  the  Stats.  The  pelitioner  asks  that  the  tax 
sale  be  set  aside,  and  that  the  tax  of  the  years  before  enumerated  be  certified  off 
the  duplicate,  upon  the  ground  that  lands  under  mortgage  to  the  State  are  not  liable 
for  taxes  from  the  date  of  ?nortgage  to  the  date  of  sale  thereunder.

■  showing  that  on  the  10th  day  of  April.  1879,  he  purchased  from  the  City  Treasurer, 
at  private  sale,  a  tax  certificate  on  lot  9  in  Hanway  &  Hanna's  Oak  Hill  Addition, 
for  the  sum  of  sixty-seven  dollars  and  thirty-two  cents  ($67.32).     The  sale  was

Indianapolis,  April  4th,  1881. 
To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — The  case  of  John  F.  Redmond  vs.  The  City  has  been  tried  by  the 
Superior  Court,  at  special  term,  and  resulted  in  a  finding  and  judgment  against  the 
city  for  $103.00. 

This  was  an  action  based  upon  a  resolution  of  the  Common  Council  of  Decem- 
ber 14th,  1863,  offering  a  bounty  of  $50.00  to  persons  enlisting  in  the  service  of 
the  United  States  and  causing  themselves  to  be  credited  on  the  quota  of  the  city. 
The  plaintiff  enlisted  and  was  credited  to  the  city,  but  has  never  received  his  pay. 
The  court  allows  the  amount  of  the  bounty  and  interest  from  February  19th,  1864. 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  city  is  not  chargeable  with  interest,  at  least. 

As  there  are  a  number  of  other  cases  similar  to  this  awaiting  the  result  of  this 
-action,  and  as  this  is  to  be  regarded  as  a  test  case,  I  recommend  an  appeal. 

In  the  case  of  John  F.  Ramsey  et  al.  vs.  The  City,  being  an  action  to  enjoin  the 
collection  of  a  certain  sewer  assessment  made  in  1870  against  the  abutting  property 
holders  on  Illinois  street,  from  Washington  to  South  street,  the  court  has  held  the 
assessment  void,  on  account  of  the  irregularity  in  the  proceedings. 

The  most  of  the  sewer  has  since  been  taken  out  as  inadequate  for  the  purpose 
for  which  it  was  intended,  and  the  collection  of  the  assessment  practically  aban- 
doned. I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  irregularities  in  the  proceedings  are  of  such 
a  character  as  render  the  assessment  invalid,  and  therefore  do  not  think  it  advis- 
able to  further  litigate  the  matter.  Proper  exception,  however,  has  been  entered, 
.and  the  case  prepared  for  an  appeal,  should  you  deem  it  advisable.

In  a  preamble  and  resolution  referred  to  us  as  to  the  present  fire  protection* 
afforded  to  the  property  in  the  district  near  the  corner  of  New  York  street  and 
the  C,  I.  St.  L.  &  C.  Kailroad,  more  particularly  the  property  known  as  the  Indi- 
anapolis Chair  Factory,  we  have  to  report,  after  a  careful  examination  of  this  lo- 
cality, that  so  long  as  there  is  a  supply  of  water  in  the  canal,  the  protection  in  case 
of  fire  is  ample ;  but  often  times  there  is  no  water  in  the  canal,  which  is  the  case 
at  present,  and  in  case  of  fire  at  this  critical  period,  when  the  canal  may  be  dry,, 
there  undoubtedly  would  be  a  heavy  loss.

The  following  report  from  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  was  read;  and 
the  action  of  the  Common  Council  thereon  (see  pages  ion  and  1012, 
ante)  was  concurred  in,  except  the  fifth  clause,  relative  to  the  claim  of  EL 
Lauter  for  property  destroyed  by  fire,  which  was  referred  to  the  Alder- 
manic  Committee  on  Judiciary : 

Indianapolis,  April  4,  1881. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  together  with  the  City  Attorney,  to> 
whom  was  referred  sundry  papers,  report  thereon  as  follows : 

1st.  Is  a  petition  from  W.  T.  Steel,  showing  that  lots  32,  33,  34  and  35  of  J.  G. 
Webb's  subdivision  of  Hanway  &  Hanna's  Oak  Hill  Addition  to  the  city  of  Indi- 
anapolis, were  sold  April  2,  1880,  for  city  taxes  of  1876,  1877,  1878  and  1879.  Fur- 
ther, said  lots  were  foreclosed  on,  under  a  mortgage  to  the  State  of  Indiana,  dated. 
November  1,  1875,  and  were  forfeited  to  the  State.  Ingram  Fletcher  afterwards- 
purchased  the  lots,  at  private  sale,  from  the  State.  The  pelitioner  asks  that  the  tax 
sale  be  set  aside,  and  that  the  tax  of  the  years  before  enumerated  be  certified  off 
the  duplicate,  upon  the  ground  that  lands  under  mortgage  to  the  State  are  not  liable- 
for  taxes  from  the  date  of  mortgage  to  the  date  of  sale  thereunder.  The  Supreme 
Court,  in  the  case  of  Groom,  Auditor  of  Tipton  county,  vs.  The  State,  on  the  rela- 
tion of  Bonlin,  24  lnd.,  255,  decide  that  where  lands  are  mortgaged  to  the  State,, 
and  offered  for  sale  for  the  non-payment  of  the  mortgage  debt,  and  are  bid  in  for 
the  State,  and  subsequently  sold,  the  purchaser  is  entitled  to  take  the  lands  freed 
from  all  assessments  and  taxes  made  or  levied  between  the  date  of  the  mortgage 
and  the  date  of  his  deeds.  The  facts  given  in  this  petition  brings  the  case  within 
the  law  as  declared  in  this  case.  Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  the 
prayer  of  the  petition  be  granted. 

2d.  Is  a  petition  from  Frank  McWhinney,  by  J.  F.  Lecklider,  attorney  in  factr 
showing  that  on  the  10th  day  of  April,  1879,  he  purchased  from  the  City  Treasurer, 
at  private  sale,  a  tax  certificate  on  lot  9  in  Hanway  &  Hannas  Oak  Hill  Addition, 
for  the  sum  of  sixty-seven  dollars  and  thirty-two  cents  ($67.32).  The  sale  was 
erroneous,  for  the  reason  that  the  improvement  on  the  lot  had  been  removed  to  an- 
other lot,  and  the  tax  on  the  improvement  still  charged  on  the  above-named  lot. 
The  petitioner  asks  that  the  sale  be  set  aside,  and  amount  paid  be  refunded  to  him, 
with  six  per  cent,  interest  from  April  10,  1879,  and  that  the  taxes  be  placed  on  the- 
duplicates  to  the  proper  parties.  Your  committee  recommend  that  the  sale  be  set 
aside,  the  $67.32  be  refunded,  without  interest,  and  that  tax  be  put  upon  the  dupli- 
cates to  proper  parties. 

3d.  Is  a  petition  from  Ch.  Hilgenberg,  showing  that  on  the  30th  day  of  June,. 
1879,  he  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  the  sum  of  eight  dollars  and  sixty-seven  cents^ 
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on  lot  three  (8),  in  square  forty-six  (46),  in  Franks'  subdivision  of  B  F.  Morris' 
Addition,  and,  further,  that  he  paid  the  personal  and  poll  for  years  1878  and  1879 
of  Charles  Abel,  taxed  against  said  lot.  The  petitioner  further  states  that  the  pay- 
ment of  these  several  sums  by  him  was  erroneous,  from  the  fact  that  the  property- 
was  assessed  double — in  name  of  Charles  Abel  and.

Is  a  petition  from  S.  K.  Holt,  showing  that  he  was  assessed  for  $840  worth, 
of  ice  for  1880,  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  and  that  he  has  paid  the  taxes  on  March 
8th,  1881.  The  petitioner  does  not  ask  anything  in  this  petition,  and  your  commit- 
tee have  nothing  before  them  to  recommend.  If  the  petitioner  had  asked  to  have 
taxes  paid  refunded,  the  prayer  of  petition  would  not  have  been  granted 

5th.  Is  a  petition  by  H.  Lauter,  showing  that  in  the  early  part  of  1880  he  waa 
engaged  in  the  business  of  manufacturing  furniture  in  this  city ;  that  on  April  10, 
1880,  he  was  assessed  for  taxation  on  machinery  $500,  and  on  stock  $500,  total 
$1,000;  that  afterwards,  on  the  20th  day  of  April,  1880,  the  building  in  which  he 
carried  on  this  business,  together  with  its  contents,  was  destroyed  by  fire.  There 
was  no  insurance  on  either  his  stock  or  machinery,  consequently  everything  was  a 
total  loss  to  him.  Petitioner  asks  to  be  released  from  the  taxes  assessed  on  said 
$1,000  worth  of  property  destroyed.  Your  committee  recommend  that  the  prayer 
of  petition  be  granted. 

6th.  Is  a  petition  from  the  Mutual  Trust  Company,  by  M.  G-.  McLain,  Presi- 
dent; John  T.  Budenz,  Secretary,  and  Henry  Dunmanhoff,  Treasurer,  showing  that 
the  tax  assessed  for  year  1880  against  said  company  is  erroneous,  in  this,  that  they 
have  been  asse|sed  for  $4,550  worth  of  personal  property  that  they  never  had.  Pe- 
titioners ask  that  erroneous  assessment  as  to  this  personal  property  be  certified  off 
of  the  city  tax  duplicate.  Your  committee  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  petition 
l»e  granted.

REPORTS,  ETC.,  FROM   CITY  OFFICERS. 

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  received, 
and  the  several  recommendations  concurred  in : 


To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — I  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  case  of  Ephraim  M.  Fowler  vs.  Thfr 
City  has  been  tried  in  the  Superior  Court,  and  resulted  in  a  finding  and  judgment 
against  the  city  for  $420.  This  was  an  action  based  on  a  resolution  of  the  Com- 
mon Council,  passed  in  January  1865,  offering  a  reward  ©f  $400  to  persons  enlist- 
ing in  the  service  of  the  United  States  and  causing  themselves  to  be  credited  to 
the  city.  The  plaintiff  enlisted  in  February,  1865,  and  was  credited  to  the  city 
before  her  quota  was  full.  On  the  day  of  his  enlistment  he  made  a  demand  for 
his  money,  but  was  not  paid.  The  court  allows  the  principal  of  the  claim  and  in- 
terest from  the  commencement  of  the  action,  Juue  1st,  1880,  but  refusing  interest 
from  the  date  of  the  first  demand,  thus  saving  the  city  from  the  payment  of  about 
$400.  The  case  has  been  prepared  for  an  appeal,  should  you  so  direct.  Under 
the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court,  should  they  be  adhered  to,  I  do  not  think  the 
result  would  be  changed. 

In  the  case  of  Amelda  K.  Mortland,  administratrix,  vs.  The  City,  the  Superior 
Court  in  general  term  has  affirmed  the  verdict  of  the  special  term,  wherein  the 
plaintiff  recovered  $500,  on  account  of  an  accident  to  Alex  M.  Mortland,  deceased, 
caused  by  the  alleged  negligence  of  the  city  in  failing  to  place  proper  railings 
Along  the  West  Michigan  street  fill. 

There  is  another  action  pending,  wherein  the  administratrix  of  Mr.  Mortland's 
estate  seeks  to  recover  damages  to  the  estate.  I  do  not  think  the  latter  action  can 
be  maintained,  but  the  defense  will  be  attended  with  expense.  Mrs.  Mortland  pro- 
poses that  if  the  city  will  pay  the  judgment  and  interest  in  the  first  case,  $500,  she 
will  dismiss  the  other  case.  The  judgment  rendered  in  this  case  was  certainly 
very  low,  under  all  the  circumstances,  and  ia  view  of  the  probability  that  the  Su- 
preme Court  would  affirm  the  judgment,  I  recommend  that  the  proposed  compro- 
mise be  accepted. 

I  would  further  report  that  I  have  collected  the  sum  of  $5.40  fines  in  cases  No. 
660  and  701  Marion  Circuit  Court,  which  amount  I  have  paid  to  the  City  Treas- 
urer, and  filed  his  receipt  therefor  with  the  City  Clerk.

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  examined  and  here- 
with submit  a  report  as  to  the  security  for  the  payment  of  the  last  instalment  of 
rent  for  tbe  Southern  Park: 

Since  the  making  of  the  lease,  the  lessees,  as  also  the  surety,  were  adjudicated 
bankrupts;  after  which  an  action  was  Commenced  by  the  city  to  recover  the  pos- 
session of  the  park.    Pending  the  action,  a  compromis«  was  effected  with  Scott  & 
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Co.,  the  lessees,  by  which  they  agreed  to  pay  the  $200  due  at  the  expiration  of  the 
lease  one  year  in  advance,  the  city  to  abate  interest  at  8  per  cent. 

The  city  has  no  security  for  the  payment  of  the  rent,  except  the  personal  obli- 
gation of  the  lessees.  This  is  probably  sufficient,  as  in  the  event  of  non-payment 
the  city  could  sue  for  possession.

To  the  Honorable  Mayer  and  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana : 

Gentlemen: — Herewith  enclosed  please  find  an  ordinance  regulating  the  sale  of 
oleomargarine,  and  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof. 

The  Board  of  Health  earnestly  recommend  the  immediate  passage  of  the  ordi- 
nance, as  surrounding  cities  and  States  have  already  passed  similar  ordinances, 
and  the  result  has  heen  to  flood  our  markets  with  oleomargarine  and  other  vile 
compounds  of  a  similar  character,  which  is  heing  daily  sold  to  our  citizens  as 
"Country  Butter,"  "Indiana  Butter,"  "Creamery  Butter,"  and  other  names,  indi- 
cating that  it  is  pure  butter,  when  chemical  analyses  prove  conclusively  that  "it 
contains  from  75  to  85  per  cent,  of  fats  other  than  butter."  It  is  estimated  that 
not  less  than  fifty  thousand  pounds  of  this  material  has  been  made  in  our  city 
within  the  last  six  months.  How  much  of  it  has  been,  and  is  being,  sold  to  our 
citizens,  it  is  impossible  to  say.  Merchants  in  New  York  estimate  that  the  dam- 
age already  done  to  American  butter  and  cheese  interests  by  the  sale  of  this  ma- 
terial amounts  to  sixty  millions  of  dollars,  and  boards  of  health  of  many  citties 
report  sickness  and  death  resulting  from  its  use.

Councilman  Pritchard,  in  behalf  of  a  certain  special  committee  on 
Bribery,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  received : 

Indianapolis,  April  18th,  1881. 
To  the  Mavor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — Your  special  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  charges  made 
in  connection  with  the  ordinance  for  the  improvement  of  North  Meridian  street, 
report  thereon  as  follows: 

Councilman  VanVorhis  stated  to  your  committee  that  one  S.  Gr.  VanGild«r,  of 
Pennsylvania,  came  to  him  in  September,  1880,  and  told  him  if  the  block  pavement 
ordinance  passed,  he  would  get  the  contract,  and  then  he  would  place  five  hundred 
dollars  in  his  hands  to  use  in  his  canvass." 

Mr.  Wm.  S.  Hubbard  states  to  your  committee  that  Captain  J.  W.  Hinckley,  of 
this  city,  came  to  him,  and  said,  "It  he  would  sign  petition  for  block  pavement,  he 
would  make  it  to  my  interest;  that  it  should  not  cost  me  anything  more  than 
gravel."  He  says,  the}'  further  talked  about  the  difference  in  the  cost  between 
block  pavement  and  gravel,  and  they  agreed  that  it  would  cost  $500  less  to  make 
gravel  street  along  the  front  line  of  Mr.  Hubbard's  property.  The  proposition  was  to 
give  Mr.  Hubbard  credit  on  his  estimate  to  this  amount  if  he  petition  for  block 
pavement.     This  proposition  Mr.  Hubbard  says  he  declined. 
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Mr.  Wrn.  W.  Herrod  stated  to  your  committee  that  Mr.  Hinckley  told  him  that 
■he  proposed  to  make  the  block  pavement  cost  Mr.  Hubbard  no  more  than  gravel, 
mnd  that  he  told  Mr.  Hubbard  what  Mr.  Hinckley  said  on  this  subject. 

The  committee  presents  here  two  letters,  written  by  S.  G.  VanGilder  to  Col.  A. 
C  Dewey  on  the  subject  of  the  Meridian  street  block  pavement,  marked  "A"  and 
"  B." 

A. 

Williamsport,  Pa.,  March  16th,  1880. 
Col.  A.  C.  Dewey: 

My  Old  Friend — I  received  your  letter  of  the  12th  to-day,  and  was  very  glad  to 
hear  from  you.  In  reply  to  your  inquiry  concerning  the  pavement,  will  say  that 
I  sustain  the  same  relationship  to  the  control  of  different  patents  that  1  always  did, 
and  am  just  as  ready  to  take  hold  of  anything  that  may  come  up  under  the  head  of 
business  in  this  line  as  I  ever  was,  provided  there  is  a  prospect  of  work  actually 
being  done.  If  the  people  and  the  Council  are  ready  and  in  earnest  about  doing 
anything,  and  have  or  will  make  the  necessarry  appropriations  for  doing  the  work, 
you  can  count  me  in  with  a  full  hand.  I  judge  from  your  letter  that  they  are  get- 
ting ready,  from  the  fact  of  the  ordinance  having  been  introduced. 

As  regards  the  shape  of  the  block  given  in  your  diagram,  1  can  not  understand 
wherein  there  is  any  practical  utility  in  those  scolloped  corners.  It  may  possibly 
be  the  idea  of  some  persons  that  this  oblong,  octagon  shape  block  will  get  around 
the  patents  on  the  round  and  irregular  shape  blocks,  but  both  these  are  covered  by 
"full,  clear,  strong  patents,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  working  out  the  block  in  this 
fancy  shape  is  going  to  help  them  out.  However,  it  will  be  just  as  well  to  say 
laiothing  about  this  until  the  true  inwardness  of  the  situation  has  been  obtained,  and 
we  know  all  about  who  is  engineering  this  scheme,  and  all  the  and  so  forths  con- 
nected with  it  are  understood.  We  have  worked  together  long  enough  for  you  to 
understand  thoroughly,  so  this  needs  no  explanation  from  me.  I  should  not  come 
there  as  a  stranger  by  a  large  majority.  In  short,  if  the  city  will  lay  a  cedar  block 
pavement  at  all,  and  you  awd  I  want  the  contract  and  start  to  get  it  we  can  do  it. 
Give  me  all  the  particulars  by  return  mail  you  can,  for  1  am  engaged  now  in  mak- 
ing oil  barrel  staves  and  heading,  and  I  am  negotiating  for  another  tract  of  timber 
which  I  want,  if  I  do  not  come  west  to  engage  in  this  enterprise. 

Business  has  greatly  improved  in   the  last  year  with  us,  and  I  suppose  it  is  ex- 
tending west  in  the  same  ratio  of  increase  that  it  is  maintaining  here.     I  would 
ijave  a  nice  thing  in  New  York  City  now,  in  public  work,   if  it  was  not  for  this 
Tammany  split.     In  consequence  of  this  rupture,  there  will  not  be  anything  done 
/there  this  year  only  what  is  an  actual  necessity. 

Please  let  me  hear  from  you  at  your  earliest  convenience,  aa  I  am  anxious  to 
.'know  what  the  prospect  for  actual  business  is,  so  I  can  govern  myself  accordingly 
in  my  other  movements.

Dear  Sir — I  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Graham  telling  me  where  you  were  at 
liis  writing.     I  want  to  say  some  things  to  you  on  paper  that  I  would  not  to  a  stran- 
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ger  not  knowing  all  the  circumstances  of  your  present  business  connections.  You 
can  communicate  to  them  what  you  see  proper,  or  when  I  hear  from  you  person- 
ally that  everything  is  all  regular,  I  will  not  hesitate  to  say  what  I  would  to  you. 

Mr.  Graham  tells  me  the  Republicans  are  still  in  the  ascendency,  and  are  quite 
likely  to  remain  so  after  the  charter  election  in  May  next.  So  far,  so  good.  The 
most  important  for  our  consideration  now  is  to  get  the  right  kind  of  a  man  in  for 
City  Engineer,  and  then  on  the  eve  of  so  important  an  election  as  will  be  this 
coming  fall,  I  do  not  apprehend  any  trouble  in  our  putting  ourselves  in  a  position 
to  take  a  front  rank  in  all  the  improvements  to  be  done  there;  and,  in  fact,  there- 
has  not  been  any  chance  since  we  were  trying  before  to  do  the  same  thing  that  has 
offered  an  opportunity  to  do  anything  to  so  great  a  certainty  as  now. 

"Firstly,"  busin-  ss  is  reviving,  and  there  must  of  necessity  be  something  done. 
This  will  be  good  and  sufficient  reason  for  doing  it;  and  our  first  move  will  be  to 
get  together  and  talk  over  all  our  plans,  and  take  into  consideration  all  the  changes 
that  have  taken  place  in  the  past  few  years,  and  drop  all  the  old  worn  out  and 
superanuated  parties  who  once  held  positions  of  influence  (and  claim  to  still),  and 
form  a  sort  of  syndicate  from  both  political  parties  that  is  able  to  carry  any  thing- 
through  that  they  take  hold  of.  The  Democrats  will  go  almost  solid  for  any  thing- 
of  this  kind,  under  an  arrangement  similar  to  our  old  one,  provided  the  Re- 
publicans have  a  majority,  for  they  will  not  be  blamed  for  extravagant  expendi- 
tures, etc.;  and  we  want  to  put  ourselves  solid  as  contractors  by  making  friends 
with  both  parties.  This  is  simply  a  matter  of  business.  I  have  found  out  since 
our  last  attempt  that  we  mistook  our  man  on  the  Democratic  side  before,  and 
it  was  through  the  very  man  that  we  expected  to  carry  our  project  that  the  one 
vote  necessary  was  ordered  cast  against  vs,  and  this  was  done  by  an  order  from, 
a  man  wielding  such  influence  that  our  man  had  to  cave  in.  We  must  figure 
now  to  take  in  the  "Boss,"  and  he  is  just  as  susceptible  of  certain  influences  as  any 
of  his  subordinates,  only  he  wants  the  orders  to  emenate  from  headquarters.  I 
found  out  all  this  and  lots  more  in  New  York  City,  all  of  which  I  will  tell  you 
when  we  meet.

1  am  fully 
persuaded  that  there  is  now  an  opening  for  us,  and  chance  that  we  will  be  very 
foolish  to  let  slip  I  would  not  say  a  great  deal  about  it,  if  I  were  in  your  place,. 
until  we  meet,  for  I  know  I  have  some  things  very  important  for  you  to  know. 
Keep  an  eye  to  any  changes  likely  to  occur:  but  1  suppose  the  whole  matter  be- 
likely  to  rest  until  after  the  May  election.  There  have  been  some  great  changes 
in  some  good  men  there,  who  are  of  course,  to  a  certain  extent,  in  the  background 
— but  this  being  an  age  of  eternal  progress,  they  are  soon  forgotten,  and  the  active 
men  are  the  ones  who  come  to  the  front  all  the  time. 

I  am  anxious  to  come  out  through  the  Western  States  again,  for  1  am  confident 
that  during  the  next  three  years  there  is  where  the  business  will  be 

Let  me  here  from  you,  and  how  you  are  getting  along  in  jTour  present  business, 
and  any  news  you  may  have  concerning  any  of  our  old  acquaintances.  Business 
is  right  good  here  now,  but  the  general  feeling  among  all  the  older  business  men; 
in  all  three  of  the  representative  branches  here  is  that  coal,  iron  and  lumber  are 
all  too  high  to  remain  healthy.     They  seem  to  be  overdone. 

Mr.  Graham  said  he  had  forwarded  to  you  my  former  letters,  so  you  will  have 
received  them  and  know  my  position  regarding  work,  etc.

This  is  all  the  testimony  on  the  subject  going  to  show  improper  conduct  on  tht 
part  of  any  one. 
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Captain  J.  W.  Hinckley  stated  to  your  committee  that  after  the  first  ordinance 
passed  the  Council  he  went  and  saw  Mr.  Wm.

I  never  used  the  language 
to  him,  'that  it  should  not  cost  him  any  more  than  gravel.'  I  never  thought  of" 
offering  Mr.  Hubbard  a  bribe,  and  I  am  satisfied  he  did  not  so  look  at  it  at  the^ 
time.  I  am  a  contractor,  and  intended  to  bid  on  the  work  if  the  ordinance  passed*. 
I  am  acquainted  with  Mr.  VanGilder,  of  Pennsylvania.  We  were  together  and 
intended  to  bid  together.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  any  company  being  formed  to. 
do  this  work.  I  am  satisfied  there  never  was  any  company  formed  of  which  Mr. 
VanGilder  was  a  member.  I  never  heard  of  any  plan  to  secure  the  election  of  & 
City  Engineer.  Colonel  Dewey  and  Mr.  Graham  had  no  connection  with  Mr.  Van- 
Gilder and  myself,  in  our  proposed  bid  on  North  Meridian  street.  I  supposed 
when  I  talked  with  Mr.  Hubbard,  that  the  bids  would  be  by  the  square  yard.  I 
afterwards  learned  that  bids  would  have  to  be  by  front  foot.  Private  property- 
would  have  to  pay  more  in  this  way  of  bidding,  on  account  of  the  projections  at 
etreet  crossings.  The  price  I  gave  Mr.  Hubbard  would  be  cheaper  than  the  street 
could  be  built  for  in  this  way  of  bidding.  I  decline  to  state  the  price  I  gave  Mr..

The  petitioner  says  that  she  is  yet  disabled  and  rendered  a  cripple,  and  incapaci- 
tated from  hard  labor,  by  reason  of  said  injuries  ;  that  on  account  thereof  she  is 
prevented  from  working  and  sustaining  herself  and  family,  as  she  otherwise  might  j 
that  her  husband  recently  met  with  an  accident  which  kept  him  from  work,  and 
on  his  recovery,  found  that  his  place  had  been  given  to  another,  and  he  is  now  un- 
able to  get  any  work  to  do,  or  even  anything  to  support  their  family  ;  that  peti- 
tioner has  four  children,  none  of  them  old  enough  to  assist  in  gaining  a  living;  and 
in  consequence  of  her  husband's  said  sickness,  and  her  own  disabled  condition, 
they  have  for  some  two  or  three  weeks  past  been  unable  to  get  sufficient  food  for 
themselves  and  children  to  eat,  or  fuel  to  keep  them  from  freezing;  and  that  peti- 
tioner has  recently  been  compelled  to  obtain  fuel  from  the  township  trustee  in  orderr 
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to  prevent  their  children  from  freezing  to  death.  The  petitioner  further  repre- 
sents that  she  is  informed  that  the  only  question  which  the  defendant's  counsel  ever 
pretended  that  said  judgment  could  be  reversed  on,  was  upon  the  answers  to  cer- 
tain interrogatories  propounded  to  the  jury  by  the  defendant  on  the  trial  of  the 
case  at  the  Special  Term,  and  to  the  ruling  at  the  General  Term.  On  that  point 
she  now  asks  your  honors  special  attention,  as  it  is  set  forth  in  the  opinion  afore- 
said. The  petitioner  says  further  that  she  is  informed  that  the  attorneys  of  defend- 
ant have  little  or  no  expectation  that  said  cause  will  be  reversed  even  if  appealed 
to  the  Supreme  Court,  but  that  such  appeal,  if  taken,  is  meant  to  gain  time  and  de- 
lay payment  to  her  as  long  as  possible.

The  City  of  Indianapolis,  J 

This  is  an  action  against  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  injuries  received  by  falling 
into  a  cistern,  negligently  permitted  to  remain  open  and  unguarded  by  the  corpo- 
rate authorities.     Verdict  and  judgment  against  the  city. 

The  appellant  affirms  that  the  complaint  is  bad,  because  it  does  not  allege  that 
the  plaintiff  had  no  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  the  dangerous  opening.  I  do 
not  think  it  necessary  for  the  plaintiff  in  cases  of  this  class  to  specifically  allege 
that  he  had  no  notice  of  the  defect.  The  cases  cited  by  the  appellant  bear  upon  a 
question  of  evidence,  and  not  upon  a  question  of  pleading.  The  complaint  con- 
tains the  averment  that  there  was  no  fault  or  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  plain- 
tiff, and  this  the  demurer  admits.  With  this  allegation  taken  as  true,  the  appellant 
can  not  justly  complain  that  the  complaint  was  fatally  defective. 

It  is  also  insisted  that  the  second  paragraph  of  the  complaint  is  bad,  because  it 
■shows  that  the  hole  or  cistern  into  which  the  plantiff  fell  was  outside  of  the  line 
of  the  street,  therefore  bad.  Counsel  do  not,  as  I  think,  give  the  allegations  of  the 
complaint  their  just  constructive  effect.  The  paragraph  in  question  not  only  charge 
knowledge,  but  also  charges  that  the  dangerous  place  was  at  the  intersection  of  two 
streets  of  the  city,  and  only  ten  inches  from  the  line  of  the  sidewalk.  It  is  well 
settled — so  well  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  cite  authorities— that  a  municipal  corpor- 
ation is  liable  for  negligently  and  knowingly  permitting  a  dangerous  place  in  close 
proximity  to  a  public  street  to  remain  unprotected. 

The  counsel  insist  that  there  is  such  a  conflict  between  the  general  verdict  and 
the  answers  to  interrogatories,  that  the  former  must  yield  It  is  true  that  the  jury 
find  that  the  plaintiff  could  have  seen  the  hole  had  she  been  looking  in  that  direc- 
tion, but  this  does  not  give  us  the  right  to  infer,  as  against  the  general  verdict,  that 
she  was  negligent.  We  have,  indeed,  no  right  at  all  to  make  inferences  for  the 
purpose  of  overthrowing  the  general  verdict ;  on  the  contrary,  as  was  said  in  one 
•case,  "  the  general  verdict  should  be  sustained  unless  there  is  an  irreconcilable  con- 
flict." The  cases  which  hold  that  one  about  to  cross  a  railway  track  must  stop  and 
use  his  eyes  and  ears,  convey  the  doctrine  of  contributory  negligence  to  its  utmost 
verge,  and  I  am,  for  my  part,  unwilling  to  apply  it  to  a  traveler  walking  upon  a 
public  street.  It  is  now  acknowledged  law  that  a  traveler  has  a  right  to  presume 
that  the  corporate  authorities  have  done  their  duty,  and  made  the  streets  safe.  We 
•can  not  say,  with  a  general  verdict  confronting  us,  that  the  omission  to  look  in  ad- 
vance is  in  itself  such  negligence  as  will  preclude  a  recovery.  We  have  carefully 
examined  the  instructions,  and  think  that  they  clearly  and  fairly  express  settled 
and  familiar  rules  of  law.     I  am  for  affirmance.

or  eighteen  fine  trees  along  said  line,  and  the  logs  and  wood  have  been  hauled 
away,  which  should  have  remained  on  the  ground.  Other  trees  have  been  cut  and 
the  logs  and  wood  taken  from  the  grounds.  The  property  is  rapidly  going  to 
rwaste,  and  much  damage  to  the  grounds  has  been  done  by  negligence  upon  the  part 
of  the  lessees,  and  the  cutting  of  the  trees  is  a  great  loss  to  the  city,  as  the  timber 
•was  much  needed  on  the  premises.

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — I  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  case  of  Ephraim  M.  Fowler  vs.  The 
City  has  been  tried  ia  the  Superior  Court,  and  resulted  in  a  finding  and  judgment 
against  the  city  for  $420.  This  was  an  action  based  on  a  resolution  of  the  Com- 
mon Council,  passed  in  January  1865,  offering  a  reward  of  $400  to  persons  enlist- 
ing in  the  service  of  the  United  States  and  causing  themselves  to  be  credited  to 
the  city.  The  plaintiff  enlisted  in  February,  1865,  and  was  credited  to  the  city 
before  her  quota  was  full.     On  the  day  of  his  enlistment  he  made  a  demand  for- 
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his  money,  "but  was  not  paid.  The  court  allows  the  principal  of  the  claim  and  in- 
terest from  the  commencement  of  the  action,  Juue  1st,  1880,  but  refusing  interest 
from  the  date  of  the  first  demand,  thus  saving  the  city  from  the  payment  of  about 
$400.  The  case  has  been  prepared  for  an  appeal,  should  you  so  direct.  Under 
the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court,  should  they  be  adhered  to,  I  do  not  think  the 
result  would  be  changed. 

In  the  case  of  Amelda  K.  Mortland,  administratrix,  vs.  The  City,  the  Superior 
Court  in  general  term  has  affirmed  the  verdict  of  the  special  term,  wherein  the 
plaintiff  recovered  $500,  on  account  of  an  accident  to  Alex  M.  Mortland,  deceased, 
caused  by  the  alleged  negligence  of  the  city  in  failing  to  place  proper  railings 
along  the  West  Michigan  street  fill. 

There  is  another  action  pending,  wherein  the  administratrix  of  Mr.  Mortland's 
estate  seeks  to  recover  damages  to  the  estate.  I  do  not  think  the  latter  action  can 
be  maintained,  but  the  defense  will  be  attended  with  expense.  Mrs.  Mortland  pro- 
poses that  if  the  city  will  pay  the  judgment  and  interest  in  the  first  case,  $500,  she 
will  dismiss  the  other  case.  The  judgment  rendered  in  this  case  was  certainly 
very  low,  under  all  the  circumstances,  and  in  view  of  the  probability  that  the  Su- 
preme Court  would  affirm  the  judgment,  I  recommend  that  the  proposed  compro- 
mise be  accepted. 

I  would  further  report  that  I  have  collected  the  sum  of  $5.40  fines  in  cases  No. 
660  and  701  Marion  Circuit  Court,  which  amount  I  have  paid  to  the  City  Treas- 
urer, and  filed  his  receipt  therefor  with  the  City  Clerk.

Gentlemen ': — In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  examined  and  here- 
with submit  a  report  as  to  the  security  for  the  payment  of  the  last  instalment  of 
rent  for  the  Southern  Park: 

Since  the  making  of  the  lease,  the  lessees,  as  also  the  surety,  were  adjudicated 
bankrupts ;  after  which  an  action  was  commenced  by  the  city  to  recover  the  pos- 
session of  the  park.  Pending  the  action,  a  compromise  was  effected  with  Scott  & 
€0.,  the  lessees,  by  which  they  agreed  to  pay  the  $200  due  at  the  expiration  of  the 
lease  one  year  in  advance,  the  city  to  abate  interest  at  8  per  cent. 

The  city  has  no  security  for  the  payment  of  the  rent,  except  the  personal  obli- 
gation of  the  lessees.  This  is  probably  sufficient,  as  in  the  event  of  non-payment 
the  city  eould  sue  for  possession.

If  said  ordinance  should  be  passed  by 
your  honorable  body,  the  work  would  have  to  be  done  in  accordance  with  the  plan 
proposed  by  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  on  the  6th  of  December,  1880,. 
which  changes  the  grade  of  said  street  from  five  to  seven  feet  at  the  intersection,  oil- 
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crossing  of  Highland  and  Market  street,  which  said  grade  as  it  now  stands,  was 
established  as  the  grade  of  both  Market  and  Highland  streets  at  said  point,  when 
Market  street  was  improved.  And  as  the  ordinance  now  pending  for  the  improve-

In  conformity  with  above  your  committee  take  pleasure  in  presenting  to  yoii 
the  very  satisfactory  exhibit  of  the  administration  of  city  affairs,  during  said 
period :

The  Judiciary  Committee,  through  Councilman  Pritchard,  submitted 
the  following  report : 

Indianapolis,  April  25th,  1881. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  together  with  the  City  Attorney,  to 
whom  was  referred  sundry  papers,  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  first  is  the  petition  of  Mary  Swain  McAvoy,  Isaac  N.  Sims,  John  W.  Her- 
ren,  Eleazar  Bales,  A.  P.  Stanton,  A.  E.  Stanton  and  D.  R.  Brown,  showing  that  a 
plat  of  land  known  as  Stanton  &  Francis'  addition  to  the  city  is  not  now,  and  never 
was,  contiguous  to  any  territory  annexed  to  the  city.  That  the  Common  Council, 
by  resolution  passed  in  1874,  annexed  this  addition  as  contiguous  territory  (see 
Council  Proceedings  of  1873  and  1874,  pages  1678,  1691  and  1834),  when,  in  point 
of  fact,  it  was  not  contiguous  territory.  The  petitioners  ask  to  be  relieved  from 
payment  of  all  city  taxes  assessed  against  the  property.  The  Stanton  &  Francis' 
addition,  not  being  contiguous  territory,  the  resolution  annexing  the  same  to  city 
was  null  and  void.  Your  committee,  therefore,  report  in  favor  of  petitioners,  that 
the  City  Treasurer  be  directed  to  certify  off  the  tax  duplicate  all  taxes  assessed 
against  the  real  estate  in  said  addition. 

The  second  is  petition  of  Margaret  Barrett,  by  T.  A.  Goodwin,  showing  that  she 
is  a  widow,  and  the  owner  of  lot  17,  square  one  (1),  out-lot  28,  and  that  it  is  of  the 
value  of  $350.  This  property  has  been  sold  for  taxes  for  years  when  widows'  prop- 
erty was  exempted  from  taxation.  Petitioner  asks  to  be  released  from  the  pay- 
ment of  said  taxes.  The  Supreme  Court  has  recently  decided  that  the  statutes  ex- 
empting widows'  property  (where  less  than  $1,000)  from  taxation  was  unconstitu- 
tional. The  case  went  up  from  the  Marion  Superior  Court.  The  court  below  held 
the  statute  unconstitutional,  and  the  Supreme  Court  affirmed  the  decision.  We  can 
not,  therefore,  if  we  so  desired,  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner.  We  therefore 
recommend  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not  granted. 

The  third  is  the  petition  of  the  Sisters  of  Providence,  showing  that  they  are  the 
owners  of  lot  14  in  Wishmeier  &  P.'s  subdivision  of  out-lot  49,  in  city;  that  the 
same  was  assessed  for  taxes  for  the  year  1880,  which  taxes  were  paid  by  petitioners. 
The  property,  ai  the  time  the  assessment  was  made,  was  used  for  educational  pur- 
poses, and  therefore,  it  is  claimed,  not  liable  to  assessment  for  taxes.  Under  these 
state  of  facts,  the  property  by  statute  is  exempt  from  taxation,  but  the  payment  is- 
a  voluntary  onea  nd  can  not  be  recovered.  Your  committee  therefore  recommend 
that  the  prayer  of  petitioners  be  not  granted. 
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The  fourth  is  the  petition  of  Maria  Ann  Stillz,  showing  that  she  is  the  owner  of 
lot  No.  132  in  that  part  of  Greenlawn  Cemetry  known  as  the  North  Burying- 
Ground,  and  says  that  the  city  has  taken  possession  of  said  lot  by  the  act  of  bury- 
ing paupers  therein.  She  asks  that  she  be  paid  the  full  value  of  said  lot.  The 
petitioner  attaches  a  deed  to  her  petition  from  Edwin  J.  Peck  and  wife,  conveying 
said  lot  to  Jacob  Birkenmayer,  and  the  lot  seems  to  belong  to  him  and  not  the  pe- 
titioner. Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  petitioner  be 
not  granted. 

The  fifth  is  the  petition  of  Thomas  P.  Miller,  showing  that  he  is  the  owner  of 
lot  No.  102  in  Noble  heirs'  subdivision,  located  on  Spring  street.  That  by  reason 
of  insufficient  gutters  at  this  point  on  Spring  street,  his  yard  was  fioeded  with 
water  in  February  of  this  year,  resulting  in  a  damage  to  his  cellar  of  $5,  to  his 
well  of  $10,  cistern  of  $10,  and  general  inconvenience  of  getting  in  and  out  $20, 
as  petitioner  claims.  He  asks  compensation  for  damages  sustained.  Your  com- 
mittee recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not  granted. 

The  sixth  is  the  petition  of  Levi  Britton,  showing  that  on  the  24th  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1881,  he  slipped  and  fell  on  West  Washington  street,  in  front  of  Capital 
House.  There  was  snow  and  ice  on  the  pavement,  causing  the  petitioner  to  slip 
and  fall.  Petitioner  asks  that  he  be  paid  a  reasonable  compensation  for  the  dam- 
ages he  has  sustained.  Your  committee  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  petitioner 
be  not  granted.

Mr.  President : — Your  Committee  on  Public  Health  deem  it  their  duty  to  call  at- 
tention to  some  things  that,  in  their  judgment,  are  likely,  during  the  coming  sum- 
mer, to  be  the  cause  of  great  inconvenience  and  discomfort  to  our  citizens,  and 
which,  if  immediate  steps  are  not  taken  to  correct,  will  seriously  affect  the  public 
health  : 

1st.  The  garbage  contractor  is  in  no  sense  complying  with  the  terms  of  his  con- 
tract, or  with  the  requirements  of  the  ordinance  under  and  by  virtue  of  which  the 
contract  was  made.  The  ordinance  deprives  citizens  of  the  privilege  of  em- 
ploying whom  they  please  to  remove  "garbage  and  waste  water, '  making  it  a  fine- 
able  offense  for  any  other  than  the  contractor  to  engage  in  the  business.  Thus 
citizens  are  wholly  dependent  upon  the  contractor,  and  if  he  fails  to  do  his  duty,, 
there  is  no  possible  way  by  which  they  can  procure  the  removal  of  "garbagr,  &c," 
without  procuring  some  one  to  violate  General  Ordinance  33,  1880.  Already  the 
inconvenience  is  being  felt  and  citizens  are  complaining  that  accumulations  have 
not  been  removed,  though  frequent  notices  have  been  given. 

Your  committee  feel  warranted  in  concluding  from  the  information  received 
that  not  one  tenth  the  "houses  inside  the  corporate  limits"  have  been  visited  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  requirements  of  section  5  of  the  ordinance,  and  it  is  even  as- 
serted that  there  are  wards  of  the  city  where  the  wagons  of  the  contractor  have  not 
yet  been  seen.  • 

stg.  168. 
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Your  committee  further  feel  warranted  in  concluding,  and  so  report,  from  the 
information  we  have,  that  the  contractor  has  not  a  sufficient  number  of  wagons  to 
enable  him  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  his  contract,  though  more  than  six  months 
have  elapsed  since  the  contract  was  entered  into. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Health,  the  sanitary 
police,  and  the  regular  police  of  the  city  be  ordered  to  file  against  said  contractor 
for  every  violation  within  their  knowledge  of  section  3  of  the  ordinance,  and  that 
citzens  of  the  city  be  requested  to  do  the  same ;  and  that  no  more  warrants  be 
drawn  on  the  City  Treasurer  in  favor  of  the  garbage  contractor  until  he  fully  com- 
plies with  the  terms  of  his  contract,  and  all  damage  heretofore  caused  shall  hare 
been  made  good. 

2d.  No  attention  whatever  is  being  paid  by  persons  engaged  in  removing  the 
contents  of  privy  vaults,  &c,  either  in  regard  to  the  manner  of  removal  or  place 
of  deposit,  to  any  ordinance  relating  to  that  subject,  or  to  the  orders  of  the  Board 
of  Health. 

Such  materials,  under  various  pretexts,  are  being  dumped  at  various  points 
within,  and  places  less  than  two  miles  without  the  corporation.  This  reckless  and 
willful  violation  of  city  law  will  be  a  very  serions  detriment  to  the  health  and 
comfort  of  the  citizens  of  the  city.  More  particularly  will  the  southwestern  part 
of  the  city  suffer,  and  it  is  due  the  citizens  of  the  city,  and  of  that  section  es- 
pecially, that  the  most  rigid  enforcement  of  all  ordinances  of  the  city,  and  all  orders 
of  the  Board  of  Health  upon  this  subject,  should  be  exacted. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Health,  sanitary  police, 
and  regular  police  be  ordered  to  file  against  all  persons  engaged  in  the  business  of 
vault-cleaning,  who  have  not  taken  out  license  according  to  law,  and  to  file  against 
and  prosecute  all  violations  within  their  knowledge,  of  any  ordinance  of  the  city, 
or  any  order  of  the  Board  of  Health  authorized  by  ordinances,  concerning  the  re- 
moval and  disposal  of  privy  vault  cleanings,  and  other  deleterious  matter  of  like 
character;  and  that  citizens  be  requested  to  do  the  same.

tents of  privy  vaults  and  other  deleterious  substances  of  like  character;  and  that 
citizens  be  requested  to  do  the  same.

The  property,  at  the  time  the  assessment  was  made,  was  used  for  educational  pur- 
poses, and  therefore,  it  is  claimed,  not  liable  to  assessment  for  taxes.  Under  these 
state  of  facts,  the  property  by  statute  is  exempt  from  taxation ;  but  the  payment  is-  &■ 
a  voluntary  one,  and  can  not  be  recovered.
